Abstract : Liberalization of Indian economic system has spread out an entire international 
of corporate quarter and easy get admission to to huge form of consumer goods for people at large.

About, 2.5% of India’s total population’s 
sole supply of lifestyles is thru road vending. they may be specially folks that are not able to 
get ordinary jobs or are retrenched from present jobs and attempt to resolve their issues with the aid 
of their personal meager resources. With growing urbanization, the variety of street vendors of Patna 
have accelerated manifold too consistent with a take a look at completed by way of Nidan, there 
are around 80,000 vendors and hawkers in Patna. The existing have a look at is based totally at 
the number one survey of 50 road companies and 50 clients of 3 regions of Patna M.C. to throw light on 
socio-financial conditions of road vendors of Patna, their utilities and nuisance created through them. 

From the have a look at, it changed into found that with low academic attainment, 
meager earnings and terrible residing conditions their satisfactory of lifestyles isn’t always at 


all nice. aside from serving the urban citizens with reasonably- 
priced and fresh greens and different commodities they store cash, time and bodily harassment 
of clients by using imparting accessibility in every nook and nook of 


the city. despite their utility, they’re regularly regarded as public nuisance as they deprive pedestrians in 
their area causing site visitors jams and having links with the anti-social sports. 

In addition unfriendly regulation and controls that govern their livelihoods cause them to susceptible 
to extortions and harassment, negative social protection and working conditions on 
the streets divulge them to a variety of safety and health troubles. Plenty of labor have to be completed to 
interrupt the vicious cycle of poverty and improve their great of life.

Introduction : Street providers are the maximum visible section of the casual economy. Road 
merchandising as a career has been in existence in India due to the fact times immemorial. In cities of 
Bihar, the large numbers of city terrible live to tell the tale by way of working in the casual region. 
Poverty and shortage of gainful employment in the rural regions of Bihar and inside 
the smaller cities pressure large numbers of humans to the capital metropolis for paintings and livelihood. 
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Those humans commonly own low competencies and shortage the level of training required for 
the better paid jobs inside the organized quarter. besides, permanent protected jobs within 
the prepared area are very low in Bihar; subsequently even the ones having the needful abilties are not 
able to find proper employment. For those human beings, hawking/street merchandising is one of 
the means of earning a livelihood, as it requires minor economic input and the competencies worried are 
low and also no entry level barriers in this job. 

They are trying to live their lifestyles with dignity and self- admire via difficult paintings. hence, 
Patna is a developing city and due to capital city and proper possibility, many workforces pressurise 
on city for the livelihood. These poorer sections are able to 
procure their basic requirements specifically through street carriers, as the 
products offered are reasonably-priced. And additionally 2/3 of the whole populace relies 
upon upon these avenue providers for his or her each day desires. In this way one phase of 
the city poor, namely, road providers, enables every other segment to live on. although because 
of rapid urbanisations, road companies are taken as a hassle inside the development of city. 
Avenue vendors had been defined within the national coverage of urban street providers, 2004 by way 
of government. of India “A avenue dealer is extensively described as a person who gives goods on the 
market to the general public while not having a everlasting constructed up structure but with 
a brief static shape or cellular stall (or head load). avenue carriers can be stationary via occupying space at 
the pavements or other public/non-public regions, or may becell inside the feel that 
they flow from vicinity to vicinity carrying their wares on push carts or in cycles or baskets on their 
heads, or might also promote their wares in moving trains, bus and many others. on this coverage record, 
the term urban dealer is such as both investors and provider providers, stationary in addition 
to cell vendors and includes all different nearby/vicinity specific terms used to explain them, inclusive 
of, hawker, pheriwalla, rehri-patri walla, footpath dukandars, sidewalk buyers and so on. 


Study Area : The have a look at place is Patna Municipal employer area that’s located at 250 
37’N latitude and 820 12’E longitude. Patna, the capital town of Bihar, is situated on the southern levee 
of river Ganga sponsored via a curvilinear despair. It’s miles the executive, judicial and 
legislative attention of the nation with numerous critical services. the total area of percent is fifty 
seven sq. k.m. having a populace of 14,forty two,992 (Census 2001), and is the largest metropolis of 
the nation.

Socio-economic Status of Street Vendors : 


As cited earlier, there are round 29,000 street companies in Patna. Of the wide variety surveyed, 
we found that 32% of them resided in Patna at the same time as the rest resided in the outskirts of 
the city or inside the neighboring districts. 

Social Composition : The sex composition showed that 22% have been females and 78% have 
been men on the same time it must be cited that the survey found that in almost all cases the 
male vendors are supported via their better halves and one or children. If we take this into 
consideration, female participation inside the profession will growth. 

It become observed that the proportion of female vendors become higher in the past but this has 
been lowering for the reason that beyond decade or so. the primary purpose become that 
they were fearful of the harassment they faced from exceptional quarters, inclusive of the men, the 
police and the municipal government. In truth most of the lady providers have been cell carriers due 
to the fact they felt that this changed into a safer manner to beat back harassment. 


Moreover they had been reluctant to sit in a marketplace area or a hard and fast spot due to the 
fact most different carriers were men. In truth 96% of the girl vendors stated that loss 
of protection became the main hassle they confronted in their paintings. Lack of primary centers which 
include toilets and créches for their children changed into every other principal problem stated by way 
of eighty 2 %. 

The literacy tiers of the carriers showed that 27% have been illiterate whilst 40% had 
had primary education. The relaxation, 33%, had studied as much as secondary faculty. 


Earnings and running situation : Avenue carriers make contributions notably to the informal in 
addition to the general city economic system in phrases of employment and reasonably- 
priced availability of goods and services. Their personal incomes however is very low and levels from 
Rs. 30 to a hundred and twenty according to day. but street carriers have no get entry to to formal 
finance, and they largely depend on their own savings, and budget from pals and spouse and children. 
Majority of the road companies aren’t prepared into agencies, they’re 

unable to pool their resources through revolving saving. road carriers in patna have no 
longer accessed the formal Micro financial institutions (MFIs) which have come on board to fill the 
distance left by formal financial establishments. Due to the fact that most MFIs use agencies as 
collateral, effective employer can offer collateral required through monetary institutions. 
It additionally gives an awesome discussion board for extending business development offerings to 
avenue vendors. The equal technique can be utilized in making sure security in the areas of 
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operation. furthermore, business enterprise of road carriers is pre-considered necessary for his or 
her fulfillment in addition to wholesome improvement of the cities. 

Perception of Consumers : In the previous sections we’ve got seen how avenue vendors are 
not appeared as a part of the city device. notwithstanding this we find that almost all sections 
of urban society, which include the more affluent sections, patronise them. In Mumbai the richer 
sections buy culmination and greens from hawkers and the youngsters additionally buy garments from 
them. The garment dealers in style road and in Colaba Causeway, both in south Mumbai, Linking street in 
Bandra within the western suburbs have customers from the top training. 

The general public of the customers are however from the center and lower income businesses. it’s 
far these folks who benefit maximum from street carriers as they are able to get their each 
day requirements at reasonably-priced costs and at convenient locations. the main beneficiaries of 
the meals hawkers in Mumbai and Calcutta are the middle and decrease income office goers and 
occasional paid people within the informal sector. it’s far envisioned that round 30% of Mumbai’s 
work force have at least one meal a day from hawkers. The meals they get is cheap and 
filling. these people could have had to spend extra if they ate in restaurants. 

Perception on Vending Sector : 

Majority of the road vendors seem to prefer the system of merchandising zones and they explicit their 
willingness to cooperate closer to this end. maximum of the companies have supported 
the probably machine of merchandising quarter and have expressed wiliness to pay for it in particular. 
This was observed to be positively tormented by longer hours of work, permanent nature of 
merchandising, less harassment and affordable stage of every day earning. 

Approximately 58% companies explicit their willingness to pay Rs. 100 — 250 to municipality for 
the vending sector and around forty% pays Rs. 100 - 150 according to month to city authority. roughly 80% 
of providers are prepared to pay Rs. 50 — four hundred in keeping with month. The maximum demanded 
dimension/area hunted for carrying out vending business (33.01%) varied among 8 — 15 square feet. 

Important Findings : 

1. There are 28,432 avenue providers in Patna. Of the range surveyed, we observed that 32% of 
them resided in Patna whilst the relaxation resided inside the outskirts of the metropolis or inside 
the neighboring districts. 

2. The sex composition confirmed that 22% were ladies and 78% had _ been males. 
In almost all instances the male vendors are supported via their better halves and one or children. If 
we take this under consideration, girl participation inside the profession will boom. three. It changed 
into determined that the share of girl companies changed into better in the past however this has 
been decreasing for the reason that beyond decade or so. the principle reason changed into that they have 
been fearful of the harassment they confronted from exceptional quarters, along with the adult males, 
the police and the municipal government. 

3. Lack of basic facilities together | with lavatoriesand créches for __his or 
her children was another foremost hassle said through woman carriers. 

4. The literacy tiers of the carriers confirmed that 27% have been illiterate whilst 40% 
had primary schooling. The rest, 33%, had studied as much as secondary school. 

5. Incomes may be very low and degrees from Rs. 30 toa 100 and 20in step 
with day. however avenue carriers don’t have any access to formal and that they in large part depend 
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upon their very own savings, and finances from buddies and relatives. road companies in Patna have no 
longer accessed the formal Micro monetary establishments (MFIs). 

6. The principle reason, given by using ninety two% of the pattern, for selecting vending as 
a career was due to the fact there have been no other jobs to be had which gave them 
dignity, other crucial motives for choosing this profession have been, access became less 
difficult and funding was low. 


7. At the same time, running conditions of the companies are very hard. a median, carriers needed 
to paintings for 12-14 hours a day to earn their meager profits. 

8. Tough work, meager profits and excessive prices of hobby aren’t the most 
effective problems faced by using street vendors in Patna. The police, the 
municipal government and local musclemen all contribute to playing havoc with their lives and 
their earnings. it’s miles not unusual exercise for the police to price Rs. 5-20 according to day 
from every dealer. 

9. But, the municipal authorities are near at the heels of the police in harassing avenue carriers inside 
the city on the call of excessive courtroom order as encroachment. road merchandising is illegal and 
the Patna Municipal employer employer levies fines on vendors up to rs. 1200. 

10. Even after paying fines the hawkers should have their items confiscated by using the ‘Halla 
Gari’ (neighborhood name for the truck utilized by the municipality to conduct raids). 

11. Nidan has crammed a PIL in excessive court docket all led to Patna Municipal business 
enterprise sooner or later announcing and gave commercial within the newspaper that it 
has determined to cancel the contract it had given to different contractors and also requested the 
contractors to accumulate the money they’d deposited in p.c. road carriers were given some alleviation. 
13 vendors in Patna are subjected to common eviction from their locations of business. Beneath rule 
Bihar police act 2007 Sections 69-78, and also 310G and 435 of Bihar Municipal Act 2007 do no 
longer allow encroachments, putting in of fixtures which can also reason obstruction or hawking of 
articles on public streets or footpaths, without prior permission of suitable government of the 
Municipality. 

Conclusion : 


¢ Street providers have proliferated in numbers and command a large share of the retail trade in 
India because of unemployment and poverty regardless of the 
improvement of purchasing shops and large shops set-up by means of company sectors. 


« They make upfor his or herlack of huge capital with lengthy hours of 
labor, revolutionary approaches of showing and stocking their items and using circle of relatives labour 
to provide the back-up support. 


* They shopa lot oftime and electricity, deliver clean vegetables to the town 
dwellers, supply reasonably-priced objects to decrease strata of the society, area supply of meals for 
students and other urban negative via avenue meals gadget. 


¢ They’re one of the elements of the city traffic jams, a number of them are related to anti- 
social elements but with out them, the city existence could be drab and difficult. 


¢ Eviction of providers means unemployment, social unrest and enhancement of criminal activities. 
Suggestions : 
¢ The street companies ought to be treated as humans. 
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« Police and civic government are geared up to evict them within the name of beautification 
and protection of the city. But this needs to be achieved after making opportunity arrangements for 
them. 

* Recognition of merchandising as a profession is a must for the overall development of 
this city casual quarter. 

« Formulation of city plan to demarcate public spaces for merchandising like Delhi 
Hat, development and regulation of natural markets in urban areas, creation of semi- 
everlasting structures, will ease out visitors problems in addition to provide social security to 
the providers. 

* To offer social security to this segment of populace group insurance schemes for them, nurture 
and teach their children will enhance their high-quality of existence. 

¢ Training of companies regarding retaining hygiene to put together meals will 
solve the meals troubles of city terrible as it’s miles reasonably-priced and effortlessly low cost. 

« Toclear up their problems and also get their services, a significant dialogue 
between civic government, shopkeepers, resident institutions and carriers are required.

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Position of Women In the Age of Buddha : A Review

ABSTRACT : The ancient law giver Manu was considered the founder of social and moral order. 
From the outset, Manu deprived women of their religious rights and access to the spiritual life. As 
persocial order a women could not attain heaven through any merit of her own, but only through 
obedience to her husband. Despite this humiliating subordination of women in the religious domain, 
there was always in India a parallel line of thought that glorified motherhood and idealized the concept 
of the feminine. In actual practice, however, Manu’s Code of Laws adversely influenced social attitudes 
towards women. It is against this background that we must view the emergence of Buddhism in the 
Northern India in the sixth century B.C. He condemned the caste structure dominated by a particular 
caste and denounced excessive ritual and sacrifices. He emphasized emancipation through individual 
effort. This assertion of women’s spiritual equality, explicitly enunciated in the texts has had a significant 
impact on social structures. 

Examining the position of women in pre—Buddhist India on the basis of evidence in the literature of 
the Indo-Aryans, the Rig-Veda, it is clear that women held an honorable place in early Indian society. 
There were also a few hymns composed by women. Later, when the priestlycast began to dominant 
society, it is apparent that religion lost its spontaneity and became a complex system of rituals. At this 
point, downward trends in the position of women began. In the present work I will examine the 
fundamental tenets of Buddhism to see whether there is a fundamental difference in attitudes towards 
men and women. Then I discuss how Buddhist ideology influenced the position and status of women 
in India. 

Keywords : Buddhism, Emancipation, Sacrifices, feminine. 

I. INTRODUCTION : Buddhismis a religion and dharma that encompasses a variety of traditions, 
beliefs and spiritual practices largely based on teachings attributed to the Buddha. Buddhism originated 
in India, from where it spread through much of Asia. Most historians agree that Buddhism originated in 
northern India in the Sth century B.C. The tradition traces its origin to Siddhartha Gautama (or Gotama), 
who is typically referred to as the Buddha (literally the “Awakened” or “Enlightened One”). Siddhartha 
observed the suffering in the world and set out to find an antidote. Through meditation and analysis, he 
attained an enlightened state of being that marked the end of attachments, and ultimately, upon his 
death, release from the cycle of rebirth (samsara). 

Buddhism has spread from its roots in India to virtually every corner of the world, and in each 
place it has spread it has adopted and adapted local practices and beliefs. Buddhism is a path of practice 
and spiritual development leading to insight into the true nature of reality. Buddhist practices like 
meditation are means of changing yourself in order to develop the qualities of awareness, kindness, 
and wisdom. The experience developed within the Buddhist tradition over thousands of years has 
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created an incomparable resource for all those who wish to follow a path - a path which ultimately 
culminates in Enlightenment. An enlightened being sees the nature of reality absolutely clear, just as it 
is, and lives fully and naturally in accordance with that vision. This is the goal of the Buddhist spiritual 
life, representing the end of suffering for anyone who attains it. The basic tenets of Buddhist teaching 
are straightforward and practical: nothing is fixed or permanent; actions have consequences; change is 
possible. So Buddhism addresses itself to all people irrespective of race, nationality, caste, sexuality, or 
gender. It teaches practical methods which enable people to realize and use its teachings in order to 
transform their experience, to be fully responsible for their lives. 

It is generally believed that Buddha was a great social reformer and believer in the equality of all 
human beings. He left home to set out on a journey to solve the questions of human existence. First he 
studied under Brahman teachers who had achieved a high level of awareness, and then he underwent 
a long period of austere practices, before abandoning that course as well. Finally, through intense 
meditation, he was able to grasp the ultimate truth and attain enlightenment. The truth that he discovered 
could be defined as the Law of non-self and dependent origination. 

He traveled throughout India preaching the Law, telling people that by becoming aware of this Law 
within their own lives, theycould free themselves from the shackles of suffering. In other words, he 
taught that the fundamental cause of suffering in the world must not be sought in the external environment, 
but within the human heart. Opposite of being escapist, this approach naturally leads to tangible social 
reform. Buddhism was in theory as well as in practice a revolt against Brahmanism and the Vedic 
religion. It was instrumental in bringing about not only religion- philosophical upheavals in the country 
but sociological changes as well. Buddhism was essentially a moral religion, the moral precepts of 
which aimed to improve all classes of the society. It challenged the Brahminical doctrine of women’s 
inferiority which paved the way for their emancipation in different spheres of life. 


Il. HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE : The pre-Buddhist era marks a general deterioration in the 
position of women in Indian society.' The Vedic studies, in the age of Brahmanas (B.C.1500-1000 
B.C.) became very extensive andthetheoryhad founduniversalacceptancethattocommitasingleand even 
a most minor mistake in the recitation of a Vedic Mantra would produce disasterous consequences to 
the reciter.*Vedic sacrifices also became very complicated at this time and as a result the participation 
of women in sacrifices gradually became a mere matter of formality. Many sacrificial duties that could 
be once discharged by the wife alone came to be assigned to male substitutes in the age of the 
Brahmanas.? Upanayan (initiation ceremony) became unnecessaryfor girls and they began to be bracketed 
with Sudras and other backward classes in society.* The Mahabharata presents still more dis-graceful 
picture and holds that ‘women have no scriptures to follow and that they are living lies.* References 
occur here and there in later Vedic tests to girls occasionally attendingthe lectures of gurus and mastering 
atleast part of the Vedas. The Brhadaranyaka Upanisad tells of a learned lady, Gargi Vacak-navi, who 
attended the discussions of the sage Yajnavalkya and for a time so non-plussed him with her searching 
questions that he could only jestingly reply, ‘Gargi, you must not ask too much, or your head will drop 
off’.® But in Brahmanic traditions women were being deprived of learning and it is evident that by the 
Smritis, around thebeginning of the Christian era, the vedic knowledge was closed to women.’ 

Thus in a period when under Brahmanic injunctions the women had lost their individuality, the 
Buddha came with a liberal outlook. In the propagation of his teachings he treated them alike with men. 
He gave Dhamma to both the sexes without making any individual distinction.’ This was indeed a great 
achievement for women. 

The admission of women in the order and the first sermon that the Buddha delivered to Mahaprajapati 
Gautami and her associates was also a turning point in the life of the Indian women.’ The sermon was 
the same which he gave generally to men on their admission to the order of Monks. The equality of 
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both the sexes at least in the religious sphere. The order of nuns once established assumed gradually a 
formidable form. In Rajagriha alone not less than six thousand nuns with Mahaprajapti Gautami at their 
head practised severe austerities with spiritual thirst in their heart. The career of preaching and evangelizing 
that was thus opened beforewomen by Buddhism attracted a large number of talented ladies, who 
distinguished themselvesas teachers and preachers. 


In Therigatha (songs of the Elder Nuns) there is a collection of stanzas attributed to 73 of the 
lending theirs (i.e. sisters) in the order during the lifetime of Gautama Buddha himself. The stories, 
explanatory of the verses, give a short account of the life history of each of the authoresses. This 
account presents a very instructive picture of the life they led in the valley of the Ganga in the time of 
Gautama Buddha. It was a bold step on the part of the Buddhist reformation to allow so much freedom 
and to concede so high a position to women. But, it is quite clear that the step was a great success and 
many of these ladies were as distinguished for high intellectual attainments as they were for religious 
earnestness and insight. A good many of these verses ascribed to them are beautiful in form and not a 
few give evidence of a very high degree of mental self-culture which played so great apart in the 
Buddhist ideal of the perfect life. Women of acknowledged culture represented as being the teachers of 
men and expounding the less advanced brethren of sisters in the order, the deeper and more subtle 
points in the Buddhist philosophy of life. As to the standard of those poems it is established that many 
of them are of great literary merit. The style of these poems is similar than that of courtly Sanskrit 
literature and suggests the influence of popular song.'° 


The reformatory attitude of the Buddha towards women is apparent from his courteous gesture 
shown to Ambapali, the beautiful courtesan (ganika) of vaisali. On his last journey to the Hills,as he 
passed through vaisali, the Buddha accepted her invitation to dine in preference to that of the city 
fathers, who wished to give him a civic reception. Ambapali is said to have become a Buddhist nun and 
one of the most beautiful poems of the Pali canon is attributed to her. 

III. ANALYSIS : Buddhism declared that womanhood was no bar to salvation.'! It appears from 
the Buddhist literature that the marriage itself was not held to be imperative as it was the case in 
Hinduism. A single life was not regarded as a wasted life. Buddhism had never subscribed to the view 
that a son was essential for father’s safe entrance to heaven and hence the institution of marriage 
receded in background. Even a maiden was allowed to lead life of celibacy. We find rich heiresses 
refusing tempting marriage offers and joining the preaching army of new religion.Such, for instance, 
was the case of Gutta, Anopama and Sumedha who eventually became very famous teachers. Subha, 
a goldsmith’s daughter and Sumana, the daughter of Anathapindaka remained unmarried throughout 
affairs. Sanghamitra, the daughter of Asoka, went to far off Ceylon to spread the gospel of the Buddha. 
Evidently, women in the Buddhist society had liberty to lead an independent life without being tied to a 
husband. 


The birth of a daughter in a Hindu family was unwelcome. In the Brhamana literature, there is one 
passage onserving that the son is the hope of the family, daughter is a source of trouble to it.'* A similar 
idea occurs in the Mahabharata also.'* In the Ramayana also the daughter is described as a curse of 
trouble and humiliation to her fathers.'* But no such discrimination was made between a male or a 
female progeny in a Buddhist family. A rich householder Maha Suvanna is said to have exclaimedbefore 
aholytree : “Should Ibe granted a son or adaughter, I will pay you great honor, O decked tree.’'* In the 
Jatakas we hear of Brahmadatta and Kasiraja praying fora daughter. Gautama Buddha himself admonishes 
the king Pasenadi of Kosala forhis sorrow on the birth of a daughter and remarks that ‘A woman child, 
O Lord of men, may prove even a better offspring than a male’. The reason for this psychological 
change was the Buddhist notion that even as on less man could obtain Nirvana by leading as potlessly 
pure life. 
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The ascetic or monastic way of living one’s life was prescribed by the Buddha essentially to 
combat the Brahmanic maxim that without a male progeny a man was sure to fall in hell. 


As to the freedom of women, the Hindu view in the Buddhist age was to keep them at a distance 
from the opposite sex. The Arthasastra gives evidence to show that even in Mauryan times the freedom 
of high class women was considerably restricted by custom.'® But in the Buddhist society all the 
adherents of the church including the female adherents, moved from one place to the another with 
freedom. Even secular women enjoyed liberty to an honorable extent. Early Buddhist sculpture gives 
the same impression, At Bharhut and Sanchi wealthy ladies lean from their balconies to watch processions 
and women in the company of men worship the Bodhi Tree. Thus, a peculiar socialistic arrangement 
worked very well in the Buddhist society and it is still working well in countries professing Buddhism 
like Burma, Japan and Thailand. 

In the political arena, monarchy was the order of the day. Even men could not aspire to high 
offices of state as these were awarded on principles of he reditary right. Under this circumstances, it 
is not strange if Anguttara holds that ‘A woman will not become a ruler of an administrator of the 
country. The Majjhimaal so affirms the same view.'’ Observations like this are made even to- day in the 
so-called enlightened and advanced twentieth century. But the Buddha has entrusted Visakha, a lay- 
woman of repute, the responsible task of judicial investigation into a disputed matter and also to give 
her judgment. Though Visakha was an exceptional personality elevating the women in the public life to 
the extent that they could act as judges. 

IV. CONCLUSION : Though the Buddha did not lay down specific rules with regard to women’s 
proprietary of inheritance rights yet we meet with ample testimony in the canonical literature to the 
effect that women as wives with their house holders had co-equal authority over all property. They 
could independently make gifts without seeking approval of any second person. For instance Visakha 
distributed a large amount of her fabulous riches to monks and nuns. Even widows were allowed to 
inherit property of their husbands and to manage it till the end of their life. Dhammadina is mentioned 
to have possessed her husband’s vast wealth and utilized it in many a noble endowments. Another 
women Bhattakapalani is also described as the sole owner of her property who on her renunciation 
handed over the great wealth to her kinsmen.'* A daughter also was recognized as a legal entity. She 
was fully entitled to a share in the patrimony sometimes she got even all the property of her father in 
preference to brothers. A daughter named Sundari was endowed by her father with all his estate. 

With the emergence of Tantric cults in Buddhism the worship of female divinities became prominent 
and popular. It is from the seventh century A.D. onwards that we find the exuberance of Tara was 
raised to the mother ship of all Buddhas.'? The Guhyasamaja mentions a number of goddesses like 
Lochana, Mamaki, Pundravasini and Samayatra. Worship of goddess Tara in different forms like Syama- 
Tara and Vajra-Prajna-Paramita etc. were other popular female deities. Thus it is evident that the Tantric 
sects gave women an important place in their cult and instituted orders of female ascetics. This naturally 
enhanced the position of women in the general estimation of the masses. Most of these deities personified 
prosperity affluence and well-being. By cherishing woman one cherished the goddess of prosperity 
and well-being. 

Thus, Buddhism proved to be a boon to the woman community. The feeling of equality and 
freedom given by Buddhism to the Indian women evoked the highest virtues of the womanhood and 
lifted the society to a high state of culture.

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Non-Performing Assets and Banking Performance

Abstract : According to RBI guidelines, any asset inclusive of a leased asset, becomes non- 
Performing in case it is not able to generate income for the bank Presence of Non- Performing Asset is 
an integral part of banking and every bank has some Non- Performing Assets in its advance portfolio. 
However, the high level of NPA is a cause of worry to any financial institution.

Introduction : The business of banking essentially involves intermediation-acceptance of deposits 
and channeling these deposits in to lending activities. Since the deposits received from the depositors 
have to be repaid to them by the bank, they are known as banks ‘Liabilities’ and as the loan given to the 
borrowers are to be back from as bank them, they are termed as banks’ ‘Assets are banks’ loans and 
advances. 

In the traditional banking business of lending, financed by deposits from customers, Commercial 
Banks are faced with the risk of default by the borrower in the payment of either principal or interest. 
In common parlance the type of risk in banking is known as credit risk and where the borrower is not 
able to repay the payment of interest and /or repayment of principal are treated as Non-Performing 
Assets. 

The banking system is one of the most essential components of a robust economy for any country 
India's banking system is considered as one of the major banking networks in the world. It has s 
witnessed a dynamic period of growth and reform over the last two decades. The banking sector 
growth and its sustainability can only be achieved if it is following an effective reform policies such as 
appropriate and effective liberalization policies, appropriate changes in the interest rate suiting international 
standard, strengthening of its policies of dilution of government stake in public sector banks to make 
public sector unit independent and competitive, and enhancing growth of market share of private 
sector banks. 

Credit availability is essential for development and growth on the one hand and backbone of the 
banking structure on the other. Diminishing growth rates for credit with rising NPAs are not good 
news for the banking system in general. Measures need to be put in place to arrest this downward 
slide, and the deceleration of lending is definitely not the answer. 

The future of the banking system will depend largely on the risk management dynamics and the 
management of credit risk is the most critical component of that framework. As Indian banks move 
into the new high-powered world of financial operations and trading, there will be a requirement for 
more sophisticated and consistent models of risk assessment as well as post-disbursement monitoring. 
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Credit risk is about 70% of a bank’s total risk, the rest of the 30% being shared between market 
risk and operational Risk. Not much can be done about market risk, but operational risk and credit risk 
must be managed by banks. 

As presented in a study done by Standard & Poor’s, mid-corporate and small and medium-sized 
enterprise (SME) lending are the key areas of challenge for Indian Banks. The non-performing loans of 
these segments range between 8 12% per annum. 

There are several key reasons banks possess such a high rate of NPAs which can be outlined as 
follows. 


> Speculation-Investing in High Risk Assets 

> Default 

> Fraudulent practices 

> Diversion of funds 

> Internal factors such as inefficient management, and inappropriate systems and technology 
> External factors 


Despite the increasing demand for consumer and commercial credit that entices banks with huge 
potential for growth, there are also the impending challenges that come with lending in a developing 
economy where data provided may not always be reliable. Deregulation of the financial system and 
more banking licenses means increased competition and a greater need to outperform competitors. 
According to RBI news, the average credit growth rate is at 10% after reaching a low of 9.4% in 
February (the lowest in 18 years) compared to 14.7% last year, 2014. This is still quite far away from 
a healthy growth rate which should be in the 15-20% range for a developing country such as India. 
The private sector banks however, have been more resilient and have had reasonable credit growth 
from the consumer sector. This sector have also better managed their NPAs in commercial and consumer 
credit as well. 

Non-Performing Assets : A Concept : In general term, an Assets which generate income are 
called performing assets and the asset that do not generate income are called non-performing assets. In 
financial term a non performing asset is explained in term of inability of repayment by the borrowers. 
Accordingly a simple definition of Non-performing asset (NPA) state that credit facility in respect of 
which the interest and/or installment of Bond finance period. Another definition of NPA, as per 
investopedia, NPA is a debt obligation where the borrower has not paid any previously agreed upon 
interest and principal repayments to the designated lender for an extended period of time. 

It can be said that Non Performing Asset (NPA) is not able to give any income to the lender in the 
form of principal and interest payments. Many research papers, published article, are available in the 
area of non- performing assets and a large number of researchers have studied the issue of NPA 
associated with banking industry. 

The history of Non-Performing Asset can be traced back from the day of Gold Smith banking in 
17" century in England. The asset quality and the problem of bad loan which are generally defined in 
banking as Non-Performing Asset can be traced back from those period. Historical evidence depict 
that NPA existed in those period where manye they could not fulfill their obligations due to non- 
recovery of their loan amounts. 

The economic crisis of many nation are the result of the non-performing asset due to poor asset 
quality of bank and lending of bad loan to the borrowers by the bank. In other words, Non-Performing 
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Asset (NPA) refers to a debt obligation of borrower where he has not paid any previously agreed upon 
interest and principal repayments to the designated lender for an extended period of time. 

The financial institution has classified the non-performing Asset in terms of time and put forth that 
once the borrower has failed to make interest or principal payments for 90 days, the loan is considered 
as a non-performing asset. Accordingly this move towards classification of asset and following the 
international best practices ensure greater transparency, it has been decided to adopt that an asset will 
become NPA if it is overdue for-performing asset (NPA) is a loan or an advance where. 


(i) Interest and/or installment of principal remain overdue for a period of more than 90 days in 
respect of a term loan, 

(ii) of an Overdraft/Cash Credit (OD/CC), 

(ii1) The bill remains overdue for a period of more than 90 days in the case of bills purchased and 
discounted, 

(iv) Interest and/or installment of principal remains overdue for two harvest seasons but for a 
period not exceeding two half years in the case of an advance granted for agricultural purposes, and 

(v) Any amount to be received remains overdue for a period of more than 90 days in respect of 
other accounts.

The growing proportion of the non performing assets (NPAs) in the advances of the banks and 
financial institutions has engaged the attention of the government, bankers, economists and the general 
public. The NPAs have been described as a misuse of the public money, which should be used with 
utmost care, and a sense of responsibility. 

It has been recognized by all concerned that the growing NPAs can eventually destabilize and 
perhaps destroy the financial sector of the NPAs. An unstable and weak 

financial/banking sector can jeopardize the entire process of economic development because banks 
have been rightly called as the nerves of economic growth. 

The concept of Non-Performing Assets is not altogether unknown to India Banking. Earlier, banks 
had system of identifying accounts of sticky or causing concern, such accounts were known as 
problem credits or bad and doubtful debt. In such accounts the repayment of interest /installments was 
either not easily collected as per schedule or recovery thereof could not fully be effected due to erosion 
of securities charged to them with continuous application of interest/other charges irrespective of 
recovery. In either case, banks were subject to losses on account of such credit portfolio. 

Partly, this was due to genuine business risks to which lending operations are subject to and partly 
due to the complacency and security-oriented approach. Through experience, banks found it prudent 
not to reckon such interest/other charges as part of their income and pay tax on unrealized income. 
The banks therefore adopted the practice of ceasing to charge interest in such accounts of bad or 
doubtful nature, and where the prospects of recovery were bleak. 

Non-Performing Assets : An Evolution : The Banks, since 1976, are following well laid down 
norms regarding treatment to identify bad and doubtful accounts. They have directed to all their branches 
to cease charging interest on doubtful advances, according to the criteria laid down, irrespective of 
whether the suits are filed for recovery of the dues or not. The criteria then adopted for the purpose 
were Nonpayment of the interest applied during the last four relevant periods i.e. month/quarters/half 
years/years as the case may be. Existence of a provision for bad and doubtful debts or a provision is 
proposed to be made. 
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The Reserve Bank of India introduced the Health Code System of classification of borrower 
accounts by banks in the year 1985, exactly after three years of implementation of the system by Bank 
under study. Based on this classification of advances it was decided by the Reserve Bank in the year 
1989 and 1990 that banks should cease charging interest compulsorily in accounts under Health Codes 
5 to 8 i.e. Recalled Suit filed, Decreed and Bad and doubtful and selectively taking into account the 
availability and reliability of security in accounts under Health Code 4 i.e. Sick Non-viable/Sticky. 

Accordingly, banks have been classifying their accounts as per Health Code System and ceasing to 
recognize income according to the scheme of things envisaged under the system. 

The NPA concept introduced by the Reserve Bank in the year 1992 is the outcome of the Narsimham 
Committee recommendations on financial sector reforms. The Committee observed that the policy of 
income recognition of the bank should be very objective and it is to be based on record of recovery, 
rather than any subjective consideration. 

The-interest is overdue for at least two quarters. According to the committee, advances would be 
treated as non-performing assets, as on the balance sheet date, for the following : 

(i) In the case of term loan, it the interest remains due for a period of more than 180 days. 

(ii) In case of overdraft and cash credit, account remains out of order for a period of more than 
180 days. 

(iii) In case of bills purchased and discounted, the bill remains overdue and unpaid for a period of 
more than 180 days. 

(iv) In case of other accounts, any amount to be received remains past due for a period of more 
than 180 days. 

If we look into the sources of NPAs and there constant rise it can be easily understood that it 
involves various macroeconomic issues. It may be economic or political reason even factors like 
natural calamities change in official policies, industry related issues that have their more or less effect. 
Even internal factors like domestic defaulters, declining production, business risks and unchecked 
diversions may cause rise in NPA. 

Types of Non-Performing Assets : The non-performing asset (NPAs) has been classified into 
following two types. 

a. Gross NPA : Gross NPA is the total number of NPAs of the bank simply added together. Gross 
NPA is advance, which is considered irrecoverable, for which bank has made provisions, and which is 
still held in banks ‘books of account. 

b. Net NPA : Net NPA is simply the total bad assets (actual) minus the provision left aside.Net NPA 
is obtained by deducting items like interest due but not recovered, part payment received and kept in 
suspense account from Gross NPA. 

Assets and their Connection with Non-Performing Assets 

Following are the assets that contribute to NPAs. 

Standard Assets : A standard asset is a performing asset. Standard assets generate continuous 
income and repayments as and when they fall due. Such assets carry a normal risk and are not NPA in 
the real sense. Thus, so special provisions are required for Standard Assets. 

Sub-Standard Assets : substandard asset are all those assets (loans and advances) which are 
considered as non-performing for a period of 12 months are called as Sub-Standard assets. 

Doubtful Assets : doubtful asset are those assets considered as non-performing, for period of 
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more than 12 months are called as Doubtful Assets. 

Loss Assets : All those assets, which cannot be recovered are called as Loss Assets. 

Factors that Rise in Non-Performing Assets 

The banking sector is facing the growing problem of NPAs in the recent years. In the recent years, 
the banking sector has been facing the serious problems of the rising NPAs. A sound banking system 
is the need for a booming economy. Growing NPAs leads to the failure of the banking sector which 
may have a strong adverse impact on other sectors. With the introduction of liberalisation, globalisation 
and privatisation of economic policy today, banking sector faces the challenges of an open economy. 

In a complex situation where on one hand bank has given protected environment which lean them 
culture on not to develop sophisticated treasury operations and Asset Liability Management skills, and 
on the other hand all the banks are issued with a combination of directed lending and social banking 
relegated profitability and competitiveness to the background. The net result was unsustainable leading 
to the problem of NPA. There are several factors responsible to make an asset NPA. These factors 
broadly classified into the following two :

* [In-ability of the corporate to raise capital through the issue of equity or other debt instrument 
from capital markets 


* Business failures 

* Diversion of funds for expansion\modernization\setting up new projects\ helping or promoting 
sister concerns.

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Merger of Indian Banks: A Pathway of Economic 
Acceleration

ABSTRACT : In this study, we look at how merging Indian public sector banks has affected their 
ability to work together more efficiently. The purpose of this study is to determine whether this merger 
would really speed up India’s economic development. Bank merger advantages have been analysed 
using many metrics, including CASA ratio, CRAR ratio, CETI ratio, and advanceand depositsize.

INTRODUCTION : The banking industry is widely recognized as a crucial support system for 
the economy. This industry is undergoing seismic shifts and advancing at lightning speed. Although 
Indian PSBs have made great strides since nationalization, they still face numerous difficulties because 
of fierce competition from international banks. In contrast, public and private banks are engaged in 
fierce rivalry with one another in an effort to broaden their customer base and attract more of their 
ideal clients (Gupta and Mittal, 2022). Non-performing assets are a cause for concern since their 
growth has paralleled that of the company’s fundamental operations. There is a growing trend of bank 
mergers in India as a means of addressing the country’s nonperforming loans (NPAs). On April 1, 
2017, State Bank of India and its affiliate banks completed the biggest merger in the banking industry’s 
history. The government of India has stated that the country’s ten largest public sector banks would 
combine into four megabanks on August 30, 2019. The consolidation of 10 public sector banks into 4 
was approved by the Cabinet and will take effect on April 1, 2020. As a result of the consolidation, 
there are now just 12 PSBs, down from 27 before. With effect from April 1, 2020, the following Public 
Sector Undertaking Banks have merged.

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Banks that have met the majority of banking basics requirements are designated as Anchor Banks 
(4) and the remaining PSBs are designated as Amalgamated Banks (6) in this merger process. The 
federal government is making a smart move by merging these two large banks in order to accomplish 
their economic goal of $5 trillion within the next five years.

EXPLANATION FOR OBJECTIVE 1 & OBJECTIVE 2 


The following steps for merging Indian public sector banks may be deduced from a survey of 
relevant literature and the instructions issued by regulatory agencies in India. 

1. Initiation of the merger proposal. Any one of the participating banks’ boards of directors, the 
Reserve Bank of India (RBJ), or the government might propose the merger. 

2. Preliminary evaluation of the proposal. When a merger plan is first proposed, the RBI and the 
relevant banks conduct an initial assessment. The financial health of both banks, the complementary 
nature of their businesses, and the regulatory and legal constraints on the merger are all factors to be 
considered. 

3. Drafting of the scheme of merger. If the first assessment is favorable, the participating financial 
institutions will begin planning the merger. The plan of merger is a legal document that details the 
merger, including the parties involved, the assets and liabilities being combined, the number of shares 
being exchanged for each, and the new bank’s management structure. 

4. Approval of the scheme of merger by the boards of directors of thebanksinvolved. The merger 
plan needs the backing of the boards of directors of both institutions. The shareholders of the bank 
must approve the transaction by passing a special resolution with a vote total of at least 75%. 

5. Approval of the scheme of merger by the RBI. The merging proposal also has to be authorized 
by the Reserve Bank of India. After a thorough examination of the proposal, the RBI grants clearance 
if it determines that the merger is in the best interests of the banks and their depositors. 

6. Publication of the scheme of merger in the Official Gazette. The merger plan is published in the 
Official Gazette after it has been authorized by the RBI. In order for the merger to go through, this 
condition must be met. 

7. Completion of the merger. As of the date set out in the merger plan, the merger has taken place. 
All assets and liabilities of the two banks will be combined into the amalgamated bank on this day. 
Shares in the combined bank are distributed to the shareholders of the two merging banks in return for 
their shares in the two banks being merged. 

Key considerations that are considered during the merger of Indian public sector banks- 

1. Financial Condition of the Banks Involved : The banks’ respective financial health is a major 
consideration throughout the merger process. The financial stability and profitability of the banks 
should be ensured. 

2. Strategic fit Between the Banks : Strategic compatibility between the banks is also a crucial 
factor. The merging banks should balance each other out and be able to reap benefits from working 
together. 

3. Regulatory and legal requirements: All laws and regulations in effect at the time of the merger 
must be followed. All required authorizations from the RBI and other relevant regulatory bodies must 
be obtained by the participating banks. 
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Synergies From the Merger : The Narasimhan committee (1991 and 1998), the Khan committee 
(1997), and the Verma committee (1999) have all advocated for the consolidation of public sector 
banks. These panels argued that merging resources would allow for greater efficiency and cost savings. 
If two banks were to combine, the resulting huge capital base would allow the merged institution to 
expand its loan offerings and improve the quality of its loan portfolio. The government’s need to 
recapitalize the banks will also diminish over time. Customers will benefit from the expanded product 
offerings at the bank, which will include mutual funds and insurance in addition to the standard banking 
services of loans and deposits. These mergers will also lead to technology advancements and better 
service for customers. The goal of these mergers is to create banks of the next generation that have a 
significant national and worldwide footprint. There will be less disjointedness in the loan process. It’s 
expected that activities would expand in scope. Banks may be merged since their activities are so 
similar and can be easily streamlined. 

Credit Growth and Profitability : When all of the assets of the merged banks are tallied together, 
they account for almost 90% of the total assets of the Indian public sector banks. Therefore, the 
research may be generalized for the whole Indian public sector bank segment if we analyse the data 
about the merged banks that are part of our case study. In addition, it demonstrates that PSBs have 
responded well to the consolidations. The first Indian Financial Stability Report was published by RBI 
that year (2021). From 3.0% in March 2020 to 4.6% in September 2020, loan growth has increased at 
Indian PSBs, according to the research. The rise of deposits at all banks was robust at 10.3% (year 
over year), which may be attributable to cautious saves. The 9.6 percent increase in deposits made by 
PSBs was the greatest in the preceding five years. Net interest income (NII) is another indicator of 
profits that has improved, showing 16.2% growth from March 2020’s 13.0% to September 2020’s 
16.2%. Earnings before provisions and taxes (EBPT) of PSBs, another key profitability metric, has 
also increased by 17.6%. The cost of financing has been going down as interest rates have been going 
down. Therefore, in 2021, combined banks have much better profit characteristics. 


Asset Quality and Capital Adequacy : In September of 2020, the GNPA and NNPA ratios for all 
PSBs fell dramatically to 7.5% and 2.1%, respectively. Enhancing the capital to risk-weighted assets 
ratio (CRAR) is another metric for better fiscal health. From March 2020 (at 14.7%) to September 
2020 (at 15.8%), this percentage for all banks has increased by 110 basis points. Banks’ capital adequacy 
ratios, which double as a kind of regularity, have improved as a result of mergers. 

CONCLUSION : Reducing the number of PSBs from 27 to 12 and increasing the size of the 
banks to capture the advantages of operational and financial synergy is a strategic choice made by the 
government. To keep cash on hand, guarantee openness in corporate dealings, and run an efficient 
government, consolidation is a powerful tool that may be used. Public sector banks’ lending growth, 
non-performing asset drop, and profitability have all improved, according to reports provided by the 
media and the government thus far. Because of the larger size, capital adequacy ratios have also 
increased because of the merger. Although it is too early to tell how the combined businesses will 
perform in the long run, they have gotten off to a promising start, which bodes well for both their 
consumers and the economy. Consequently, the PSBs, which account for more than 60% of total bank 
activity in India, would undoubtedly contribute to the successful attainment of India’s goal of a $5 
trillion economy.

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Study of Life Science : An Ancient Indian Perspective 
Dr. Akarsh Akul 


Ancient Indians, had a plethora of knowledge, biology, or life science as we know today was one 
such aspect of it. In this article the achievements of Indian civilization have been highlighted in the field 
of biological studies. The article demonstrates that the life forms were thoroughly studied in ancient 
India and were accordingly classified. The study of life forms was not limited to just theoretical study 
but it was also applied in the field of medicine. The article also highlights the study medicine and 
ayurveda. The developments made in field of surgery specially rhinoplasty. 

Keywords : Biology, Ancient India, Ayurveda, Rhinoplasty, Charaka-Samhita, Sushruta-Samhita. 

Biology is a branch of science which deals with the study of the biotic components i.e., the living 
beings. Scientists and scholars define biology as the scientific study of life.' Biology is a part of life 
sciences which, unlike the physical science, is concerned with the living aspect of our surroundings. 
Biology is a natural science with a broad scope but has several unifying themes that tie it together as a 
single coherent field.* For example; every organism is made up of cells that process hereditary information 
on coded genes which can be transmitted to future generation, which further helps in evolution of the 
specific organism. Not only evolution but how a living organism consumes and gets its energy and its 
internal process also come under the study of biology. Biology is the overall natural science that studies 
life with other life sciences as its sub-disciplines. 

Biologists can study life at multiple level of organisation.’ It ranges from molecular Biology of a cell 
to the anatomy of plants and animals and evolution of population.* Hence there are multiple sub- 
disciplines in biology, each defined by their area of study and research questions and tools they use.° 
The specific study of plant anatomy and physiology fall under Botany, similarly the study of animals is 
Zoology. 

Life on Earth began around 3.7 billion years ago. In its earliest times, every science seems to have 
sprung into existence because of utilitarian resources and with no exception. However, tracking history 
of any modern science is an extremely complex task, biology too, P. P. Joglekar says that “preparing a 
historical narrative of biology is an interesting endeavour because not only academicians but also lay 
persons are also interested in this topic. He further adds that careful analysis of published materials on 
the subjects of “ancient sciences: including biological sciences reveal that several elements of thought 
exist. The various schools of thought may or may not have the similar aim and approach, yet believe 
in the existence of high-level technology in the past. 

The human interaction with nature and living substances around it was at its peak in all the early 
civilizations, as humans were too dependent on plants and animals for their survival. The early pictographic 
records of ancient India are filled with description of birds and animals and plants which were their 
source of food and energy. The undeciphered pictographic script of the Indus valley civilization, 
shows the distinct differences between various animals and plants. The advent of agriculture also 
asserts their growing knowledge about plants and domestic and forest animals. The careful observation 
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and recording of nature continued even after the gradual decline of the Indus valley civilization till the 
Vedic and post Vedic age. 

The records of the Vedic age show that there existed, to a small extent, the scientific study of 
plants and animals. Evidences from the post Vedic literature also indicate towards the intricate and 
complex system of nomenclature and classification that existed during that period. The Vedic texts also 
hint towards advancement in agriculture, and thus botanical knowledge. The knowledge of manure, 
crop rotation, photosynthesis also existed but in a very modest way. Not only in the area of botany, but 
zoology also flourished during the period in ancient India, animals were differentiated not only on their 
usage and availability but also on the basis of their anatomy and physiology. It indicates that animal 
metabolism, body systems were also well understood along with its susceptibility to diseases. 

Ayurveda, a system of alternate medicine has historical roots in the Indian sub-continent.’ The 
ayurveda therapies are two millennium old therapies which focus on herbal medicine, diets, meditation, 
yoga, massage, laxative, enemas and medicinal oils. The ayurvedic medicines are typically based on 
the herbal compounds, mineral and metallic substances, under the influence of ‘Rasashastra’. The 
ayurveda is the medicinal knowledge of the Vedic times. It is an ‘upveda’ of the ‘Atharvaveda’. The 
main classical Ayurvedic text is the sushruta samhita and other classical accounts. Scholars like 
Girindhnath Mukhopadhyay believed that ancient ayurvedic texts also taught surgical techniques including 
rhinoplasty, kidney stone extractions, sutures and extraction of forcing objects.* 

Similar to the Indian civilization the Maya civilization has also suffered from the ills of colonial 
motives of the. European countries. However, unlike the ancient Indian texts which survive till date, 
the maximum number of ancient Mayan codices have been lost. Thus, the major sources to study the 
ancient Maya civilization are the remaining deciphered codices, archaeological evidences and the traditions 
of the locals who follow some of the ancient practices. 

Ancient India : The Indian civilization is world’s one of the oldest continuous civilizations 
transitioning from the Indus Valley to the Vedic, post Vedic and ancient phases to the medieval and 
modern India. Similarly, the history of sciences is also one the longest in the Indian sub continent. As 
to the question raised by many scholars, similar to the other branches of scientific study, that whether 
the science of botany and zoology existed in any form in ancient India, it has been answered by 
different scholars in different ways. I also tend to believe that ancient Indians had the theoretical as 
well as practical knowledge of biology. This has been showcased by the meticulous system of 
nomenclature and characterization of plants and animals and practical application is seen in the practice 
of herbal medicine in the Ayruveda. 

To the above-mentioned question, I. H. Burkill in his book in 1965 wrote that “the science of 
botany ‘is exotic to Indians as a system of knowledge’ and it ‘spread over the world, India included, 
through Europe”.? Many more such comments have been made by other scholars as well. However, on 
careful analysis of ancient Indian texts and literature along with the numerous pieces of evidence such 
as seals, tablets, copper plates charters, edicts, inscriptions, sacred scriptures, Tibetan writings, 
unpublished manuscripts and literary treatises, reveal the fallacy of such statements. The above-mentioned 
sources also help to decipher the knowledge about plants and animals as it existed in ancient India. One 
of the benefits of being a continuous civilization is the passing down of traditions and traditional 
knowledge from one generation to the next. Though traditions are marred with superstitions, useful 
information can be salvaged even from the most ridiculous superstitious traditions. Scholars like R. N. 
Kapil while speaking about ancient Indian Biology writes “It is no exaggeration of achievements out of 
patriotic sentiments when we say that the Hindus no less than the Greeks have contributed to the 
shaping of biological ideas”"” 
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The dependence of people on nature for resources and food, has always been very profound in 
human civilization. The same was true for the Vedic people. They used nature to avail every service 
possible from finding their food to making their own tools and also sometimes remedies for illness. 
Thus, the plants and animals around them were given names, classified, observed and researched for 
easier and further usage. R. N. Kapil wonders if this knowledge could be included in Biology. 


The compositions like Vedic Samhita, their Brahmanas, the Upanishads and the sutras act as the 
sources for this period of study. These literary evidence showcases the nomenclature of a wide variety 
of plants and animals along with their classification. We also find many other ideas which are comparable 
to the modern day morphology, anatomy, embryology, plants and animal diseases, evolution, ecology, 
physiology etc. 

On a very careful and systematic examination of the sources for the period of study such as the 
Vedic index of name and subjects,'’ Vanaspati,’? the Apastamba Dharmasutra of 600 to 300 BC, the 
tathadhigama,'* Charaka Samtita,'* Brahma Samhita of Vrarahmihir,'® the Bhagvata Purana,” etc.... 
give us the different names and classifications under which the flora and fauna were divided. There are 
about 739 plants and more than 250 animals mentioned in these ancient texts. The Yajurveda has an 
entire chapter i.e., chapter 24 dedicated to zoology.'* A great variety of birds and many varieties of 
snakes, 28 to be precise has been enumerated along with information of the physiology and the 
surroundings they have been forced in, the ancient text do not only cite the terrestrial and arial beings 
but also mentions the aquatic life forms. Reference to fish and fishermen are also not lacking.'® 
Microscopic organism like insects and bacteria from terrestrial and aquatic origin also find mention.” 


The names and categorization which appear in these ancient Indian texts are not random. It appears 
that the plants and animals were christened according to certain principles.*' The nomenclature as such 
was heavily influenced by their habitat, utility or special features. For example, the plants were classified 
on the basis of occurrence and utility. The division of the plant kingdom in trees, herbs, shrubs, 
creepers and grasses in the hymns of the Rig Veda (x, 97.15; I, 764,20,22; 1.161,1) and Atharvaveda 
(vili,7) bear testimony to this. We also find terms like vriksa, oshadhi or virudh, in Rig Veda and 
Atharvaveda. The term ‘vriksa’ is used in the Rig Veda that refers to trees“ (Rigveda, li 14.;39,17 etc) 
and the terms oshadhi and virudh were used to denote smaller vegetable growing herbs in the Atharvaveda 
hymn (I, 32,3;34;1ii,7,1). The plants classified under oshadhi were generally plants with mentioned 
values which were different from virudh.” (Rigveda x,97; Taitteriya samhita, ii,5,3,2,) Not only plants 
find such detailed and distinct classifications in the Vedas, but the animals also find themselves classified. 
‘Pasu’ is a term used in Vedas to indicate animals including man. The ancient Indian scriptures find 
multiple classifications of animals at different levels. The Atharvaveda classified animals into wild 
(Svapada) and domestic (jagat). The wild or svapada were further differentiated in five types: - (i) 
those of the jungle; (ii) winged creatures like gander, eagle, and other birds; (iii) amphibian including 
alligator and crocodile; (iv) fish; (v) insects and worms.” (Atharvaveda, xi,2,24,25). The Rigveda and 
Atharvaveda also classify animal kingdom based on the number of legs on which they walk or into, 
biped and quadruped (dvipada and catuspada respectively) (Rigveda, ii, 62,14; Atharvaveda, 111,34,1). 
Not only the Veda but scriptures like the Taittriya samhita and Maitrayani samhita also mention a 
classification based on their grabbing ability i.e., the animals were also divided into those which could 
hold things with hand termed as ‘hastadanap’ and those which grab thing by their mouth known as 
‘mubhadanap’. (Taitteriysambita, 4,5,7; Maitayami samhita, iv,5,7). Not only plants and animals, the 
Chhandogya Upanishad and Aiteriya Aranyaka mention two more classifications where, all the life 
forms were divided into three and four classes respectively. These classifications are based on their 
mode of origin. The Chhandogya Upanishada mentions (i) andaja, i.e. born from egg including birds, 
snakes, fishes etc., (ii) jivja, maning born from womb and (iii) udbija, i.e., propagated by sprouts. 
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(Chhandogya Upanishad iv,3,1). The Aiterya Aranyak mentions a fourfold division similar to the above 
(i) andaja, (ii) jiviva, (111) udbija and adds (iv) swadija which includes insects etc. (Aiterya Aranyak, 11,6) 

The above mentioned classifications taken from ancient scriptures of India seems to be very much 
primitive. However, it indicates that the ancient India indeed had a scientific temperament to record and 
analyse the living being around them and classifying them into various groups. N. H. Keshevani contends 
that Aristotle’s ‘scale nature’ which is considered the earliest records of scientific classification of 
animal kingdom actually never occurs in any of his writings, and has been somewhat forcefully extracted 
by Aristotle’s text.” 

Apart from the above-mentioned classifications, there are several paintings and documents which 
showcase the interest of ancient Indians in plant and animal physiology. The Taittertya Samhita mentions 
several Sanskrit terms which represent various parts of the plant, they are ‘mula’ i.e. roots, ‘tula’ i.e. 
the particle ‘kanda’ i.e. stem, ‘valsa’, i.e. twig; ‘puspa’ i.e. flower; and ‘phala’ i.e. fruit. We also find 
terms like ‘Sakha’ in Rig Veda used to denote the branches of a tree. Hymns of Atharvaveda” give us an 
elaborate division of plants. 

Not only physiology but morphological features of plants and animals do find common mention in 
the ancient Vedic scriptures and the later Samhitas. It is also interesting to note that seasonally correct 
knowledge of vital phenomenon of life was also there like germination, assimilation, growth and 
movement in plants. According to Majumdar the Vedic people knew about the manufacturing of food, 
the action of light on the process and storage of energy in plants. (Rig Veda, viii,43,9; ii,1,14)”’ 

The absence of microscope was a great hindrance and was somewhat responsible for the lack of 
knowledge on anatomy (plant and animal). However, we do find reference of human and plant and 
anatomy in ancient texts like Samhita and Brahmanas. Also, some hymns of Atharvaveda and Yajurveda 
Samhitas mention and enumerates many parts of the body with remarkable accuracy. For example, 
terms like ‘tvac’, ‘mamsa’, ‘majjan’, ‘yakrt’, ‘asthi’, ‘lomani’, refer to the modern day idea of skin, 
flesh, marrow, liver, bones, hair respectively. There also terms like ‘kloman’, ‘pitta’, ‘matanse’, ‘antari’, 
etc..... which represent lungs, gall, kidney respectively. (vajasney, samhita, xiv 81-93; Taitterya 
Brahimana, ii, 6, 4).°* There are records such as Satapatha Brahmana (x,5,4,12; xii 3,2:3,4) and 
vajasangeyi samahita which record the total number of bones in a human body as 360 and study of the 
horse’s skeleton respectively. Scholars like Patwardhan argue that the Vedic Indians had detailed 
knowledge of anatomical details of body.” This knowledge of anatomy seems to have developed from 
the sacrifice of bodies to different dates in the Vedic period. There are records of dissection of victims’ 
bodies after the sacrifice in the ancient scripture. 

As compared to animals, plants were not so thoroughly studied, however, similar anatomical 
divisions were also found in the plant Kingdom. The term ‘tvac’ denoted the epidermis, ‘lomani’ was 
same as the human hair. The Brahmanas vakak meant the inner bark and ‘valka’ denoted the outer 
bark. (Taitterya Brahmana, iii 7,4,2; Kausitaki Brahmana x,2). In the Rigveda, terms like ‘daru’ and 
‘majja’ were used in reference to wood (the soft outer part) and pith respectively.*° Kapil cites that 
Theophrastus of Eresus, a Greek scholar who is credited for laying the foundation of present-day plant 
anatomy made more or less similar attempt in 3rd century BC when he described that plants are made 
up of phlois, i.e. bark; zylon, i.e. wood and ‘metra’ i.e. pith, and the stem is a fabric of veins, nerve, 
flesh.*! 

The above-mentioned aspects deal with the theoretical knowledge of ancient Indian Biology. However, 
the Ayurveda was the practical application of the theoretical and medicinal knowledge. Ayurveda as 
defined by scholars is a holistic science of life. The Ayurveda is an upaveda of the Atharvaveda. For 
centuries, till the development of modern medics, ayurveda has been the torch bearer in the management 
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of diseases, even in the unknown corridors of pratyaksam (perceived by sensory knowledge) and 
apratyaksam (extra-sensory) by merely applying the simple truth accentuated in its texts. The Ayurveda 
comprises of two different terms: ‘Ayu’ which means life and ‘veda’ which means knowledge. Thus, 
literally meaning the science or knowledge of or about life. The ayurveda not only deals with the 
treatment of disease and illness, but deals with a complete way of life, thus maintaining health and 
preventing the onset of illness. 

Ayurveda envisages a patient centric therapeutic approach to restore perfect health by eliminating 
all pathogenic factors embedded in physiological and psychological realms safely. Ayurveda, though an 
upaveda of the Atharvaveda, is thought to have been originated from the Rigveda. According to the 
Charaka Samhita (1,46,47) life is an outcome of equilibrium between body, mind and soul which are 
similar to legs of a tripods as living entity. Ayurveda divided human body into three ‘dhatus’ on the 
somatic level and three ‘dhatus’ on the mental level. They are vatta, pitta, kapha and sattva, rajas and 
tamas respectively. They are also termed as ‘tridosa’ whose balance denotes health. Any imbalance in 
tridosa is a disease. Ayurveda, similar to Rigveda, believes in five basic components of life, i.e., 1) 
space 2) air 3) earth 4) fire and 5) water. Ayurveda believes that these five basic elements fuse together 
to form different types of ‘dosa’, i.e., vatta, pitta and kapha. Y. B. Tripathi explains these fusion and 
different types of dosa, she explains that in Ayurveda, a person of vatta constitution has air and space 
dominant in fusion similarly, if water and earth are predominant one gets kapha dosa and if fire and 
water are predominant one gets pitta constituent. 

Ayurveda and its doctrines mention about two schools on health science, (i) Atraya — The school 
of physicians and (ii) Dhanvantri — The school of surgeons. These find reference in Charaka Samhita 
and Susruta samhita respectively. In 500 AD, Vagabhatta compiled another major treatise on Ayurveda, 
the ‘Astanga Hrydya’ which included teachings of both the schools. The above sources show that the 
medicinal knowledge was not limited to the medicinal herbs and plants but surgical intervention and 
knowledge about surgery was also prevalent. 

In modern medicine after human genome discovery, customized medication has become popular 
and the norm of the day. The practice of the medication was prevalent in ancient India as Ayurveda. In 
Ayurveda, specific prescription was given to specific individual for the same ailment. This was done 
keeping the ‘dosa’ or constitution of the individual in mind, and the selection of a medicine for treating 
a particular pathology was also dependent on the same. 

The science and practice of Ayurveda as described in the Charaka samhita is a tretaise on general 
medicine. Charaka samhita is one of the fundamental tests of medical tradition in India. It discusses 
subjects such as general principle of pathology, diagnosis, anatomy, sensorial prognosis, therapeutics, 
pharmaceutics and toxology. Some scholars like I. A. Menon and H. F. Haberman call it the foundation 
of medicine. The Charaka samhita has eight sthanas totaling 120 chapters. These eight sthanas are : 

1. Sutra Sthana : (General Principals) this deals with 30 chapters dealing with general principles, 
philosophy, definitions, prevention, through healthy living.” It is divided into 7 quadruplets and two 
concluding chapters. 

2. Nidana Sthana : 8 chapters dealing on cause of disease.* 

3. Viman Sthana : 8 chapters contain training of a physician, ethics of medical practice, pathology, 
diet and nourishment, taste of medicines. *4 

4. Sareva Sthana : 8 chapters describe embryology & anatomy of a human body (with a section 
on other living beings).*° 

5. Indraya Sthana : (Sensory organ based prognosis) - 12 chapters elaborate on diagnosis & 
prognosis, mostly based on sensory response of the patient.**° 
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6. Cikitsa Sthana (Therapeutics) : 30 chapters deal with medicines and treatment of diseases.*” 

7. Kalpa Sthana (Pharmaceutics and toxicology) : 12 chapters describe pharmacy, the 
preparation and dosage of medicine, signs of their abuse, and dealing with poisons.*® 

8. Siddhi Sthana (Success in treatment) : 12 chapters describe signs of cure, hygiene and 
healthier living.* 

The Sushruta Samhita (G4qefecT IAST : SucerutasaChitd, literally “Suaruta’s Compendium’) is 
an ancient Sanskrit text on medicine and surgery, and one of the most important treatises on this 
subject to survive from the ancient world. The Compendium of Suceruta is one of the foundational 
texts of Ayurveda (Indian traditional medicine), alongside the Caraka-SaChita, the Bhe7a-SaChita, and 
the medical portions of the Bower Manuscript. It is one of the two foundational Hindu texts on medical 
profession that have survived from ancient India. 

The SucerutasaChita is of great historical importance because it includes historically unique chapters 
describing surgical training, instruments and procedures which is still followed by modern science of 
surgery. One of the oldest Sushruta Samhita palm-leaf manuscripts is preserved at the Kaiser Library, 
Nepal. 

The Sushruta Samhita, in its extant form, is divided into 186 chapters and contains descriptions of 
1,120 illnesses, 700 medicinal plants, 64 preparations from mineral sources and 57 preparations based 
on animal sources.“° 


Sushruta, states Tipton, asserts that a physician should invest in the effort to prevent diseases as 
much as curative remedial procedures.’ An important means for prevention, states Sushruta, is physical 
exercise and hygienic practices.” The text adds that excessive strenuous exercise can be injurious and 
makes one more susceptible to diseases, cautioning against such excess. Regular moderate exercise, 
suggests Sushruta, improves resistance to disease and physical decay.“ Sushruta has written Shlokas 
on the prevention of diseases. 


The Sushruta Samhita states, as per Hoernle’s translation, that “the professors of Ayurveda speak 
of three hundred and sixty bones, but books on Shalya-Shastra (surgical science) know of only three 
hundred”.* The text then lists the total of 300 as follows: 120 in the extremities (e.g. hands, legs), 117 
in the pelvic area, sides, back, abdomen and breast, and 63 in the neck and upwards.* The text then 
explains how these subtotals were empirically verified.*” The discussion shows that the Indian tradition 
nurtured diversity of thought, with Sushruta school reaching its own conclusions and differing from 
the Aitreya-Caraka tradition.* 


The osteological system of Sushruta, states Hoernle, follows the principle of homology, where the 
body and organs are viewed as self-mirroring and corresponding across various axes of symmetry.” 
The differences in the count of bones in the two schools is partly because Charaka Samhita includes 
thirty two teeth sockets in its count, and their difference of opinions on how and when to count a 
cartilage as bone (both count cartilages as bones, unlike current medical practice).*° 

The Sushruta Samhita is best known for its approach and discussions of surgery.*’ It was one of 
the first in human history to suggest that a student of surgery should learn about human body and its 
organs by dissecting a dead body.” A student should practice, states the text, on objects resembling 
the diseased or body part.“ Incision studies, for example, are recommended 
on Pushpaphala (squash, Cucurbita maxima), Alabu (bottle gourd, Lagenaria 
vulgaris), Trapusha (cucumber, Cucumis pubescens), leather bags filled with fluids and bladders of 
dead animals.™ 


The ancient text, state Menon and Haberman, describes haemorrhoidectomy, amputations, plastic, 
rhinoplastic, ophthalmic, lithotomic and obstetrical procedures.* 
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The Sushruta Samhita mentions various methods including sliding graft, rotation graft and pedicle 
graft.*° Reconstruction of a nose (rhinoplasty) which has been cut off, using a flap of skin from the 
cheek is also described.*’ Labioplasty too has received attention in the samhita.** 


The Sushruta Samhita, along with the Sanskrit medicine-related classics Atharvaveda and Charak 
Samhita, together describe more than 700 medicinal herbs. The description, states Padma, includes 
their taste, appearance and digestive effects to safety, efficacy, dosage and benefits.” 

Rhinoplasty, colloquially known as the ‘nose job’, is a surgery performed to achieve two results: 

* To improve the breathing function of the nose 

* To improve the cosmetic look of the nose 

Sushruta’s treatise provides the first written record of a forehead flap rhinoplasty, a technique 
still used today to reconstruct a nose. The text mentions more than 15 methods to repair it. These 
include using a flap of skin from the cheek or the forehead, which is akin to the most modern technique 
today.°! 

The nose in Indian society has remained a symbol of dignity and respect throughout antiquity. 
Rhinoplasty was an especially important development in India because of the long-standing tradition 
of rhinotomy (amputation of the nose) as a form of punishment. Convicted criminals would often 
have their noses amputated to mark them as untrustworthy, but amputation was also frequently practiced 
on women accused of adultery — even if they were not proven guilty. Once branded in this fashion, an 
individual had to live with the stigma for the rest of his or her life. Reconstructive surgery, therefore, 
offered a hope of redemption and normalcy. 

The practice of Rhinoplasty slowly started because of the need to reconstruct the external nose 
and later developed to full-fledged science. 


CONCLUSION : This study confines within the period of 2000 B.C. to 600 A.D., in the Indian 
sub-continent. The evidences enumerated above clearly showcase a scientific temperament amongst 
the scholars of Ancient India while carefully studying and examining life forms around them. The 
development of ayurveda also throws light upon the evident development of medical science and the 
system of medicine. It has also been shown that the plant, animal, and human anatomy and physiology 
was extensively known. The knowledge of human anatomy to the ancient Indian is very intriguing 
because, according to the scriptures and ancient Indian religion they were forbidden to do any kind of 
autopsy on a dead person and nor did they operate on any living person to acquire such knowledge. 
The Charaka-Samhita and Sushrut-Samhita act as a great source for the study of medicine and the art 
of rhinoplasty in India. 

This study leaves us with some unanswered questions which need a further research, but they doo 
certainly make it clear that the ancient Indian idea of biology and life science was not inferior to any of 
it contemporary civilisations rather it could be rightly regarded as a frontrunner in this field.

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Dr. Bhimrao Ambedkar and Dalit Feminism

Introduction : Feminism is a replacement ideology for gender equality, that is, women should 
have equal rights with men and they have the right to think, understand and decide for themselves. 

If we consider the concept of Dalit feminism, then first we have to understand the word Dalit. The 
meaning of this word Dalit is oppressed, exploited, untouchable etc. which is used for the lowest class 
of the Indian social system, who are also called Scheduled Caste. 

JyotibaPhule was a social reformer who inspired self respect and progress among women belonging 
to this class. The name of 19th century Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar, who was born on 14th April 1891 in 
Mau, is paramount after her. He himself was born in the lower class, and he felt very closely the 
atrocities caused by social discrimination. He devoted his whole life to eliminate the discrimination of 
this social system, he especially inspired the women of Dalit society to move forward. By the way, he 
inspired the entire women’s society to move forward and he said that “I measure the progress of a 
community by the degree of progress which women have achieved.” 

But especially to Dalit women he showed the way to establish them in the society. He induced 
among the dalit women, like the upper caste women, to keep their body covered, to live decently, to get 
education, to live with self-respect and to move forward. 

Historical Background of Dalit Women : The first class division took place inside the village on 
the basis of work in the society in the Vedic period, in which the three main classes were Brahmins, 
Kshatriyas and Vaishyas or workers and some people lived outside the village these were those who 
were called Antevasi or outcaste and other tribes or forest dwellers etc. Over time, the concept of 
Brahmin from the mouth of the AdiPurush, Kshatriya from the arms, Vaishya from the thigh and 
Shudra from the feet evolved. And on the basis of this concept, the working class emerged in the form 
of a fourth class which was called Shudra and it was placed at the lowest rung in the society, whose 
work was fixed to serve the people of all the upper classes. With the passage of time, this class division 
became rigid and this class division later developed in the form of caste in which change was made 
impossible. And they had to work related to the caste in which they were born. No one could take over 
someone else’s business. 

Thus these Shudra classes and those who lived outside the village, who were later called outcastes, 
all these classes formed the Dalit society which was the victims of the exploitation of the upper class. 
They were looked downin the society and establishing contact with them was also prohibited. 

In the Smriti period, many inequalities were imposed on them by many texts like Manusmrriti, 
NaradaSnriti, YajnavalkyaSmriti and other Smriti texts and they were described as the worst, due to 
which their exploitation increased further. 
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The exploitative attitude of the upper class people with the person belonging to this society remained 
throughout the ancient and medieval Indian history. If we talk about the women belonging to this 
society, they were kept completely marginalized in the societyandthey faced double whammy. In the 
first, due to being women in the male dominated society, they were neglected and because of their 
belonging to Dalit society, they were considered inferior. 

The social system was not rigid in the Rigvedic period, but as the rigidity of the caste increased, 
the society committed many atrocities on these women, after the Maurya period and the Gupta period, 
their position fell more. Till the British rule, many restrictions were imposed on them and many atrocities 
were done like- 

« Dalit women could not wear clean clothes. 

« She could not wear gold and silver jewellery. 

« She could not use odour or other aromatic substances like women of upper caste. 

« When there was any festival or other enthusiasm in the upper castes, they were kept for making 
silly jokes.’ 

« These people could fill water only in an earthen pot. 

¢ These people could live only in mud and thatched huts. 

¢ They had to do all the cleaning work in the houses of the upper caste. 

If anyone broke this rule, they were subjected to various types of torture or beatings or their huts 
were burnt or attempts were made to rape them or they were completely excommunicated like — 

In 1922, in Sakalgarh, Jaipur, a lower class woman was beatensimply because she was wearing 
silver jewellery on her feet. 

The Times of India’s newspaper dated 4" January 1928 had published a warning given to the Balai 
caste by the Brahmin caste. In which it was said that women of this caste would not wear fancy 
lehenga, kurta, Balai women would work as midwives in Hindu homes. If not, they will boycott them.” 

By this time there were many customs which were imposed on Dalit women as: 

* Devadasi system in South India: In this, Dalit girls were donated to the temple. They were 
exploited by the pundits who made illicit relations and left their born child orphans. They alone had to 
endure a life full of exploitation. 

¢ At this time, almost everywhere in India, women of Dalit society were not allowed to cover their 
upper limbs with clothes, especially in some areas like Travancore in South India, the tax of covering 
the breast was imposed, which was opposed by Nangali.? 

*« Women of Dalit society were forced to do the work of prostitution. The upper castes used them 
as mistresses. 

« Many times if there was a natural calamity in the village or if someone in the upper caste family 
was ill, then the Dalit women were held responsible for this and called witches andwere stripped naked 
and roamed in the village and excommunicated outside the village. 


¢ When the women of this class used to come to their in-laws’ house after marriage, then Thakur 
or Pandit people of that village used to have sexual intercourse for 3 or 5 days , only then could she go 
to her husband’s house. 

They were forced to do the household chores of the upper castes, where incidents of rape were 
often heard. The upper caste men often entered into illicit relations with Dalit women and left the 
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children born out of it orphans, due to which many castes were born in the society over a period of 
time. 

In this way they had to face many types of exploitation in the society which women could not 
resist due to pathetic and inferior status. The women of this society continued to face this unbearable 
condition due to being uneducated and suppressed in the society. 


Dalit Women Upliftment by Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar : Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar made a strong 
attack on the unjust system of this Indian society and spent his whole life in the struggle for the dignity 
of Dalits and establishment of social equality. He did special work for the welfare of Dalit women 
belonging to this caste. He always kept guiding them to elevate them in the society.‘ 

He decided to take direct action against the Hindu system, for which he made many movements in 
which he tried to unite Dalit women along with men. 

Social Movement : For the first time, he organized the Chavadhar movement in 1927 for the right 
to drink water, in which innumerable Dalit women also registered their presence, in which on 25 
December 1927, Ambedkar told the women who came to participate in the Satyagraha in a simple 
domestic manner that - “Never consider yourself untouchable, live a healthy life, dress like upper 
caste women. Don’t see that your clothes have been abused all over the place just see that they are 
clean. Nothing can stop your freedom to choose clothes and use metals in jewellery. Pay more 
attention inculturalizing the mind and having a sense of self-respect. Keep your family away from 
alcohol. Send your children to school. Education is as important for women as it is for men. If you 
learn to read and write, there will be more progress, so will be your children as you are. Fill their 
lives with virtues because sons should be such who will make a name in this world” On the very 
next day after this speech, people were very surprised to see that in the morning when these women 
left from there, there was a wonderful change in the style of their saris as ordered by their great leader 
and guide. On the call of Dr. Ambedkar, the spirit of moving forward in them became so strong that 
now it was impossible to suppress them. 

Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar led the Kalaram Temple Satyagraha in 1930 on the issue of temple entry for 
Dalits, at that time dalit or low caste people could not enter the temple. By abolishing this practice, this 
movement was made to give equal right to enter the temples to all classes. In this women participated 
in large numbers and also led the mass mobilisation. In this, the women also suffered one -one month’s 
imprisonment. In this movement, hundreds of women like Sitabai, GeetabaiGaikwad, RamabaiGaikwad, 
Amritrao’s mother, GangubaiPagare, etc. participated and provided their leadership.° After this movement, 
there was so much consciousness in the women that when they were pushed back by the priest, they 
slapped them and kept fighting courageously.’ 

Due to this movement, there was a change in the rules of temple entry and also due to its opposition 
by many social reformers later the doors of the temple were opened to all classes. 

Efforts to make Dalit women aware through education : Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar was a strong 
supporter of education. He described education as very important for the progress of Dalit women, he 
emphasized that only education can change the direction of the society. He started women’s education 
by educating his wife Ramabai and strongly advocated education. He advocated for the British to open 
schools, colleges for the downtrodden class especially the Dalit women and get them admitted in 
schools, which the British also accepted. But at that time, Dalits did not get easy admission in schools 
and colleges and even if they found, they were greatly neglected, for this Dr. Ambedkar established an 
institution called People’s Education Society. 
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The institution established Siddhartha College in Mumbai and MilindMahavidyalaya in Aurangabad. 
Hostels were built in Maharashtra. Anjana Bai in Nagpur and GeetabaiGaikwad of Nashik built hostels 
for girls and emphasized on educating the girl child. Because of this, the urge to live with self-respect 
in the midst of difficult situations arose in them. 

Bringing Awareness Through Magazines and Books : Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar published many 
magazines like - Mooknayak, Bahishkrit Bharat, Samata, Janata, Prabuddha Bharat etc. and 
through this he tried to create awareness in the Dalit society. 


He also composed many booksnamelyPhilosophy of Hinduism, Who is Shudra, Riddles of 
Hinduism, Who is untouchable and how etc in which he tried to highlight the discrimination spread 
in the society and told the way to establish equality. 

Awareness by Organization : In order to make the untouchable or Dalit society aware, he 
established an organization called All India Schedule Caste Federation in 1942. In which women also 
participated. In this a special conference of women was held on 20th July in which Dr. Ambedkar said 
that “Untouchable society can progress very fast if there is awareness among women class. There 
should be an organized organization of women. This is my belief. They play a big role in eradicating 
social evils. Therefore, along with men, women also have to come forward. He emphasized on women’s 
education. Speaking on marriage, he said that every woman should stand on the side of her husband 
but not ashis slave but as an equal or as a friend’’.® He stressed upon Dalit women to impart education 
and values in their children and gave the message to women to move ahead at par with men. Many 
conferences of this organization were held in which women like ManyaSulochanaDongre, Shantabai 
Dani, MinambalShivraj etc. presided over. In its conferences, there were always speeches to awaken 
consciousness among women, in which issues like birth control, polygamy, divorce were discussed, 
emphasis was given to increase the participation of women in politics. 

In Favour of Gender Equality : He said that parents should not marry off girls at an early age 
rather they should be educated and qualified. Just as a man has the right to have an opinion on how his 
wife should be, similarly women have the right to know about their life partner and make their own 
decisions. 

He stressed upon women to give birth to less children and family planning. He said that only 
women can give proper shape to the child, so they also need to be educated at par with men. 

Law in Favour of Women : 

As a Law Minister : Before independence, as Law Minister during 1942-1946, many laws 
were made in the interest of Dalit and other women like Maternity Benefit Act, Minimum Wages Act 48 
Equal Wages Act, Factories Act 1948, etc. in which special arrangements were made for women. They 
believed that most of the working class who work in factories or other places belong to the Dalit 
community and their women work as laborers, so he tried to protect them so that they would not be 
exploited and they could become financially self-sufficient and be able to make progress. He stopped 
the entry of women in the mine as it could make them sick. He fought for giving the working class the 
right to strike and form trade unions and for their rights. 

As the Chairman of the Drafting Committee of the Constitution : After independence, 
when Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar got the opportunity to fulfil the responsibility of making the constitution, 
he made many provisions to ensure that equality is established in the society, in which the fundamental 
rights can be seen mainly. In this, the right to equality is described in Articles 14 to 18, in which he gave 
the right to live equally to all citizens. No person can be discriminated on the basis of caste, religion, 
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gender. He described the right to freedom in Article 19-22, in which all citizens were given the right to 
live freely. 

Article 23-24 gave rights against exploitation. Similarly, provision of other fundamental rights was 
made. In the Directive Principles of Policy from Article 36 to Article 51, the state was directed to make 
laws for the interests of its citizens such as ensuring equal wages, maternity benefits, right to education, 
participation of workers in management etc. In many places in the constitution provisions were made 
so that minorities and exploited classes should get rights in politics and their other rights should also be 
protected. Women got the right to vote equal to men. In this way, we see that in our constitution, all 
citizens were given a chance to progress, which also benefited Dalit women and helped them to move 
ahead in the society. 

Hindu Code Bill : In 1950, as an MP, he presented the Hindu Code Bill in the House, which was 
a milestone for women’s freedom and rights. In this, he presented an example of his being a supporter 
of women’s freedom, in which he advocated for women to be given many rights such as the right to 
marry, the right to get divorced, the right to alimony in case of divorce, and not a second marriage 
while being a wife , the right of adoption, share in property, right of heir to the girl child, right of 
earning to women, etc, were arranged which could not be passed in Parliament due to strong opposition 
by the fundamentalists of that time. Seeing its usefulness, subsequent governments provided this right 
to Indian women one by one. But due to opposition to this bill, Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar resigned from 
his post. Through these works, he gave proof of how much he was sympathetic to women and how 
much he was aware of their rights. The Dalit women also got benefited greatly by giving these rights. 

In this way, Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar was a great advocate of social equality, was against any 
discrimination related to high and low in the society or gender-based, he didn’t tolerate any kind of 
difference and continuously showed the way to make the society progressive through his knowledge 
and diversity. The women of Dalit society were also benefited by this work and their socio-economic 
self-reliance increased in the society. 

Efforts to Improve the Condition of Dalit Women by Religious Conversion : He said that 
“Hinduism always distanced dalit from itself and looked at them with disgusting eyes, we were treated 
like animals. Our sticking to Hinduism is solely responsible for our downfall. Therefore, the religion 
which has given wide form and equality to the values of life, that is, Buddhism, we have to adopt it, 
only then we will be able to re-establish our existence in the society”.® With this ideology, in 1956, he 
got himself converted to the religion with millions of Dalit women and men so that they could live with 
equality and respect.He called for throwing away the evil practices, old customs and traditions like 
making girls MurkiDevadasis, sacrificing chicken and goat, asking for vows, fasting on sixteen Mondays, 
coming to God’s body, going to Pandharpur, believing in Bhagat and started doing the important 
methods of life like birth, marriage, death etc. according to Buddhism. 

Attack on Devadasi System : On June 16, 1936, in Damodar Hall of Mumbai, emphasizing on 
conversion of Devadasis, he said that “You are being degraded because of this disgusting customs of 
Hinduism, you should end this abominable practice”. On his call, many women converted themselves 
and they later settled their home in the world. 

Conclusion : We can say that Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar had a valuable role in improving the condition 
of Dalit women and leading them on the path of self-determination. He understood the exploitation of 
Dalit women by the hidden evils of the society and exposed it in front of everyone; he showed them the 
path of liberation through his knowledge. He united all the Dalit women to come out of the boundary 
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wall of the house to demand their right in the society and live with dignity and inspired them to 
struggle. 

In all his movements women were involved in large numbers for example in Mahar movement, 
Kala Ram Mandir movement, burning of Manusmrriti etc, he inspired them to organize and fight, 
motivated them to improve their condition and their families by getting educated. When entrusted with 
the task of making laws in public interest, he tried to protect the rights of Dalit women. 

“Be Educated, Be Organised and Be Agitated” 


became a source of inspiration for the Dalit women. Though the path was very difficult, but on the 
inspiration of Dr. BhimraoAmbedkar, they vowed to move forward with relentless struggle. 

If we look at the conditions of Dalit women today, though their socio-economic condition has 
definitely improved but still their condition in the society especially in rural areas is very pathetic, they 
have to bear the brunt of social exploitation, neglect, atrocities and illiteracy, yet they continue to be 
self-supporting and moving forward on the path of progress in their work, in which the role of Dr. 
Ambedkar is valuable. 
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Musical Tradition of Kashmir : The SufianaMausiqui

Abstract : Kashmir, a beautiful land in the lap of Himalaya is known for its distinct landscape as 
well as for its rich cultural traditions. The music of Kashmir forms an important component of Kashmir s 
cultural heritage. Music is associated with almost all the functions and celebrations of Kashmiri 
society and culture like birth, marriage, death, harvesting etc. Kashmir is one of the few regions of 
India which has its distinct and rich classical music tradition along with a rich repertoire of folk and 
modern light music. Many musical instruments like Santoor, Sehtar and Saaz-e-Kashmir trace their 
origin to Kashmir. In this paper it has been treied to find the root of Kashmiri Musical tradition and the 
evolution of the specific music of Kashmir ‘The SufianaMausiqui’. In order to understand the various 
forms of Kashmiri musical traditions the entire subject is devided in three distinct musical forms 
prevalent in Kashmir at present namely classical music, folk music and modern light music. This paper 
provides a brief overview of the traditions and different musical forms of Kashmir. 

Key Words : SufianaMausiqui, Traditions, Music, Kashmir, Maqam, Raga 

Introduction : Music has been an integral part of the life of humane. As a fine art, it is a very good 
medium to express the creativity in man.On other hand it is very good mean for the entertainment. And 
the most importantly music has been very impactful way of the expressions of the notions, ideas and 
the emotion of human being. The evolution of the culture is not disintegrated with the evolution of the 
music. In parallel to the development of life and conditions of man, the music also got evolved in the 
manner of entertainment, creativity, expression of ideas and emotions. 

The prosperous culture of Kashmir evolved in the course of history from ancient period to the 
contemporary time. The geographical, climatic, political and religious reasons played animportant role 
in the evolution of the Kashmiri Culture. Music being an integrated part of the culture, also evolved 
during the course of History. 

The region of Kashmir is renowned for its rich and distinct cultural heritage throughout the world. 
Fine arts in general and music in particular forms an important part of Kashmir’s glorious cultural 
heritage. The music of Kashmir is very rich and diverse. Since the Valley of Kashmir was subjugated in 
the past by many rulers belonging to different regions, religions and Cultures, therefore the music 
which is prevalent today in Kashmir contains the fragrance of many cultures in it. 

The Ancient Traditions of Music in Kashmir : The history of music in Kashmir dates back to 
ancient times. What type and form of music was prevalent in ancient Kashmir is not certainly known? 
However, we get an idea about the ancient Kashmiri music with the help of ancient texts and also 
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through the means of tiles and sculptures found during the excavations at Harwan Srinagar. The two 
important texts that contain a good deal of information on the music in Ancient Kashmir are Nilmatapurana 
and Rajatarangini. The earliest references to the art of music in Kashmir are found in “Nilmatapurana”. 
Nilmatapurana is regarded as the Kashmiri Purana referred to by Kalhana as one of the sources of 
ancient history of Kashmir. It dates at least to 6th or 7th century A.D. There are a number of verses in 
Nilmatapurana mentioning the state of music in Ancient Kashmir. 

Rajatarangini (Chronicle of Kings) written by Kalhana in 1148-50 A.D, also, contains many references 
to music in ancient Kashmir. Starting with the King Jalauka, it shows the place of music in the life of 
different kings up to the reign of King Harsha.’ 

Thus, the historical facts reveal enough evidences that music and dance has been part of Kashmiri 
culture since time immemorial. 

Cultural Fusion in Kashmir and the Evolution of Sufiana Mausiqui : The history of Kashmir 
saw a new development in the 14th century when Islam was adopted in Kashmir due to the efforts of 
Sufi missionaries from Iran and Central Asia.The emergence of Islam and Sufism in Kashmir brought 
major changes in almost every aspect of life in Kashmir such as diet, dress, moral standards, customs 
and arts including music. The sultans established strong cultural links with Persia and Central Asia. 
Persian replaced Sanskrit as language of government, learning and literature. Artists were invited from 
Persia and Bukhara, who introduced carpet weaving, paper machine, wood carving and other arts so 
characteristic of Persia and Central Asia. These flourished in Kashmir and constitute an integral part of 
Kashmiri culture. With the inception of Islam in Kashmir, the older musical traditions appeared in the 
new form due to the intercultural synthesis that took place between the indigenous music of Kashmir 
and the music of Persia, Central Asia and India. 

During the Muslim era the music of Kashmir did not only thrive, but imbibed some influences from 
Iran, Arabia, Samarkand and Tashkand. It is in this period that muqams(i.e. ragas) like Arag, Baya, 
Isphahan, Segah, Charargah, Shah-Naz, Kohi and Ras-i-Fars were introduced in the music of Kashmir. 
Some of the patterns of rhythm like Neemdoorand Turki Zarb were also introduced during this period. 
During the reign of Sultan Zain-ul-Abidin (1420-70 A.D), a new musical genre was born due to the 
intercultural synthesis of the music of Kashmir, Persia, Central Asia and Turkistan, which is known as 
SufianaMausiqi and is regarded as the classical music of Kashmir. Every year, in the reign of Sultan 
Zain-ul-Abdin, a grand music conference was held in spring” at Bijbehara which is about 30 miles to 
the south of Srinagar. This was invariably attended by eminent musicians from Iran, Iraq, Arabia and. 
India (Deccan). Sultan Zain-ul-Abdin was a great classical singer himself and at one of these conferences, 
an outside musician presented him with Sangeet Chandatnini, which is one of the most authentic 
treatises on music. 

Sultan Hassan Shah who came soon after him did a great service to the music of Kashmir. He had 
as many as 1022 musicians at his court; for the first time, books on music were written. Unfortunately 
none of these treatises are available now. It is also said that he once invited six Karnatak musicians to 
popularise some of the Karnatakragasin Kashmir. 

During the Chak Dynasty rule over Kashmir, Yusuf Shah Chak (1576) is famous for having shown 
a keen interest and enthusiasm for Kashmiri music. His wife, Habba Khatoon, the renowned 
poetessmusician, queen and mystic, definitely added a fresh note in the tone of Kashmiri classical 
music i.e. Soofiana Kalam.*With the downfall of the Chak dynasty, the music of Kashmirlostits royal 
patronage and it received an obvious set-back. But musicians and talented artistes like Soom Bhat, 
Shridhar Bhat, Mulla Ahmad, Abdul Qadir, Mulla Jamil, Bahlol, Arnimal (wife of the great Kashmiri 
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Persian poet, Bhawani bas Kachru), Ayodya Bhat, Abdulla Shah and his contemporary Khala Saib, Hait 
Saib, Pher-Bhat Munshi and Rahim Shah are known for their extraordinary work and talent in music. 
When Kashmir lost its freedom, its music was kept alive by the genius and interest of individuals. 

It withstood the storm of tyranny and barbarism. It lighted the hearts of people through centuries 
of darkness and oppression.’ 

The music of Kashmir at present consists of SufianaMousiqi (classical music), Chakri, Ruf, Naindai 
bathe, Vanvun, Chalant, Laddishah (folk music) and Geet and Ghazal (modern light music). 


1. Classical Music : The classical music of Kashmir is known as SufianaMausiqi. It has its deep 
roots in the North Indian classical music tradition but influenced by Iranian & central Asian music. The 
origin of SufianaMausiqi can be directly attributed to the advent of Islam and the establishment of 
Sultanate period in Kashmir in the 14th Century when LhachenRgyalbuRitichina (Rinchina) adopted 
Islam in 1320 and assumed the title of Sultan Sadruddin. Rinchin’s Conversion to Islam was followed 
by the conversion of a large number of people into the new faith. After Islam was adopted in Kashmir, 
many well known Sufi missionaries visited Kashmir to spread the Islamic faith through their peaceful 
and lovable activities. 

The emergence of Islam and Sufism in Kashmir brought a revolutionary change in almost every 
aspect of life and culture in Kashmir. A firm cultural link was established with Central Asia and Persia. 
Sanskrit as an official language was replaced by Persian. Fine arts including music were also influenced 
by the foreign culture. It is generally believed that during the time of Sultan Zain-ul-Abidin (1420-70 
A.D) artists and musicians were invited from Central Asia, Persia and different parts of India who 
brought with them their music and musical instruments. As a result of which intercultural musical 
exchange took place and a new musical genre took shape which is known as the SufianaMausiqi, the 
classical music of Kashmir. SufianaMausigiis a composed choral music. Five to twelve musicians 
sing together and also play on various instruments. Instead of raga, the Persian Maqams are used. The 
Hindustani time theory is followed for the Persian Maqams in the SufianaMausiqi. The principal scale 
is the diatonic major (Bilawal that of Hindustani music).TheSufiana song texts are basically mystical 
Sufi poems in Persian, Kashmiri and Urdu by poets such as Hafiz Sheerazi, Sadi, Omar Khayyam, 
Jalalluddin Rumi‘, Rasul Mir, Mehmood Gami, Sarfi, and Iqbal. 

Rumi’s ghazal has been very popular in context of mystical music : 

Har lahzabashakl-e-but-e- ayaarbaramaddilburd o Nisha shud 
Har dam balibasedigar aa yaarbaramad gah Peer o Nisha shud 
Rumi sukhnekufranaGuftast o nagoyadmunkirmarvedash 

Kafir shudah aa kas ki bainqarbaramadajdojakhiyashud 

Other than lyrical aspect; i.e., poems and writings, during rendition, four instruments are used in 
the performance of SufianaMausiqi: the Santoor or trapezoidal zither, the Sehtar or longnecked lute, 
the now nearly extinct Saaz-e-Kashmir or spike fiddle, and the Tabla (percussion instrument). Santoor 
is supposed to be a gift of Kashmir to the Indian classical instruments.* 

The basis of the melody of SufianaMausiqi is Maqam. The musician is free to show different 
variations and mastery within the framework of the Maqam, just as the Indian musician does within 
the framework of a raga. Names of Maqams have been drawn from indigenous as well as foreign 
music particularly Arabic and Persian music. Lalit, Asawari, Bilawal, Sarang, Malkauns, Basant Bahar, 
Bihag etc, have been drawn from Hindustani music. Araq, Hussaini, Navruz-e Saba, Ushaaq, Navruz- 
e Ajam, Navruz-e Arab, Bayat, Rahawi, Isfahan, Rast-e Farsi and so forth have been taken from Arabic 
and Persian musical systems. 
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The Tala system resembles the Tala system of Hindustani music as well as Persio-Arabic music. 
The names of Talas have been taken from both the Indian and Persio-Arabic Music systems such as 
yaktala (Ek-Tala), Sehtal, Duroya, Chapandaz, Hejaz and Doyeka etc. It is important to mention here 
that presently Sufiana artists uses the bols of Hindustani Talas and not the original bols which were 
used earlier when Wasul was the accompanying instrument. 

One of the most important features of SufianaMausiqi is that all the Maqams are sung in two 
saptaks only, Madhya Saptak and Tar Saptak. Mandra Saptak is not employed at all except the occasional 
use of Mandra Nishad in some Maqams. As Pachoclzyk says : 


“There is no verbalized concept of microtones in SufianaMausigqi. However after careful 
enquiry, Sheikh Abdul Aziz admitted that there are komals that are slightly smaller than the 
normal ones” (Pachoclzyk) 


Like the Indian Ragas, the Maqams too have their Rasa’s and accordingly have to be sung in 
particular seasons and also during particular hours of the day and night, for some are morning Maqams, 
some evening ones and some are associated with particular seasons and months. The musician always 
presents a Maqam according to the time theory while performing in a Mehfil or on Radio and Television. 

In the past SufianaMausiqi was accompanied by Hafiz Nagma, a dance form in which themeaning 
of the song was expressed by physical movements by a female dancer Known as 

Hafiza. This dance form was then banned during the Dogra rule because of its sensual appeal and 
the other reason was that some Hafiza’s had indulged in prostitution which was against the nature of 
SufianaMausiqi which is considered as the spiritual music of Kashmir. 


II. Folk Music : Folk music is the music of common masses. It is not bound by a set of typical 
rules and regulations as is found in classical music. It is not the property of elite class but it is every 
body’s music. In India there are more than three hundred forms of folk musical forms in vogue. So far 
as Kashmir is concerned there are folk songs associated with every activity of life. There are songs 
associated with the birth of a child, marriage, harvest, songs of minstrels, etc. Here it is briefly discussed 
some of the major forms of folk music genres which are presently prevalent in Kashmir. 


(a) Chakri : One of the major folk musical forms of Kashmir is Chakri. In Chakri a group of five 
to six musicians sing together. The group leader sings the first verse which is repeated by the group 
members in unison. The same procedure is followed till the end. In between the lines is provided a gap 
which is filled with playing the instruments especially Nout (earthen pot, which provides the rhythm). 
The speed of Chakri goes on increasing and when it becomes very fast, a male dancer in the attire of 
a dancing girl, dances to the tunes of the song. The theme of the song I generally romantic. In the past 
Chakri was also used to tell stories and tales like Yousf-Zulaikha, Laila-Majnun etc. 


The instruments used with Chakri include Harmonium, Nout, Sarangi, and Rabab. Earlier only 
Sarangi (Kashmiri Saran), Nout and Tumbaknari were used. But with the globalisation in music new 
instruments were included which include Rabab, Harmonium, Tabla, flute and Clarinet. 


(b) Ruf/Row : Ruf or ‘Row’ is a popular traditional dance form of Kashmir which graces all the 
festive occasions such as Ramzan, Eid and marriages. The dance is performed by a group of women 
facing each other. Usually two or four groups are formed, each group consisting of three to four girls. 
These groups face each other and each girl puts her arms on the on the shoulders of other girl. These 
girls bring their feet to and fro in a proper laya. The footwork of Ruf is both a visual as well as an 
artistic treat. The Ruf songs are generally in question answer form. “One group questions and the 
other answers, musically while dancing Ruf’. (Dhar, Traditional Music of Kashmir, 2003) 
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The thematic content of Ruf among Muslims and Hindus is different. Hindus generally sing the 
Vakhs of Lal Ded (Laleshwari) while the thematic content of Muslim Ruf generally is associated with 
Eid and Ramzan. Here is one of the famous Ruff of Muslims. 

Eid Aayi Ras Ras Eidgah Vasvoy, Eidgah Vasvoy. 
(Oh friend; Eid has approached, let us go to the Eidgah) 

“Chakri and Ruf have evolved from oral tradition. Later people started writing Chakri, and with the 
passage of time, a galaxy of the poets emerged, which include Rasool Mir, Samad Mir, Mehmood 
Gami, Mehjoor, Dina Nath Nadim, Ahad Zargar, Mir Ghulam Rasool Nazki, Fazil Kashmiri, Amin 
Kamil, Rehman Rahi, and the like.” (Hyderi, Radio in Kashmir, 2001) 

(c) Vanvun : One of the popular female folk song forms of our state is Vanvun. It is actually a 
prayer in the form of folk song. The song is sung in unison by a group of women and generally starts 
with the word Bismillah. Bismillah kaarethhueta VanvoonuySaahibo Az walasoonuyay (We begin Vanvun 
with the name of Allah. Oh Sahib (prophet), come to our place/home today). The Muslim Vanvun is a 
little different from that of its Hindu counterpart”. “Muslims change words here and there to separate 
it from Hindu Vanvun. They sing fast and sometimes very fast.’ 

The Muslim Vanvun is generally limited to the marriage ceremonies but Hindu Vanvun is very vast 
and includes the following sub categories as mentioned by Sunita Dhar in his book, “Traditional music 
of Kashmir’. 

1. GarnavayaVanvun (house cleaning and washing) 

. Dapun (invitation of guests for the marriage) 

. Manzirath (Mehendi Rath or Henna night) 

. Kroor (after a whitewash flowery decoration at the main door) 
. Devgun (welcome to Vedic gods) 

. Shran (sitting on stool and dripping milk, curd and bathing) 

. Varidan (gifts to the relatives) 

. Yonya (holy fire)

. TekyaNarivan (holy mark on the forehead and sacred thread tied around the wrist) 

10. Kalash Lava (after the worship of Kalash, sprinkling of water) 

The Muslim Vanvun comprises of the following categories which are a part of marriage ceremony : 
1. Tomul-cchatun (winnowing) 

2. Mehandirath (Henna Dye night) 

3. Masmucchravun (opening of the hair of the girl before marriage) 

4. Yenivol (arrival of the groom and guests) 


(d) Naindai Bathe : Naindai Bathe is a farmer folk song. After the Paddy is sown in Kashmir, the 
weeding is done to remove the weeds from the paddy field. This removal of weeds in Kashmir is 
known as Naindai or Nainduh. While busy in removing the weeds, the farmers or labourers sing folk 
songs to lessen the burden of labour. These songs are known as Naindai Bathe. 

(d) Laddishah : Laddishah is type of Satirical ballad in which a man stirs the iron rings strung on 
an iron rod known as Chimta or Dhukar, and make witty comments on the social issues. This song 
which criticises the existing government or any other higher authority makes the people laugh but at 
the same time reflects the society’s condition. The approach of Laddishah is humours and entertaining 
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but bitter at the same time. In the beginning of the song, the Laddishah starts with a line in which he 
makes fun of himself. 
“Laddishah, LaddishahDraar’ kin pyow, PyawaanePyawaaneHapatankhyow 
(Laddishah, Laddishah! Fell off the window! And a Grizzly bit him just as he fell!) ””: (Raazdan) 
(e) Chalant : A recent genre of folk music, which is the contribution of Late Ghulam Nabi 


Dolwal, is chalant. It is the something in between a Chakri and SufianaMausiqi, a sort of semi classical 
music. 


“In Chalant, a group of five to seven persons perform together. It is milder than chakri in tone but 
sharper than Sufiana music. Harmonium, Tabla, Dholak, Chimta, Glass beaten with a spoon and thali 
are the instruments used during the performance of Chalant.””' 


IW. Modern Light Music : Kashmiri modern light music comprises of Ghazal and geet and 
Qawwali. Kashmiri light music is at the peak at present times. Unlike SufianaMausiqi which has very 
little audience, Kashmiri light music, particularly Kashmiri ghazals have a very huge audience. The era 
of light music on Radio began in 1943 as a reaction to the popular film music. “Radio Kashmir Srinagar 
has popularized a galaxy of Kashmiri singers in this genre of music. The prominent among them 
include, Ghulam Hassan Sofi, Raj Bagum, Haseena Bagum, Naseema Akhter, Shamima Dev, Jahan Ara 
Janbaz, Kailash Mehra, Ghulam Muhammad Rah, Nirmala Devi, Asha Koul, Jalal Gilani, Vijay Malla, 
Omkarnath Koul, and Ghulam Nabi Sheikh. Besides, top playback singers like Asha Bhonsle and Runa 
Laila, too, have recorded songs in Kashmiri light music.”* (Hyderi, Radio in Kashmir, 2001) 

At present Muneer Ahmad Mir, Qazi Rafi, Kafayat Faheem, Waheed Jilani, Aijaz Rah, Jamila Khan, 
Kailash Mehra, shameema Dev, Shazia Manzoor etc., are the popular names in the field of Modern light 
music. The contribution of Kashmiri music composer and Santoor Maestro, Pandit Bhajan Sopori, 
towards the popularization of Kashmiri light music is praiseworthy.’ The legendary musician has a 
unique record of composing thousands of classic songs which are very popular among the local 
populace and are regularly broadcasted through the Radio Kashmir and Doordarshan. Bhajan Sopori 
has produced the top most singers of Kashmir including the melody Queens, Shameema Azad and 
Kailash Mehra and Vijay Kumar Malla. 

Conclusion : The music of Kashmir is very rich and diverse. Kashmir is one of the amongst the 
very few regions of India having its own rich and distinct classical musical genre, SufianaMausiqi. 
This study reveals that till the 14th century the music that was popular in the Valley was simply Indian 
music practiced according to the Indian tradition. However, after the 14th century when Islam became 
the dominant faith of the people, Kashmiri music was strongly influenced by the foreign music particularly 
Persian music. It was during the time of Sultan Zain-ul-Abidin (1420-70 A.D) that the local Kashmiri 
music absorbed certain new elements from the alien music and as result gave birth to a new musical 
genre which is known as SufianaMausiqi and regarded as the classical music of Kashmir. Initially 
SufianaMausiqi was structured on the lines of Persian music but during the time of Mughal’s, it 
incorporated many elements from Indian classical music and thus it became partly Persian and partly 
Indian. Not only classical music but folk music too was influenced by foreign music. It is because of 
this influence that we today find many foreign instruments like Rabab, Tumbaknari etc. used in Kashmiri 
folk music. But due to political turbulence, Kashmiri classical and folk musical traditionshave been facing 
an extinctive danger of their existance. The beautiful musical traditions of Kashmir are the cultural heritage 
of India. There is need to revive and resurrection of Kashmiri Musical tradition that can be a master-key 
of spreading the fragrances of love and brotherhood in the valley and across the boundary. 
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1. In Rajatarangini a dance concert has been mentioned in which a hundred female performers had 
danced in the presence of King Jaluka in Jyestha Rudra, a Buddhist temple. Dancers who were 
professional and associated with temples were allowed to dance. 
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4. One of the most famous mystical poems of Rumi that is still prevalent is of Diwan-e Shams-e 
Tabrez, Rumi’s couplets and poems are not only famous in the valley, but transcendent the boundaries. 


5. The Indian Santoor Instrument is a trapezoid-shaped hammered dulcimer, and a variation of the 
Iranian santur. The instrument is generally made of walnut and has 25 bridges. Each bridge has 4 
strings, making for a total of 100 strings. It is a traditional instrument in Jammu and Kashmir, and dates 
back to ancient times. It was called Shatha Tantri Veena in ancient Sanskrit texts.

This forward- 
looking approach holds the promise of not only accelerating economic growth but also fostering a 
multitude of employment opportunities. Furthermore, on the global stage, these initiatives are poised to 
firmly establish India’s identity as a thriving manufacturing hub, showcasing the nation’s resilience and 
innovative prowess. 

Recently at the B20 summit Prime Minister Shri Narendra Modi has been emphasizing the crucial 
role of innovation in driving economic growth. He highlighted the significance of celebrating innovation 
and encouraging unconventional thinking. He underscored key principles such as responsibility, 
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sustainability, equality, and the importance of harnessing the talents of the youth through skill India 
programme’. 

In his address, Prime Minister Modi emphasized the need to transform potential into prosperity, 
turning obstacles into opportunities, and aspirations into achievements’. He went on to assert that the 
future of global economic growth is intrinsically linked to the future of businesses. 


Bill Gates once declared, “ We are always saying to ourselves, ‘We have to innovate, we have got to 
come up with that breakthrough.’” 

Steve Jobs echoed this sentiment, noting that “Innovation distinguishes between a leader and a 
follower.” 

The mentioned statement underscores the critical significance of innovation in both business and 
economic development. Today, if businesses don’t invest in innovation, they’re taking a big risk. 

Countries like those in the OECD spend a staggering $700 billion every year on research and 
development. In the USA, more than 16,000 companies have their own research labs, and over 20 
firms spend more than $1 billion each year on research and development’. 

Let’s take a look at India. It started opening up to the world’s economy back in 1991. India’s story 
is like a partnership between really big global companies and quick, clever startups. Think of the big 
companies as the strong “pillars,” and the startups as the flexible “ivy” that climbs up the pillars. The 
success of these startups depends a lot on their partnership with the big companies. These big companies, 
often from other countries, were like the spark that ignited India’s innovation and business startup 
scene. Over time, India became one of the world’s biggest and most connected places for innovation 
and startups, covering technology, money, talent, and how things are run. 

During and after COVID-19, the Indian innovation economy has grown from 4-5% in 2014 to 
10% in 20234. 

2. LITERATURE REVIEW : The literature review in this study explores how innovation and 
entrepreneurship drive economic development. It looks at various research and studies that show how 
these factors play a crucial role in promoting economic growth. 

Cropley (2006)° emphasizes that the innovation process comprises creativity, innovation, and 
entrepreneurship. Creativity is highlighted as the driving force behind innovation, focusing on a model 
of functional creativity and essential cognitive and non-cognitive components. 

Mel (2009)° develop an innovation model considering owner and firm characteristics. They find 
that firm size, competition, and owner attributes significantly impact innovation, especially in 
microenterprises. 

Zhong (2007)’ explores the relationship between competition and innovation, identifying distinct 
competitive forces (internal rivalry, supplier power, and buyer power). Innovative intentions vary 
based on these forces, influenced by the presence or absence of an innovation strategy. 

Gunadi (2009)* aimed to understand the types of innovation and the influence of social capital on 
innovation within small-medium enterprises (SMEs) in Indonesia, particularly in bamboo handicraft 
clusters. The study revealed that over half of the respondents were innovative producers, with social 
capital, measured by trust, significantly affecting their level of innovation. 

Edwards and Delbridge (2001)? examined the connection between innovative activities and the 
performance of SMEs in Wales. They introduced a method for assessing the innovative potential of 
manufacturing SMEs, focusing on management practices, capabilities, and linkages that facilitate idea 
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generation and appropriation. Their findings provided insights into how innovative potential relates to 
operational and business performance. 

Vyas (2005)'° emphasized the critical link between productivity, profit, growth, and successful 
innovation in enterprises. He highlighted the challenges posed by accelerating technological change, 
which often hinders small and nascent businesses. Large corporations leverage the complexities of 
technical change to stifle entrepreneurial aspirations. Vyas raised concerns about the potential impact 
on the spirit of entrepreneurship in small and nascent enterprises. 


Berger and Diez (2006)'' discussed the correlation between technological capabilities and firms’ 
innovation activities, emphasizing the influence of the national or regional innovation system on firms’ 
technological capabilities. They compared different groups of firms based on technological capabilities 
across three innovation systems. 

Tirupati (2008) acknowledged the increasing significance of technological innovations for 
competitiveness, particularly for small enterprises with specialized technological capabilities. He presented 
a framework to classify and characterize various types of technological innovations and their impact 
on firms’ capabilities. While these small enterprises often excel as niche players, their narrow focus 
may limit their ability to offer comprehensive products or services. 

Lynskey (2004)"? examined the determinants of innovation, measured through patent applications 
and new product development, in Japanese technology-based start-up firms. Findings indicated that 
technological capability, internal funding availability, venture capital support, and university-industry 
linkages were crucial firm-level determinants of innovation. Additionally, the CEO’s educational 
background and networking abilities with researchers played significant roles in driving innovation.

(diverse teamwork), completion (implementation), contemplation (learning from experience), and culture 
(leadership, trust, and values). Additionally, innovation is shaped by its context, influenced by external 
interactions and the interplay between ideas and the environment. 

5.2 Four concise dimensions Innovation : Product Innovation (changing what is offered), 
Process Innovation (transforming how’ things are done), Position Innovation (altering context and 
positioning), and Paradigm Innovation (fundamental shifts in mental models). These dimensions capture 
the essence of how innovation drives change within organizations. 

5.3 Model for managing innovation comprises three key steps : (1) Generate New Ideas, 
where creative concepts are developed through brainstorming and research; (2) Select the Best Ideas, 
involving evaluation based on feasibility, potential impact, and alignment with goals; and 3) Implement 
the Chosen Ideas, ensuring effective execution of selected concepts. 

5.4 Four core steps for management : (1) Understanding the What, which defines innovation’s 
scope and objectives; (2) Understanding the How, creating conducive conditions and structures for 
innovation; (3) Understanding the What, Why, and When, specifying what to innovate, why it’s important, 
and when it should occur; and (4) Shaping the Innovation Strategy, outlining goals, methods, resources, 
and timelines for innovation initiatives. 

Managing innovation is an ongoing and adaptable capability that requires staying flexible, 
understanding evolving opportunities and challenges, and adjusting strategies to remain competitive 
and relevant. 

6. ENTREPRENEURS : During the 1700s, the term “entrepreneur” found its initial application 
among architects and individuals engaged in public works projects. However, the recognition of the 
multifaceted role of the entrepreneur, particularly in the realm of agriculture, as a skilled manager and 
profit-generator, was truly realized by Jean-Baptiste Say, a notable French economist. 

The concept of the entrepreneur was pioneered by Richard Cantillon, an economist from the 17th 
century. He is credited with being the first to acknowledge the existence of entrepreneurial functions 
within economic systems, categorizing economic agents into distinct roles: landowners (often 
synonymous with capitalists), entrepreneurs (characterized as arbitragers), and wage workers (referred 
to as hirelings). 

Jean-Baptiste Say, an economist bridging the late 18th and early 19th centuries, underscored the 
pivotal role of entrepreneurs in not only coordinating production and distribution but also their function 
as modern leaders and managers within firms. 

Alfred Marshall, a prominent economist from the late 19th to early 20th centuries, anchored his 
market economy theory on the central role of entrepreneurs. He regarded entrepreneurs as the driving 
force behind production and distribution, adept at managing supply and demand in the market while 
also skilfully coordinating capital and labour within firms. Marshall acknowledged entrepreneurs as 
risk-takers, cost minimizers, and innovators, all of which are critical factors driving progress. 

Joseph Schumpeter, in his 1911 book “The Theory of Economic Development,”' depicted 
entrepreneurs as innovators and leaders. Schumpeter’s viewpoint diverged from the conventional 
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portrayal of entrepreneurs as mere risk-bearers, managers, or capitalists. Instead, he saw them as the 
dynamic engines of economic growth, leading the economy from one equilibrium position to a higher 
one through relentless innovation. 

Frank Knight, in his 1921 dissertation titled “Risk, Uncertainty and Profit,” introduced a fundamental 
distinction between risk and uncertainty. Knight argued that entrepreneurs primarily grapple with real 
uncertainty, transcending the realm of mere arbitrage. He emphasized that successful entrepreneurs 
possess specific characteristics, including the ability to confront and navigate uncertainty, making 
judgmental decisions that pave the way for entrepreneurial success. 

7. RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN INNOVATION AND ENTREPRENEURSHIP : Enterprises 
worldwide find themselves in the midst of a profound transformation characterized by escalating 
energy and material costs, intense global competition and technological revolutions. These challenges 
necessitate a proactive response from entrepreneurs and management to ensure the survival and prosperity 
of their enterprises. In an era where finance is costly, liquidity is tenuous, and the demand for creativity 
and innovation is more urgent than ever, the rewards for successful product and process innovations 
are greater than ever before. 


The onus of driving these new developments falls squarely upon the enterprises themselves, as 
they navigate the intricate terrain of innovative investments in an era marked by uncertainty. Innovation 
calls for a unique blend of entrepreneurial acumen, effective management, a dedicated workforce, 
financial resources, and an environment that fosters the ideal conditions for success.

8. INDIA AND INNOVATION VIA STARTUPS : In the fiscal year 2022, a noteworthy surge in 
innovation was witnessed in India, marked by the filing of 66.4 thousand patents, representing a 
substantial increase compared to the previous year’s 58.5 thousand patents'®. This period was 
characterized by a discernible upward trend in innovation. 

India has firmly established itself as the third-largest global ecosystem for startups, boasting over 
26,000 startups in 2022. Furthermore, the country hosts a total of 99,000 DPIIT-recognized startups 
across 670 districts as of May 31, 2023. India’s innovation prowess ranks second globally, particularly 
excelling in the quality of scientific publications and the caliber of its universities among middle-income 
economies. 
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The spectrum of innovation in India is far-reaching, encompassing diverse industrial sectors. 
Notably, startups in India have been instrumental in addressing challenges across 56 industrial domains. 
These startups have made significant contributions, with 13% hailing from IT services, 9% from 
healthcare and life sciences, 7% from education, 5% from agriculture, and another 5% from food and 
beverages’. 


As of 03 OCT, 2023, India has become home to an impressive total of 111 unicorns, commanding 
a staggering collective valuation of $349.67 billion'®. Among these unicorns are prominent names such 
as Zomato, Nykaa, PolicyBazaar, Paytm, and Freshworks, with others like Delhivery, Mobikwik, and 
CarDekho poised to follow suit. 

The Indian startup ecosystem has undergone exponential growth from 2015 to 2022, marked by a 
15-fold increase in total startup funding, a 9-fold increase in the number of investors, and a 7-fold 
increase in the number of incubators. These Indian unicorns are thriving in today’s fast-paced and 
dynamic economy, not only pioneering innovative solutions and technologies but also generating 
substantial employment opportunities. 

Notably, the trend in unicorn formation in India has seen a remarkable shift. Until the fiscal year 
2016-17, approximately one unicorn was added each year. However, in the past four years, starting 
from fiscal year 2017-18, this number has exhibited exponential growth, with an astounding 66% year- 
on-year increase in the addition of new unicorns. As of May 31, 2023, India proudly hosts 108 unicorns, 
with a cumulative valuation of $340.80 billion. Out of these, 44 unicorns, valued at $93.00 billion, were born 
in 2021, while 21 unicorns, with a combined valuation of $27.00 billion, emerged in 2022”. 


India’s innovation landscape is flourishing, driven by a thriving startup ecosystem, substantial 
patent filings, and a burgeoning unicorn club. These trends underscore India’s ascent as a global 
innovation hub, with startups playing a pivotal role in this transformative journey. 


9, INDIA STARTUPS AND INNOVATIVE PRACTICES ACROSS DIVERSE SECTORS : The 
Indian government launched the ‘Startup India’ program in 2016 to nurture indigenous scientific and 
technological innovation. India has since seen a surge in startups across various sectors, contributing 
to economic growth and job creation. As we continue to innovate, the aim is to maintain this momentum, 
earn global recognition, and pave the way for a future where science and technology are the cornerstones 
of progress. 

9.1. AGRICULUTURE SECTOR : Startups in India’s agricultural sector have played a pivotal 
role in driving innovation and transforming the farming landscape. Recognizing the significance of 
technology and creative solutions, they have contributed to the growth of this sector and the welfare 
of farmers. 

Over 250 Agri-Tech startups in India are revolutionizing the agricultural sector with innovative 
technology-driven business models across the entire value chain. From farm to fork, these startups are 
enhancing efficiency, sustainability, and growth in agriculture. The adoption of agritech solutions has 
surged due to improved data access and smartphone usage, attracting over $3 billion in venture capital 
investments, with $1 billion invested in 2021 alone”. 

Startups has been their ability to enhance agricultural productivity while reducing costs and losses. 
By introducing novel methods and technologies, they enable farmers to optimize resource utilization 
and achieve higher crop yields. 

Startups have a strong focus on reducing reliance on chemical fertilizers and pesticides, championing 
sustainable and eco-friendly practices. This benefits not only the environment but also ensures the 
long-term sustainability of agriculture, ultimately benefiting both farmers and consumers. 
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Some notable startups in the agricultural sector are Barrix Agro Sciences, Anulek Agrotech, Mitra, 
CropIn Technology Solutions, Eruvaka Technologies, Skymet, Ekgaon Technologies,Digital Green, 
FrontalRain Technologies and Agro Star. 

These startups bridge the gap between farmers and markets using technology, providing valuable 
insights, weather forecasts, and market information. This access to information and connectivity with 
larger agricultural ecosystems has the potential to revolutionize farming practices in India. 

These pioneering ventures have introduced a range of innovative practices that are revolutionizing 
the agricultural sector. These innovations encompass precision in seed sowing and planting, the 
development of smart fertilizers based on microorganisms and raw materials, the use of leaf colour 
charts as indicators of plant nitrogen status, and the adoption of urea deep placement techniques. 

These forward-thinking initiatives are spearheading efficient water management through automated 
irrigation systems and are pioneering innovative methods for weed and pest management. They are 
also championing resource-conserving practices like laser land levelling and raised bed planting, as 
well as advocating for conservation tillage. 


Farmers are benefiting from an array of AI technologies encompassing quality testing for sowing, 
soil analysis, crop health monitoring, predictive analytics for weather patterns, and precise tillage 
estimation. Additionally, they are gaining access to expanded markets and suppliers across various 
geographic regions, ushering in a transformative era for Indian agriculture. 

9.2 DEFENCE SECTOR : The Indian government has taken significant steps to promote self- 
reliance and innovation in the defence and aerospace sectors. These strategic initiatives aim to engage 
a wide range of stakeholders, including industries, SMEs (Micro, Small, and Medium Enterprises), 
startups, innovators, research institutions, and academia. 

One crucial initiative is iDEX (Innovations for Defence Excellence), which focuses on fostering 
innovation and technology development in defence and aerospace. It encourages collaboration with 
various entities, including industries, SMEs, startups, individual innovators, research institutes, and 
academic institutions. iDEX is managed and funded by a dedicated organization known as the Défense 
Innovation Organization (DIO). 

Within the iDEX framework, the government has envisioned Defence Innovation Hubs (DIHs). 
These hubs offer innovators direct access to the Armed Services, enabling them to gain insights into 
defence needs and receive valuable feedback. Currently, DIHs are planned in Coimbatore and Nashik. 

The Defence India Startup Challenge, launched in partnership with the Atal Innovation Mission, 
supports startups, SMEs, and innovators in creating prototypes and commercializing products or 
solutions related to national defence and security. 

To accelerate the development of indigenous and innovative technologies for the defence and 
aerospace sectors, the government has established a Defence Innovation Fund. This fund also encourages 
collaboration with innovative startups to foster co-creation in these industries. 

The Defence Procurement Procedure 2016 outlines streamlined processes and emphasizes indigenous 
design, development, and manufacturing of defence weapon systems to achieve self-reliance. The 
‘Make’ category within this procedure encourages indigenous defence capabilities. 

The ‘offset policy’ mandates that foreign suppliers invest at least 30% of the contract value in 
India, further bolstering indigenous capabilities. 

The Draft of Defence Procurement Procedure 2020 aims to boost indigenous manufacturing and 
reduce procurement timelines. It increases the Indigenous Content (IC) requirement in various 
procurement categories to support the ‘Make in India’ initiative. 
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The Strategic Partnership (SP) Model promotes private sector participation by identifying Indian 
companies to collaborate with global Original Equipment Manufacturers (OEMs). The goal is to facilitate 
technology transfers, domestic manufacturing infrastructure, and supply chain development. 


Several initiatives in the field of artificial intelligence (AI) and defence have been launched, including 
the establishment of the N. Chadrasekharan Task Force, the creation of the Defence Artificial Intelligence 
Project Agency (DAIPA) in 2019, and the establishment of a High-Level Defence AI Council (DAIC). 
These initiatives underscore the government’s commitment to harnessing AI for national security and 
defence. 


Defence Minister Rajnath Singh has greenlit a budget of Rs. 498.8 crore for the upcoming five 
years to bolster the Innovations for Defence Excellence (iDEX) challenge, administered by the Defence 
Innovation Organisation (DIO). This funding is poised to benefit approximately 300 startups, Micro, 
Small, and Medium Enterprises (SMEs), individual innovators, and 20 partner incubators”. 

The overarching objective is to cultivate a culture of collaborative technology development and 
innovation within the defence sector. This initiative actively encourages the participation of startups, 
fostering a dynamic ecosystem of innovation. 

9.3. HEALTH SECTOR : The healthcare industry in India is experiencing remarkable growth in 
terms of both revenue and employment, emerging as one of the fastest-growing sectors. The sector’s 
overall valuation surpasses US$ 200 billion, with a notable compound annual growth rate of 22.9%. 
This expansion primarily comprises healthcare delivery, encompassing hospitals, diagnostic laboratories, 
and pharmaceutical companies, which collectively constitute over 65% of the market. 

The public health expenditure in India remains at a meagre 1.2% of the gross domestic product, 
significantly lower than the global average of 6%. Consequently, a substantial portion of healthcare 
expenses in India is out-of-pocket, accounting for 64.2% in 2013-2014. This glaring disparity between 
the availability, accessibility, and affordability of healthcare services presents a significant opportunity 
for socially conscious innovations that aim to provide economically viable care through frugal technology 
solutions. 

Product innovation in India’s healthcare sector is thriving thanks to technological expertise and 
medical knowledge. These innovations encompass mobile health (mHealth) and wearables, point-of- 
care testing (POCT) services, assistive technologies, mobile apps, and medical mobile units. Government 
programs like mCessation and mDiabetes leverage mobile text messaging and wearables for health 
promotion. Startups like Biosense provide compact diagnostic devices like ToucHb and SuChek for 
conditions like anaemia and diabetes. Innovations like the Jaipur prosthetic foot, 3D-printed casts, and 
Ministry of Health and Family Welfare apps improve healthcare accessibility and information 
dissemination. 


Process innovation is reshaping internal operations, resources, and delivery systems. These 
innovations aim to boost productivity, extend reach, ensure affordability, maintain quality, and enhance 
profitability. Notable examples include the use of space technology for SATCOM-based telemedicine in 
remote areas, the National Medical College Network for tele-education, e-learning platforms like The 
Intel Skool Healthcare Education Platform and Medvarsity, and innovative business models from 
organizations like Aravind Eye Care System and Narayana Hrudayalaya. These initiatives are driving 
process innovation’s positive impact in healthcare, making it more efficient and accessible. 

Paradigm innovation in India’s healthcare sector is transforming the industry with initiatives like 
social insurance schemes such as Rashtriya Swasthya Bima Yojana, Rashtriya Arogya Nidhi, and 
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Yeshasvini Health Insurance Scheme, aimed at providing financial assistance to underprivileged groups 
and those below the poverty line, making healthcare more affordable. Public-private partnerships are 
also playing a crucial role by combining private sector expertise with public sector reach, including 
outsourcing emergency transport services and partnering with NGOs to manage healthcare centers. 
The government’s recommendation to create rural healthcare providers through the BSc Family and 
Community Science program addresses the shortage of doctors in rural areas. The Ayushman Bharat 
initiative, featuring health and wellness centers, is contributing to this transformative shift. 

The HealthTech market in India is on a rapid growth trajectory, set to reach $5 billion by 2023 with 
a post-pandemic CAGR of 39%.

Climate, and socio-economic status among higher secondary school students. Mental health and 
aspiration levels are crucial factors influencing academic performance, career choices, and overall 
well-being during the formative years of adolescence. Understanding how these factors are influenced 
by familial and socio-economic contexts is essential for designing effective interventions and support 
systems. A sample of higher secondary school students from diverse socio-economic backgrounds is 
selected to capture a comprehensive understanding of the subject. The quantitative analysis focuses on 
assessing mental health indicators such as stress, anxiety, and depression levels, alongside measuring 
aspiration levels and examining their correlation with family Climate and socio-economic status. 
Additionally, qualitative interviews delve deeper into students’ perceptions, experiences, and coping 
mechanisms related to familial dynamics and socio-economic circumstances. 

The findings of the study suggest significant associations between mental health outcomes, aspiration 
levels, family Climate, and socio-economic status. Higher levels of stress, anxiety, and depression are 
observed among students from disadvantaged socio-economic backgrounds and those experiencing 
adverse family Climates. Furthermore, students from lower socio-economic strata tend to have lower 
levels of aspiration compared to their peers from more affluent backgrounds.

These stressors can significantly impact their 
mental well-being, academic performance, and overall quality of life. Understanding the factors 
contributing to mental health challenges among adolescents is imperative for devising effective 
interventions and support mechanisms. 
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Moreover, the level of aspiration, defined as individuals’ goals, ambitions, and expectations for the 
future, plays a crucial role in shaping their academic and career trajectories. Adolescents with higher 
levels of aspiration are more likely to set ambitious goals, exhibit greater motivation, and persevere in 
the face of challenges. Conversely, low levels of aspiration may lead to disengagement, underachievement, 
and limited opportunities for socio-economic advancement. Exploring the determinants of aspiration 
levels among higher secondary school students is essential for promoting positive youth development 
and enhancing educational outcomes.The family Climate, encompassing familial relationships, parenting 
styles, and household dynamics, serves as a primary context for adolescent development. Supportive 
family Climates characterized by warmth, communication, and cohesion have been associated with 
better mental health outcomes and higher levels of aspiration among adolescents. Conversely, adverse 
family Climates marked by conflict, neglect, or dysfunctional patterns can contribute to heightened 
stress, anxiety, and diminished aspirations. Understanding the nuances of family influences on adolescent 
well-being and aspiration levels is crucial for designing targeted interventions and family-based 
interventions. 

Furthermore, socio-economic status (SES) significantly shapes adolescents’ opportunities, 
resources, and access to support systems. Adolescents from low SES backgrounds often face socio- 
economic disparities, including limited educational resources, financial instability, and reduced access 
to healthcare services. These disparities can exacerbate stressors and hinder aspirations, perpetuating 
cycles of disadvantage and inequality. Examining the interplay between SES, mental health, and aspiration 
levels among higher secondary school students provides valuable insights into the mechanisms underlying 
socio-economic disparities in educational outcomes.Through a comprehensive understanding of the 
familial and socio-economic determinants of adolescent well-being and aspirations, this study aims to 
contribute to the development of evidence-based strategies to promote positive youth development and 
reduce educational inequalities.

It has an impact on laboratory sessions, dissertation projects, and teacher- 
oriented topics, which necessitate extensive explanations, and when the network facility is disrupted, 
it causes pandemonium, can address some of the major difficulties that the Indian education system 
has been dealing The aim of the study was to look into issues surrounding online learning in secondary 
school in India, as well as to assess the future of online learning in the field. A machine cannot replace 
a human being, learning is not the be-all and end-all of all educational needs. Some of the stimulating 
and motivating components in the learning process are the personal touch, face-to-face connection, and 
eye contact. Impersonality, suppression of communication mechanisms like body language, loss of peer- 
to-peer learning, and fewer social and cultural contacts are all important disadvantages of online learning. 

India’s education system needs to extend its reach, improve retention patterns, smooth out 
educational discrepancies, train instructors, and compensate for the absence of teachers in distant 
places. Despite of long-term efforts by Indian officials to provide educational infrastructure to all parts 
of the country through planning mechanisms, the Indian education system has failed to do so. Though 
India’s educational institutions strive to provide high-quality education, each has its own set of goals, 
standards, and regulators, as well as budget constraints, security concerns, and technical legacies. As 
aresult, a single solution for the entire problem may not be the best model. ICTs, according to educational 
plannerswith for quite some time. The core issue may be adequately addressed by appropriate use of 
ICT infrastructure and a cost-effective online learning paradigm. In India, online learning has a bright 
future. Students, teachers, faculty, parents, and staff members in today’s connected environment 
must be able to shift effortlessly from a computer browser to a mobile device for flexible, yet unified, 
experiences. The Indian populace are dispersed both geographically and economically, and the Indian 
education system has failed to provide educational facilities to all corners of the country. Online learning 
is a powerful instrument that can assist policymakers in overcoming this barrier. As a result, Indian 
educational planners should use Mobile Moocs to deploy online learning effectively across the country.

All these factors affect the mental health of the 
students and teachers.

(E- Learning) In India. This study examines different E-Learning portals in India, the impact of E- 
Learning in India, the benefits and objectives of E-Learning, the barriers, demerits and limitations of E- 
Learning and the growth prospects and future of E-Learning in India.The study concluded that it is 
boon to the society as it could be accessed by every section of the society. Government needs to 
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expand the scope of online education and should create -awareness amongst different segment of the 
society. 

Shah, Shreeda (2020) conducted research on online education in india: issues & challenges. The 
study aim to understand the need for online education and to identify the issues and challenges that 
may be detrimental to online education. The study concluded that it would be premature to state that 
online classes should become a new way of teaching-learning process. Online sessions may be used to 
complement classroom teaching but cannot be used to replace classroom teaching completely in the 
way in which the technology enthusiasts want it to be a new normal post Covid-19 Pandemic unless a 
mechanism is devised to address the issues and challenges presented by the researchers. 

L. Salamat (2018) conducted research on “Effects of E-learning on students’ academic learning 
at university level” The study aimsto find out the effects of e-learning on students’ interest and 
learning at university level. Survey method was used for data collectionThe study concluded that e- 
learning is a system that provide time flexibility to the students for their learning and motivates students 
to do their work without others help. It is also concluded that students feel comfort in browsing and 
surfing internet. 

M. Misbah, (2017) conducted a study on “E-Learning: Students’ Perspectives about Asynchronous 
and Synchronous Resources at Higher Education Level “.Findings revealed statistically significant 
difference in students’ responses regarding effectiveness of synchronous and asynchronous e-learning 
activities. Male students preferred synchronous as well as asynchronous e-learning activities more 
than female students at higher education level. Students were found to have greater interest in 
synchronous activities when they had credit in terms of marks. 

C. Brown, (2017), conducted a study on “A shift from classroom to distance learning: Advantage 
and limitations” and explained that any student seeking to enrol for a distance learning program needs 
to invest in a range of equipment including computer, webcam, and stable internet connection. 

3.1 Research Methodology : The study is broadly descriptive cum exploratory in nature. The 
study is intended to investigate effect of socio-economic status of student on online learning, apart 
from it also intend to investigate perception of secondary school teachers regarding online learning. 
The study intends to investigate problems related to online Learning at secondary level education at 
Patna district along with analysis of prospect of online Learning in the related area. 

3.2 Population : The population of this study comprised of the learners. All the secondary schools 
both government and private of Patna district fall within the basic periphery of this research. 

3.3 Sample : As a sample of study for the convenience secondary schools (both Government and 
private) of region starting from Digha Patna to Bakipur Patna is selected, forty secondary schools both 
Government and private is situated at this particular region, out of which four schools, among which 
two Government and two private school were selected as sample of study, Accordingly, data collection 
instrument was instituted online using docs.google.com service. 

3.4 Sampling : Looking to this and non-feasibility of off-line data collection from various secondary 
schools of Patna district in terms of time and money learners, it was decided to collect the required 
dataset from the learners, secondary schools. Required data was 150 learners of Xth standard was 
collected. 

3.5 Research Tools and Data Collection Techniques : In order to meet the first second objective 
of this research work also, secondary cum primary research was conducted. After exploring the 
problems and prospects of online Learning at secondary level education through desktop research of 
available literature, a survey instrument consisting of 20 questions each on various identified problems 
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and prospects was developed and instituted on the sample respondents. Respondents were required to 
mark their responses on a five point likert scale in the range of 1-5. 

4. Data Interpretation : 

4.1 Prospects for Online-Learning at Secondary Level Education 

1. Appropriate Technology Required for Online Learning Adoption is Unavailable (Question 
no. 1, 9, 16, 19, 20). 

The following are the replies gathered from the sample respondents and learners : 

Out of 150 students, 49 agreed (33 percent) and 39 strongly agreed (26 percent) that —Appropriate 
technology required for adoption of online-Learning is not available is one of the major issues with 
online-Learning in Indian secondary schools. It means that 59 percent of students in Patna district 
secondary schools consider that this is one of the key issues with online learning. At a secondary 
school in the Patna area, appropriate software is required for online-learning. One of the most serious 
issues with online learning in India is the lack of appropriate software. It means that a large number of 
students consider this is one of the most serious issues with online learning in India’s secondary 
schools. Only 41 percent of the learners disagreed with the statement. 

2. Government Policy Makes It Difficult to Promote Online Learning (Question no. 8, 11, 18). 


Out of 150 students, 82 agreed (55 percent) and 35 strongly agreed (23 percent) that -Government 
policy does not facilitate promotion of e-Learning is one of the major issues with online learning in 
secondary education. It means that 78 percent of students consider this is one of the most serious 
issues with online learning in secondary level education. Institutional policy does not support the 
promotion of online learning, and the necessary training for online learning adoption is not provided. 
Online learning is an expensive endeavour, and the government has made no policy changes to reduce 
the cost. 

3. Online Learning does not Support all Pedagogical Approaches. (Questions 10 and 12) 

One of the primary challenges connected with e-Learning in higher education in India is that it 
does not support all sorts of teaching pedagogies, according to a total of 55 learners (37 percent) who 
agreed, and a total of 40 learners (27 percent) who strongly agreed. It means that 64 percent of 
learners consider this is one of the key issues with e-Learning. E-Learning does not allow for content 
flexibility to meet the needs of learners, and it limits material quality. Not all teaching learning methods 
are compatible with online learning. Online learning does not allow for project-based learning. Integrating 
an e-Learning system with other systems is quite complex. Only 36 percent of the learners disagreed 
with the statement. 

4. Online Learning has a Negative Impact on one’s Physical and Mental Wellbeing (Question 
no. 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 13, 14, 15, 17, 19). 

Out of 150 students, 66 (44 percent) agreed and 51 (34 percent) strongly agreed that —Online 
learning has a negative impact on physical and mental health. For starters, online learning makes 
students unsocial and emotionally insecure, and children become more silent and individualistic as they 
become cut off from the outside world. This condition frequently results in depression. Because 
students are cut off from the outside world, online classes cause tension and boredom, which has a 
negative impact on their physical and mental health. Online classes provide a boring environment, 
causing students to become less expressive and communicative. The majority of students reported 
that they had bad experiences with online classes in their comments. It means that 78 percent of 
students believe that online learning has a negative impact on their physical and mental health. Only 22 
percent of learners disagreed with the statement. 
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4.2 Prospects for Online-Learning at Secondary Level Education : A Likert type instrument 
(questionnaire) was constructed to validate and strengthen the findings of previous researchers from 
the standpoint of secondary level schooling. 

1. Online Learning will Open up New Possibilities for Better Organising and Administering 
the Teaching-learning Process. (Question 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 10, 12,) 

One of the key prospects associated with online learning in secondary education in India is that it 
will bring new opportunities for organising and administering teaching-learning processes in a better 
manner. Out of 150 learners, 67 agreed (45 percent) and 53 strongly agreed (35 percent) that it will 
bring new opportunities for organising and administering teaching-learning processes in a better manner. 
It means that 80 percent of learners believe that this is one of the primary prospects linked with online 
learning in secondary school, and that teaching and learning communities can address many educational 
administration difficulties with the help of online learning. Online learning has immense promise for 
educating India’s massive population. Online learning expands education’s accessibility and reach across 
the country. Only 20 percent learner disagreed. 

2. Online Learning Courses Can Help Organisations to Cut Costs and Increase Income, 
Paving the Path for More Cost-effective Education. (Questions 6, 10, and 20) 


Out of 150 students, 54 agreed (36 percent) and 51 strongly agreed (34 percent) that online 
learning courses may cut expenses and generate more income for organisational growth, opening the 
path for cost-effective education is one of the important prospects associated with online learning at 
the secondary level. It means that 70 percent of students consider that this is one of the most significant 
benefits of online learning in secondary school. Only 30 percent of the learners disagreed with the 
statement. 


3. Learners are Motivated and Self-disciplined as a Result of Online Learning. (Questions 
11,7, 2,13,14, 15,17,) 

A total of 73 students were selected from a group of 150. 72 learners (49 percent) agreed.and a 
total of 48 learners (32 percent) strongly agreed. Only 19 percent disagreed with the statement that 
online learning is motivating. 

Person who is more self-disciplined is often beneficial to some students’ mental health since it 
reduces bullying and improves mental health. Learning styles and requirements of children are better 
understood through online learning. It fosters emotional bonding and improves mental health by 
bridging the gap between teachers and students. It means that 81 percent of students consider that this 
is one of the most significant advantages of online learning. It broadens education’s reach and accessibility 
across the country. 

4. Online Learning Expands Reach and Accessibility of Education. (Questions 18, 19, 8, 6, 3) 

One of the important prospects connected with online learning at secondary level education is that 
it expands the access and reach of education, as 82 learners (55 percent) agreed and 45 learners (30 
percent) highly agreed. It means that 85 percent of students consider that this is one of the most 
promising aspects of e-Learning in India’s secondary education. One of the main advantages of online 
learning is that it allows for collaborative/group learning. Online learning allows for time and location 
flexibility in learning and teaching, facilitating distance and open education. One of the benefits of 
online learning is that it helps bridge the communication gap between students and teachers, allowing 
for one-on-one education. Only 15 percent learners disagreed. 

5.1 Conclusion : The aim of the study was to look into issues surrounding online learning in 
secondary school in India, as well as to assess the future of online learning in the field. A machine 
cannot replace a human being, learning is not the be-all and end-all of all educational needs. Some of 
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the stimulating and motivating components in the learning process are the personal touch, face-to-face 
connection, and eye contact. Impersonality, suppression of communication mechanisms like body 
language, loss of peer-to-peer learning, and fewer social and cultural contacts are all important 
disadvantages of online learning. 

India’s education system needs to extend its reach, improve retention patterns, smooth out 
educational discrepancies, train instructors, and compensate for the absence of teachers in distant 
places. Despite of long-term efforts by Indian officials to provide educational infrastructure to all parts 
of the country through planning mechanisms, the Indian education system has failed to do so. Though 
India’s educational institutions strive to provide high-quality education, each has its own set of goals, 
standards, and regulators, as well as budget constraints, security concerns, and technical legacies. As 
aresult, a single solution for the entire problem may not be the best model. ICTs according to educational 
plannerswith for quite some time. The core issue may be adequately addressed by appropriate use of 
ICT infrastructure and a cost-effective online learning paradigm. In India, online learning has a bright 
future. Students, teachers, faculty, parents, and staff members in today’s connected environment 
must be able to shift effortlessly from a computer browser to a mobile device for flexible, yet unified, 
experiences. The Indian populace are dispersed both geographically and economically, and the Indian 
education system has failed to provide educational facilities to all corners of the country. Online learning 
is a powerful instrument that can assist policymakers in overcoming this barrier. As a result, Indian 
educational planners should use Mobile Moocs to deploy online learning effectively across the country. 

5.2 RecommEndations : The following are some of the important recommendations for the 
growth of online learning in secondary schools in the Patna district : 

1. Policymakers should devise an incentive mechanism to help people to overcome psychological 
barriers, since change is needed with regard to the psychological barrier Every educational institution 
may establish an ICT department. A nationwide training programme for students, instructors, and 
administrators should be implemented. It should also be assured that online learning is included in the 
curriculum and that appropriate content is created. 


2. Technology-related issues were discovered to be the second most significant impediment to the 
growth of online learning. As a result, it is suggested that an E-Learning infrastructure be constructed 
using a public-private partnership model and made available to all educational institutions and regulators 
for a modest fee. 

5.3 Educational Implications of Study : 

1. The study will help to understand the importance of online learning in present scenario in 
relation to mental health of students, as government is emphasizing on use of online education as a part 
of the of compulsory learning process in form of SWAYAM, SWAYAM PRABHA, e-Pathshala, Unnayan. 

2. Study will also show pros and cons of online learning, as online education specially during the 
period of pandemic has increased a lot, maybe it has lot of adverse effect on health of students which 
needs to be controlled, and good effects which needs to be more nourished. 

5.4 Limitations of Study : The following are some of the constraints of this study project : 

1. India is a large country with a large number of students and educational institutions. Given this, 
the limited sample size of this study could be regarded a significant restriction. 

2. Due to feasibility concerns, the study’s sample was taken from a single district, Patna, and only 
the urban regions were evaluated using a non-probability technique. 

5.5 Prospects/Suggestions for Future Research : Future researchers could replicate similar 
studies using probability-based sampling techniques to cover a larger geographic area with a larger 
sample size. This would ensure that the study’s findings were properly generalised.

Analysis of Correlation Between Cropping Intensity and 
Irrigation Intensity in Banda District

Abstract : Agriculture plays a very important role in the economic development of the country 
where 70% of the population is directly or indirectly depends on agriculture for their survival. Land use 
and cropping pattern is an important aspect of geographical studies particularly relevant to agricultural 
geography. The growth of population leads to change in land use and cropping pattern. This paper an 
attempt is made to analysis the changes in land use and cropping pattern of Banda district.Intensity of 
cropping depends upon water supply climate, soil, favorable climate, growing population and lack of 
irrigation facilities that hinder the cropping intensity, but where the irrigation facilities are more the 
cropping intensity is high. In this paper an attempt has been made to assess the problems and prospects 
of agricultural development in the study area. 

KEYWORDS : Land use, Cropping pattern, Cropping intensity and Irrigation Intensity. 

INTRODUCTION : After studying the land use pattern in this paper an attempt has been made to 
highlight the spatial distribution of various crops, their growth and response to physio-socio-economic 
conditions prevalent in the district. The cultivation of crops and their growth are closely related to the 
decision making process on one hand and adaptation of innovation in agriculture, i.e. use of high 
yielding varieties, improved and efficient implements, applications of chemical fertilizers and pesticides. 

Study Area : Banda district comprises eight blocks i.e. Jaspura, Tindwari, Badokharkhurd, 
Baberu,Kamsin, Bisanda, Mahuva and Naraini. It covers an area of 4,460 sq. km which consist of 17, 
89, 748 persons 

Objectives : 

1. To examine the Spatial Pattern of Cropping Intensity in the study area. 

2. To examine the Spatial Pattern of Irrigation Intensity in the study area. 

3. To understand the cropping pattern of various blocks of the district. 

Data Base and Methodology : The secondary data have been collected from socio-economic 
abstract of Banda district for 2000-01 and 2010-11 to analyses the land use and cropping pattern. 
Simple statistical techniques (percentage and average) are used to analyses the changing trend in 
cropping pattern and crop intensity. 

Crop intensity = Gross cropped area / Net sown areax100 


The present study is based on secondary data collected from the Banda District Statistical Handbook 
of years 2010-11 provided by Bureau of Applied economics & Statistics, Government of Banda 
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District..The Weaver’s method has been applied to delineate the crop combination regions and crop 
diversification has been computed to understand the magnitude of crop competition among the crops 
grown in the district.

Cropping Intensity : The cropping intensity is significant indicator of dependence on agriculture, 
and it displays the role of irrigation in land utilization. Cropping Intensity is defined as the extent to 
which the net area sown has been cropped. The total cropped area or gross area sown as percentage 
to net area sown gives a measure to landuse efficiency, which really means the intensity of cropping 
(Singh 1972)*. Intensity of cropping refers to the number of crops grown on the same area in a year. 
Therefore higher the intensity of cropping higher is the landuse efficiency and vice versa (T.S. Chauhan, 
1987)*. To calculate the cropping intensity following method is used. 

Cropping Intensity (C.IL.) =TCA/NSA x 100 

Where, TCA = Total Cropped Area 

NSA = Net Sown Area 


The area under study appears to have witnessed seemingly significant variation in the cropping 
intensity but one thing is very clear and that is high cropping intensity as compared to previous years. 
This indicates that the facility of irrigation has improved in the study area. Barring a few blocks the 
cropping intensity of all block has gone up. 

Cropping Intensity signifies situation of totality of combination of land, labour, capital and agricultural 
farm management. It is an important aspect of measurement of agricultural productivity also. The 
cropping intensity is calculated as percentage of total cropped area to the net sown area. Cropping 
intensity is calculated as follows-

There is a linear relationship between the intensity of irrigation facilities in different blocks of 
Banda district with intensity of percent of irrigation, cropping pattern, crop combination and level of 
agricultural productivity. There are several factors are responsible for high intensity of the cropping, 
Water availability and means of irrigation play an important role, the better management, water availability, 
infrastructure development and technological innovation may transform the agricultural scenario of 
the study area. 
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There is a wide variation in the percent of cropping intensity in Banda district. The highest Intensity 
of cropping is reported in Mahuva (153.18%) followed by Bisanda (140.59%), Naraini (131.08%), 
Baberu (118.05%), Badokharkhurd (116.43%), Kamsin (114.50%) and Jaspura reported lowest Intensity 
of cropping i.e. (106.56%) of intensity of cropping.

The analysis of data of 2001-2011 shows that highest. Intensity of growth reported in Tindwari 
block i.e. (8.04%) of the growth followed by Naraini (2.13%) Jaspura (1.46%) Buberu (1.20%) and 
Badokharkhurd (0.64%) whereas Bisanda reported a varriation in an intensity of cropping (-8.99%) 
followed by Kamsin (-7.44%) and Mahuva (-0.68%). 

Irrigation And Sources Of Irrigation : Irrigation plays an important and crucial role in promoting 
agricultural economy. The study of cropping intensity involves the description of an area in terms of 
Net Sown area, Gross sown area and Area sown under various crops, Irrigated and non irrigated 
areas. The Intensity of cropping refers to the sample of crops grown in a field during an agricultural 
year. Agricultural prosperity of any region is a reflection of availability of water sources and means of 
Irrigation facilities and other allied factors. Agricultural Development requires management, planning 
and conservation of water resources particularly in water scarce region. Agriculture is the main source 
of economy in the Banda district. The Banda district is drained by Yamuna Ken and Beghain rivers. 
Irrigation is the most important and crucial component of Agricultural development. Agricultural 
Productivity is controlled by various factors but Irrigation is dominant factor. 
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Net Irrigated Area : The irrigation intensity refers to the ratio of gross area irrigated to net area 
irrigated (Kalaiselvi, 2015). Irrigation and use of fertilizers are the two dominant factors that determine 
the cropping intensity of any region (Ahlawat and Renu, 2016). The district Banda reported 4, 55,206.37 
ha under Net Irrigated Area which comprises 33.50 percent of total geographical area of the Banda 
district. Only Mahuva Block of Banda reported high percentage under Net Irrigated Area Whereas 
Tindwari, Badokharkhurd, Baberu, Bisanda and Naraini block lie in moderate category Jaspura and 
Kamsin fall in low category. The analysis of data of the year 2001 and 2011 shows that Bisanda and 
Naraini fall under moderate category of area under Net Irrigation Area. 

Gross Irrigated Area : Agarwal and Moudgil (2015) concluded that cropping intensity, irrigation 
intensity and crop yield and numbers of tractors had increased since green revolution. The district of 
Banda reported 4, 55,206.37 ha under Gross Irrigated area which is (44.36%) of the total geographical 
area of the Banda district. There are two Blocks Bisanda and Mahuva reported under high category of 
Gross Irrigated Area. Another three blocks of the district fall in moderate category these are Tindwari, 
Badokharkhurd, Baberu and Naraini whereas remaining two block Jaspura and Kamsin fall under low 
category of percentage of Gross Irrigated Area. Naraini block of the district reported decrease in 
percentage of Gross Irrigated area fall in moderate category during the span of ten yeas time. 

Conclusion and Suggestion : The increase population, the pressure on land to cause diversified 
nature of land use pattern and cropping pattern of the Banda district has increased the cropping intensity 
of the land. The cropping pattern of the district has changed towards commercialization due to increase 
in irrigation facilities, transport, communication, market facilities etc. In present scenario the study 
region needs to adaptation of afforestation, changing in the cropping pattern, rural communications, 
development of farmers and labourers. Hence, to promote agriculture development and restore the 
ecological balance in the region. 
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Historical Background of Agriculture and Science In 


India

Science is more than an accumulation of facts; it is not simply positive knowledge, but systematized 
positive knowledge; it is not simply unguided analysis and haphazard empiricism, but synthesis; it is 
not simply a passive recording, but a constructive activity (Sartor, 1975). Throughout the way of 
human civilization, science and society maintained a dynamic and reciprocal relationship.' Great cultural 
events happened at the same time in many parts of the World- in Greece, in Mesopotamia, in India, in 
Egypt and in China. Some of these events influenced directly the development of science and their 
impact was bound to be felt sooner or later all over the World. In the society of ancient civilizations, the 
nature was largely elucidated by the whims of gods or the imaginations of man. Against this setting, the 
earliest scientists and philosophers tried to clarify the natural world based on their observations and 
interpretations. Science in its modem outlook and layout was generally regarded as the contribution of 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries’ transformation of Europe. When the intellectuals began to divert 
their attention from unknown world of heavenly bodies to the world of nature around them, a momentum 
was set for a scientific revolution. Unlike the observations made earlier to the condemns of other 
worldliness, modem studies of science indulged mainly into the investigation of the natural phenomena 
and ways of its utilization.? As the science improved in the core subjects of astronomy, mathematics 
and physics, it moved out further to the investigation of less known disciplines of botany, geology, 
zoology and also agriculture. The eighteenth century may be treated as the most constructive period of 
modern science. Industrial revolution was the most remarkable occurrence in the eighteenth century. 
Natural philosophy and rational mechanics were developed to a remarkable extent in this century. By 
nineteenth century, Europe had made transforn1ation from a traditional empirical method to the modem 
approach of scientific observation and experimentation. Progress in science had brought great socio- 
economic changes in Europe. However, its transfornlation did not occur in one single stage. The 
transformation to the scientific progress, as Butterfield described was not that “could be completed in 
a single stage.”? 

Scientific progress involved of effmis advanced collectively of the scientists as well as merchants, 
artisans, and even despotic rulers who reflected in the nature and scope of science and teleology. 
Constructivists attributed major role to the societal conditions in shaping the nature and scope of 
science and technology. 2 It is also true that science interacts with the society as much as the interaction 
of society with the science. According to J.D. Bernal science was an output of an organized product of 
industry and government. In the nineteenth century science flourished mainly in the sphere of chemistry 
because textile industry was the most important industry during this period. During the first phase of 
the nineteenth century, France took the active role in the progress of physical sciences. In the nineteenth 
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century the scientific revolution took place as advance in pure knowledge was depended intimately 
with the industrial revolution (Schlager, 2000). The discovery and study of the polarization of light was 
the most remarkable events of this century. Michael Faraday, George Ohm, Hans Christian Oersted, 
and others studied the behavior of electricity and magnetism. In 1847, James Prescott Joule stated the 
law of conservation of energy. W. R. Hamilton made his noteworthy contribution in classical mechanics 
in this period.’ The first research laboratories for physics were founded between 1850 and 1870. Great 
name such as those of W. Weber, H. V. Helmholtz, H. A. Lorentz and many others made their remarkable 
contribution in physics (Britannica, 1978). In 1855, Maxwell propounded the theory of electromagnetism, 
described by Maxwell‘s equation. The last phase of this century was enriched with the contribution by 
a number of scientists in physics. During this time, Rontgen analyzed and discovered x-ray. Becquerel 
discovered Radioactivity in 1896. * 

Science and technology (S&T) has been flourishing rapidly since the last three centuries, but 
scientific investigation has started its journey from the dawn of civilization. Indian civilization, the 
most ancient civilization has a good heritage of science and technology especially in the arena of 
astronomy and mathematics. Indians were primarily used both mathematics and astronomy for religious 
purpose. Besides this, the construction of building and monuments was guided by mathematical 
measurements also. The Sulba-sutra-s was the earliest codified documents for the making of 
mathematics, especially geometry in India. The most popular researcher in the field of astronomy and 
mathematics was Aryabhatta. His work Aryabhatiya‘ is a mathematical-astronomical text with four 
sections. The first two sections contain mathematical interpretations in arithmetic, geometry, algebra, 
and trigonometry and the rest two are deals with explanation of several astronomical phenomena, like 
the motions of the sun, moon, and planets along with computation of the solar and lunar eclipses. A 
number of eminent personalities were associated with the tradition of mathematical-astronomical 
progress during this period is one of the earliest well known texts regarding astronomy.° It contains a 
number of trigonometric concepts. Besides it, there are a lot of astronomical texts which deals with 
trigonometric notion and relations, like, Varahamihira‘s Pancha Siddhanta, Brahmagupta‘s Brahma 
Sputa Siddhanta and Siddhanta Siromoni by Bhaskara II. Aryabhata I, Brahmagupta and Munjala 
propounded the concept of instantaneous motion. Mahavira discussed the operations of addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, and division. The Rig-Veda presents several fundamental concepts related 
to physical science. Gradually, the principle of five fundamental elements i.e. Prithvi (earth), ap (water), 
tejas (fire), vayu (air), and akasa (a non-material substances became known, as seen in the Vedic 
literature of around 700 BC (Johnson, 2007). Kanada was responsible for popularization of the Nyaya- 
Vaisesika school. The concept of five elements and a theory of atoms were advocated by Kanad and 
his followers. The practice of agriculture was fairly well developed in the Vedic period of ancient India. 
A very comprehensive treatise called Krishi-Parasara of 5th century AD gives a more or less detailed 
account of the art and science of agriculture in ancient India (Ray, 1951).° It is noted that the field of 
science and technology bloomed largely during the pre-Christian era in India as the Great scholars 
were able to go on their research work in astronomy, mathematics, medicine could function under 
favorable social and economic conditions and with the support of religious leaders, kings and traders. 
But such progressive situation in respect of science and technology came to a halt since 8th century 
because of disharmony between the rulers and the ruled. A notable development in astronomy, 
mathematics, medicine and other branches of science was noticed in medieval India. There were 
commercial as well as cultural relations between India and Greece and Central Asia since ancient times. 
With the onset of Muslims invasion in India a hybrid form of scientific and intellectual thoughts began’. 
Sen (2009) argued that with the establishment of the Ghaznavi and Mughal rule in India the Greek or 
rather more advanced Ptolemaic astronomy in an Arabic version reached in India and began to be

studied and taught among the Muslim and Hindu astronomers . During the early part of the Middle 
Ages physics was treated as a separate discipline of study. A huge number of texts were translated into 
different languages. Al-Baruni (973 AD) was one of the most remarkable scholars at this time, studied 
the original Sanskrit texts as the source Indian 67 science and translated some of them into Arabic.* His 
book Kitab-al-Hind presents precious information about astronomical methods and Indian astronomers. 
Arabo-Persian-Greek literature initiated a new development in astronomy in medieval India. Just after 
the Muslims invaders arrival, the introduction of use of astrolabes was started. Sultan Firoz Shah 
Tughlaq was constructed an astrolabe, known as Asturlab-i-Firoze Shahi in 1370.

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Women Empowerment In India : A Brief Discussion

Abstract : Women empowerment is a debatable subject. At earlier time theywere getting equal 
status with men. But they had faced some difficulties during post-Vedic and epic ages. Many a time 
they were treated as slave. From early twenty century(national movement) their statuses have been 
changed slowly and gradually. In this regard, we my mentioned the name of the British people. After 
then, independence of India, the constitutional makers and national leaders strongly demand equal 
social position of women with men. Today we have seen the women occupied the respectable positions 
in all walks of the fields. Yet, they have not absolutely free some discrimination and harassment of the 
society. A few number of women have been able to establish their potentialities. Therefore, each and 
every should be careful to promote the women statuses. 

Introduction : Women constitute almost 50% of the world’s population but India has shown 
disproportionate sex ratio whereby female’s population has been comparativelylower than males. As 
far as their social status is concerned, they are not treated as equal to men in all the places. In the 
Western societies, the women have got equal right and status with men in all walks of life. But gender 
disabilities and discriminations are found in India even today. The paradoxical situation has such that 
she was sometimes concerned as Goddess and at other times merely as slave. 

Women In India : Now the women in India enjoy a unique status of equality with the men as per 
constitutional and legal provision. But the Indian women have come a long way to achieve the present 
positions. First, gender inequality in India can be traced back to the historic days of Mahabharata when 
Draupadi was put on the dice by her hus as a commodity. History is a witness that women was made 
to dance both in private and public places to please the man. Secondly, in Indian society, a female was 
always dependent on male members of the family even last few years ago. Thirdly, a female was not 
allow to speak with loud voice in the presence of elder members of her in- laws. In the family, every 
faults had gone to her and responsible. Forth, as a widow her dependence on a male members of the 
family still more increase. In many social activities she is not permitted to mix with other members of 
the family. Other hand, she has very little share in political, social and economic life of the society. 

The early twenty century, it was rise of the National Movement under the leadership of Mahatma 
Gandhi who was in favor of removing all the disabilities of women. At the same time, Raja Ram Mohan 
Rai, Iswar Chandra Vidyasagar and various other social reformers laid stress on women’s education, 
prevention of child marriage, withdrawals of evil practice of sati, removal of polygamy etc. The 
National Movement and various reform movements paved the way for their liberations fromthe social 
evils and religious taboos. In this context, we may write about the Act of Sati (abolish) 1829, Hindu 
Widow Remarriage Act’ 1856, the Child Restriction Act, 1929, Women Property Right Act, 1937 etc. 

After independence of India, the constitution makers and the national leaders recognized the equal 
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social position of women with men. The Hindu Marriage Act, 1955 has determined the age for marriage, 
provided for monogamy and guardianship of the mother and permitted the dissolution of marriage 
under specific circumstances. Under the Hindu Adoptions and Maintenance Act, 1956, an unmarried 
women, widowor divorce of sound mind can also take child in adoption. Similarly, the Dowry Prohibition 
Act of 1961 says that any person who gives, takes, or abets the giving or taking of dowry shall be 
punished with imprisonment, which may extend to six months or fine up to Rs.5000/ or with both. The 
Constitution of India guarantees equality of sexes and in fact grants special favors to women. These 
can be found in three articles of the constitution. Article 14 says that the government shall not denyto 
any person equality before law or equal protection of the law. Article 15 declares that government shall 
not discriminate against any citizen on the ground of sex. Article 15(3) makes a special provision 
enabling the state to make affirmative discriminations in favor of women. Article 42 directs the state to 
make provision for ensuring just and human conditions of work and maternity relief. Above all, the 
constitution regards a fundamental duty on every citizen through Articles 15 (A), (E) to renounce the 
practices derogatory to the dignity of women. 


Empowerment of Women in India : The concept of empowerment flows from the power. It is 
vesting where it does not exist or exist inadequately. Empowerment of women would mean equipping 
womento be economically independent, self-reliant, have positive esteem to enable them to face any 
difficult situation and they should be able to participate in development activities. The empowered 
women should be able to participate in the process of decision making. In India, the Ministry of Human 
Resource Development (MHRD- 1985) and the National Commission for Women (NCW) have been 
worked to Women Empowerment in India :A Brief Discussion. 


Safeguard the rights and legal entitlement of women. The 73"&74"Amendments (1993) to the 
constitution of India have provided some special powers to women that for reservation of seats(33%), 
whereas the report HRD as March2002, shows that the legislatures with the highest percentage of 
women are, Sweeden 42.7%, Denmark 38%, Findland 36% and Iceland 34.9%. In India ‘’ The New 
Panchayati Raj ‘’ is the part of the effort to empower women at least at the village level. 


The government of India has ratified various international conventions and human rights instruments 
committing to secure equal rights to women. These are CEDAW (1993), the Mexico Plan of Action 
(1975), the Nairobi Forward Looking Strategies (!985), the Beijing Declaration as well as the platform 
for Action (1995) and other such instruments. The year of 2001 was observed as the year of women’s 
empowerment. During the year, a landmark document has been adopted, ‘ the National Policy for the 
empowerment of women.’ For the beneficiaries of the women, the government has been adopted 
different schemes and programs i.e. the National Credit Fund for Women (1993), Food and Nutrition 
Board (FNB), Information and Mass Education (IMF) etc. 

The most positive development last few years has been the growing involvement of women in the 
Panchayati Raj institutions. There are many elected women representatives at the village council level. 
At present all over India, there are total 20, 56, 882 laces Gaonpanchayat members, out of this women 
members is 8, 38, 244 (40.48%), while total Anchalikpanchayat members is 1, 09, 324, out of this 
women members is 47, 455, (40.41%) and total Zilaparisod members is 11, 708, out of this women 
members is 4, 923 (42.05%). At the central and state levels too women are progressively making a 
difference. Today we have seen women chief ministers, women president, different political parties 
leader, well establish businessmen etc.The most notable amongst these are Mrs.protiva Devi Singh 
Patil, Shila Dexit, Mayawati, Sonia Gandhi, Binda karat, Nazma Heptulla, Indira Nuye (pepsi-co), BJP 
leader Susma Soraj, railway minister Momta Benarji, ‘Narmada Basao’ leader Medhapatekar, India and 
Iron Woman, EX-primeminister Idira Gandhi etc. Womenare also involving in human development 
issues of child rearing, education, health, and gender parity. Many of them have gone into the making 
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and marketing of a range of cottage products-pickles, tailoring, embroidery etc. The economic 
empowerment of women is being regarded these days as a sine-quo-non of progress for a country; 
hence, the issue of economic empowerment of women is of paramount importance to political thinkers, 
social thinkers and reformers. 


Reasons for the Empowerment of Women : Today we have noticed different Acts and Schemes 
of the central government as well as state government to empower the women of India. But in India 
women are discriminated and marginalized at every level of the society whether it is social participation, 
political participation, economic participation, access to education, and also reproductive healthcare. 
Women are found to be economically very poor all over the India. A few women are engaged in 
services and other activities. So, they need economic power to stand on their own legs on per with 
men. Other hand, it has been observed that women are found to be less literate than men. According to 
2001census, rate of literacyamongmen in India is found to be 76% whereas it is only 54% among 
women. Thus, increasing education among women is of very important in empowering them. It has 
also noticed that some of women are too weak to work.They consume less food but work more. 
Therefore, from the health point of view, women folk who are to be weaker are to be made stronger. 
Another problems is that workplace harassment of women.There are so many cases of rape, kidnapping 
of girl, dowry harassment, and so on. For these reasons, they require empowerment of all kinds in 
order to protect themselves and to secure their purity and dignity. 

To sum up, women empowerment can not be possible unless women come with and help to self- 
empower themselves. There is a need to formulate reducing feminized poverty, promoting education 
of women, and prevention and elimination of violence against women. 

Empowerment of Women through Education, Skilling & Micro-Financing : The census 
2011, counts women population @ 48.5% of the total population in India, In the changing dynamics of 
the society women empowerment is much relevant and very important. Honourable Prime Minister 
ShriNarendraModiji has also spoken for women empowerment on 82nd edition of Mann Ki Baat. 
Education plays an important role in building self-confidence among women it also enables to change 
she/her status in the society. Education enables and builds confidence to take decisions in a better 
way. Skilling and Micro Finance can get women financially stable and therefore she is no longer 
dependent upon on others in the society. Giving education to women means giving education to the 
whole family. 

The Constitution of India has certain provisions that specifically focus on women empowerment 
and prevents discrimination against women in the society. Article 14 talks about equality before law. 
Article 15 enables the state to make special provisions for women. As the progress of humanity is 
incomplete without women therefore successive governments have launched number of schemes for 
empowerment of women in male dominated society. 


Beti Bachao Beti Padhao Andolan has been launched for creating awareness among the people 
to educate all girl children in the country. Government is successfully able to promote this scheme by 
forming District Task Force and Block Task Force. The scheme was launched in Panipat district of 
Haryana on 22 January 2015 with an initial funding of Rs. 100 crore. Before launching of this scheme, 
Child Sex Ratio of Panipat was 808 in 2001 and 837 in 2011. After launching of this scheme the Child 
Sex Ratio of Panipat is improving day by day. Massive publicity is made about the program in print and 
electronic medias, the logo of this scheme is very common in government buildings such as pillars of 
National Highway 44, Panipat District Court, bus stand and railway station of Panipat district etc. 

Both earning and education are important factors for women empowerment. It might be possible 
that a woman is involved in unskilled work (for example: maids) but she is still not empowered. On the 
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contrary, it might be possible that a woman is educated. But still she is not empowered because she is 
not earning. So, financial independence is important for women empowerment. Women, who are 
educated and earning, are in much better position in our society as compared to uneducated women 
worker. Therefore, a scheme called working women hostels has been launched so that safe and 
convenient accommodation should be provided to working women. The benefit of this scheme is 
given to every working women without any distinction of caste, religion, marital status etc. In order to 
take benefit of this scheme, the gross total income of women should not exceed Rs. 50,000 per month 
in case of metropolitan cities whereas in case of small cities, the gross total income should not exceed 
Rs. 35,000 per month. 

United Nation General Assembly adopted the Elimination of all Forms of Discrimination against 
Women’ (CEDAW). CEDAW establishes an international bill of rights for women. Article 10 of CEDAW 
talks about providing right to education to women. India has ratified CEDAW for upliftment of women. 


The focus of the government has shifted from women development to women led development. 
In order to achieve this goal, government is working around the clock to maximize women’s access 
to education, skill training and institutional credit. MUDRA Yojana ( Micro Units Development and 
Refinance Agency Ltd.) is one such scheme which was launched on 8 April 2015 in which loans 
uptoRs. 10 lakh are provided to women entrepreneurs, without any collateral. For instance : A woman 
namely Kamla daily wage labourer from Panipat has taken a loan of Rs. 45,000 from State Bank of 
India in order to start work of beauty parlour and she is engaged in gainful employment with dignity 
now. 

Earlier a lot of women left out their job after giving birth to children, due to which lot of working 
women unemployed. The government has passed the Maternity Benefit (Amendment) Act 2017 
increasing the maximum period of maternity leaves from 12 weeks to 26 weeks. The landmark law has 
given a new life to the vision of women-led development as propagated by Hon’ble PM 
ShriNarendraModi. 

Increased knowledge, self-confidence and awareness of gender equity are indicators of the 
empowerment process. These components get develop through education. Educated woman aware 
about their rights and when women aware about their rights then she/her will not face discrimination. 

Though the successive Governments have come up with various measures for the welfare and 
empowerment of women but still women are facing hurdles in our society. Therefore, there is a need 
to do much more, to protect women. Also, there is a need to uphold their dignity at par with the status 
of men in the society. 

WAY FORWARD : 


Education : The education policy needs to be more inclusive to ensure girls right to education and 
their right to be free from discrimination within educational institutions. Also, education policy should 
target young men and boys to positively change their attitudes towards girls and women. 

- In order to curb higher dropout rate among girls, there is a need for providing relatively higher 
financial incentives for girls education until Class XII. 

- Post Graduate Indira Gandhi Scholarship should be extended from Single Girl Child Scheme to 
families with two girl child. 

- Reward should be given to villages/districts that are able to attain equal child sex ratio through 
education, information and communication campaigns. 

- There is a need for strict implementation of statutes that emphasise on women empowerment 
through education. 
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- Additional emphasis should be laid on e-governance so that there is a timely check on the expenditure 
released by the centre and various state governments for scholarships for girl students. 

- For security purposes, gender-friendly facilities should be provided in hostels. 

Skilling : 

- In order to make women self-dependent, there is need to promote skill development among 
women in non-traditional works like electricians, plumbers etc. 

- Women can be organised into different professional groups so that there is improvement in their 
bargaining power. 

- Platforms like Digital India should be used for marketing and branding purposes and to establish 
linkages with corporates, markets and consumers. 

- In addition to government efforts, NGOs and other institutions should provide employable skills 
& training to women to help them find alternative and dignified occupations to earn decently. 

Micro-Finance : 


- NGOs working for the empowerment of women need to take interventions on livelihood 
development options related to the market and value chain. 


- Policies and guidelines should be made in such a way that it is easy for women entrepreneurs to 
get credit facilities. 


- Government should promote creation of Self Help group by women. 


- There is need for industry-specific targets for women’s employment and motivate their 
implementation by firm. 


- Tax benefits should be given to companies that provide employment to 30 percent women 
workers.

Additionally, the interpretability of AI algorithms—making 
their decision-making processes transparent and understandable—is another vital research need. This 
is crucial for trust and accountability in AI applications. Moreover, the integration of AI with emerging 
technologies like quantum computing and the Internet of Things (IoT) presents untapped potential that 
requires exploration to fully leverage AI’s capabilities in solving complex research problems. Addressing 
these gaps will not only enhance AI’s effectiveness but also ensure its responsible and beneficial use in 
research. 

9. CONCLUSION : This paper has elucidated the transformative impact of Artificial Intelligence 
(AD) software on research methodologies, highlighting significant enhancements in efficiency, accuracy, 
and the ability to address complex research questions. The integration of Al, Machine Learning (ML), 
and Big Data analytics has emerged as a pivotal advancement, offering novel paradigms for data 
analysis and interpretation. Case studies across healthcare, environmental science, and linguistics have 
demonstrated AI’s potential to streamline processes, enhance predictive accuracy, and unlock new 
avenues of inquiry. However, challenges such as data privacy, bias, and ethical considerations underscore 
the need for meticulous attention to the responsible development and deployment of AI technologies. 

The future of AI in research looks promising, with emerging trends like quantum computing 
integration and federated learning poised to further revolutionize research methodologies. Yet, gaps in 
ethical Al use, algorithmic interpretability, and the integration with other emerging technologies present 
areas ripe for further exploration. 

The call to action for the research community is clear: to embrace AI software, not only as a tool 
for enhancing research methodologies but also as a domain requiring continuous development and 
ethical scrutiny. By fostering a collaborative, multidisciplinary approach to AI research and development, 
the community can ensure that AI serves as a force for good, pushing the boundaries of human 
knowledge while upholding the highest standards of research integrity and societal benefit.

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Gender Disparities in Prevalence of Mental Disorder 
Among Adolescents

Abstract : As per the Census, 2011, India is a home to more than 243 million adolescents, who 
account for a quarter of the country’s population. Adolescence is a critical period for emotional, 
Physical, social and cognitive development. Studying the mental disorder among adolescents is crucial 
due to the significant impact it has on their overall development and future well-being. Positive 
mental health during these years helps adolescents develop resilience, self-esteem, and the ability to 
cope with stress and adversity, which are crucial for navigating the challenges of adulthood. In contrast, 
poor mental health during these years can lead to long-term issues such as chronic mental disorders, 
academic failure, and social difficulties. The present study is designed to capture the gender disparities 
in pattern of mental disorder among adolescents. The paper utilizes two broad international and national 
secondary data sources- GBD, 2019, and NMHS, 2016. The GBD data shows that anxiety and depression 
disorders make up about 40 per cent of the mental disorders at the Global level followed by conduct 
disorder, ADHD, idiopathic developmental, intellectual disability. Moreover, the ratio of girls is greater 
in anxiety and depressive disorder than boys at the global level. The NMHS data shows problem in 
urban metro regions was higher as compared to rural and urban non-metro areas. The overall prevalence 
of any mental morbidity was 7.3%, with a similar distribution between males and females. The most 
frequent mental disorders (current prevalence) among adolescents were anxiety disorders and mood 
disorders. The result emphasizes the need for state-specific mental health policies and targeted 
interventions to address the diverse and widespread burden of mental disorders across India.

Introduction : Adolescence is a critical period for emotional, social, and cognitive development. 
Positive mental health during these years helps adolescents develop resilience, self-esteem, and the 
ability to cope with stress and adversity, which are crucial for navigating the challenges of adulthood. It 
lays the foundation for overall well-being and development. Good mental health in adolescents promotes 
academic success and productivity. In contrast, poor mental health during these years can lead to 
long-term issues such as chronic mental disorders, decrease motivation and energy level, academic 
failure,reduces engagement in school, and social difficulties. 

Studying the mental disorder among adolescents is crucial due to the significant impact it has on 
their overall development and future well-being.Understanding the prevalence, causes, and effects of 
mental health problems in adolescents can inform effective interventions and support systems. This is 
essential for fostering resilience, improving quality of life, and ensuring healthier transitions into adulthood, 
ultimately benefiting both individuals and society as a whole. 
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According to the Global Burden of Disease (GBD) Study (2019), non-communicable diseases 
(NCDs) are the leading cause of death and disability worldwide. The umbrella term ““Non-Communicable 
Diseases” is used to describe for diseases that are not passed from person to person. NCDs, which 
include cardiovascular diseases, cancers, chronic respiratory diseases, and diabetes, accounted for 
approximately 73% of all deaths globally in 2019. This significant burden is not limited to high-income 
countries; low- and middle-income countries are also experiencing rising rates of NCDs due to lifestyle 
changes, urbanization, and aging populations. The study also highlights that ischemic heart disease and 
stroke remain the top causes of death. Moreover, diabetes and chronic respiratory diseases like chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease (COPD) are also leading contributors to the global burden. Cancer is 
another major concern, with various types contributing significantly to morbidity and mortality. 

NCDs also account for a large proportion of disability-adjusted life years (DALYs), a measure that 
reflects the total number of years lost due to ill-health, disability, or early death. The GBD 2019 data 
reveal that conditions such as musculoskeletal disorders, mental health issues, and neurological disorders 
are major contributors to DALYs, indicating the extensive impact of NCDs on quality of life.The 
increasing prevalence of NCDs is driven by factors such as unhealthy diets, physical inactivity, tobacco 
use, and harmful use of alcohol. Addressing these risk factors through public health interventions, 
policy changes, and individual behavioural modifications is essential to mitigate the growing burden of 
NCDs globally. 

Currently, India is experiencing a rapid health transition with a rising burden of NCD surpassing 
the burden of Communicable diseases like HIV, water-borne or vector-borne diseases, TB etc. NCDs 
like Diabetes, Cardiovascular diseases, Cancer, Chronic Respiratory Diseases, etc. are estimated to 
account for around 60% of total deaths. Also, losses in potentially productive years of life are caused 
by NCD. The greater losses due to premature deaths related to diabetes, heart diseases and stroke 
are also noted to increase over the years. Even the leading cause of morbidity and mortality 
worldwide, with three-fourths of deaths occurring in developing countries like India are caused 
by NCDs (WHO, 2011). 

Review of Studies : As per the Census, 2011, India is home to more than 243 million adolescents, 
who account for a quarter of the country’s population (Census, 2011). A study conducted in Lucknow 
assessed the prevalence of child and adolescent mental disorders as 12.1%. In contrast, Srinath et al. 
(2005) found disease specific prevalence was 4.16 per cent for nocturnal enuresis, 2.38 per cent for 
pica, 1.78 per cent for conduct disorders, and 1.26% for developmental disorders. A parallel study 
conducted in Bangalore revealed an overall prevalence of 12.5 per cent, while in the rural area the rate 
was 12.4 per cent, 10.8 per cent in slums, and 13.9 per cent (highest) in urban areas of the city. The 
rural-urban differential was found to be different in the prevalence of disorder. Community level studies 
reported the prevalence of child and adolescent mental disorders varying from 1.06 per cent to 5.84 
per cent in rural areas, 0.8 per cent to 29.4 per cent in urban areas, and 12.5 per cent to 16.5 per cent 
in studies that were conducted in both rural and urban population (Malhotra and Patra, 2014). Researches 
conducted in rural schools of Haryana and West Bengal have shown the prevalence of child and 
adolescents mental health disorders as 20.7 per cent and 33.33 per cent, respectively(Malhotra and 
Patra, 2014). In contrast, the prevalence found in the urban school children in Tamil Nadu and Chandigarh 
was 33.7 per cent and 6.33 per cent, respectively(Malhotra and Patra, 2014). Apart from such studies, 
the National Mental Health Survey 2016 reported that the prevalence of mental disorders was 7.3 per 
cent among children aged 13-17 years, and it is similar in both genders (MoHFW, 2016). The prevalence 
among urban children was nearly double (13.5 per cent, 10.4—-16.5, 95 per cent CI) than the rural 
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children (6.9 per cent, 4.0—9.7, 95 per cent CI). Major illnesses include depressive disorders (2.6 per 
cent), agoraphobia (2.3 per cent), disabilities affecting intellectual status (1.7 per cent), autism spectrum 
disorders (1.6 per cent), psychotic disorders (1.3 per cent), and anxiety disorders (1.3 per cent) 
(MoHFW, 2016). Moreover, a survey conducted in Himachal estimated the prevalence of depression 
as 6.9 per cent, anxiety as 15.5 per cent, tobacco as 7.6 per cent, and alcohol consumption as 7.2 per 
cent (MoHFW, 2016). The survey reported that the actual estimation of nationwide child and adolescents 
mental health was beyond the scope of the survey. Furthermore, it is estimated that about 9.8 million 
Indian aged 13— 17 years suffer from severe mental illness, which would be greater if the entire age 
spectrum of childhood and adolescence is considered (MoHFW, 2016). 

In the systematic review and meta-analysis by Rajkumara et al. (2022), the prevalence of mental 
health problems among rural adolescents in India is extensively examined. The study synthesizes data 
from numerous sources, highlighting a significant burden of mental health issues such as depression, 
anxiety, and stress among this demographic. Factors contributing to these issues include socioeconomic 
challenges, lack of access to mental health care, and social stigma. The review underscores the need 
for targeted interventions and policy initiatives to address the mental health needs of rural adolescents, 
emphasizing the importance of improving mental health services and support systems in rural areas of 
India. 

It was claimed in certain studies that the majority of the mental health problems other than emotional 
issues are more prevalent in boys than girls (Nair et al., 2017); while in some studies, rural adolescent 
girls were found to be more mentally affected35 owing to the high frequency of early marriage and 
child-bearing in rural India, lack of autonomy, becoming a victim of marital violence, dropping out 
from education which in turn influence future employment, decreased social mobility and so on (Roest, 
2016; Ramanaik et al., 2018; UNICEF, 2014; Raj et al., 2009 & 2010). 

Objectives : The objective of this review study is to find out the gender disparities in prevalence 
of adolescents’ mental disorder at international and national level. 

Methodology : Keeping in view the objective of the study the present review paper utilizes secondary 
data from GBD Study 2019 and the National Mental Health Survey (NMHS) 2015-16.The GBD Study 
2019 was conducted by the Institute for Health Metrics and Evaluation (HME) at the University of 
Washington. This comprehensive study involved a large, collaborative effort from numerous researchers, 
health experts, and institutions worldwide. It is a systematic scientific effort to quantify the comparative 
magnitude of health loss due to diseases, injuries, and risk factors by age, sex, and geography over 
time.The NMHS 2015-16 in India was conducted by the National Institute of Mental Health and 
Neurosciences (NIMHANS), Bengaluru. This survey was commissioned by the Ministry of Health and 
Family Welfare, Government of India. NIMHANS led this extensive study in collaboration with multiple 
partner institutions across various states to assess the prevalence and burden of mental health disorders 
in the Indian population.The present paper focuses prevalence and gender disparities in mental disorder. 

Results 

1. Mental Disorder Among Adolescents at Global Level : As per figure 1, among adolescents 
aged 10-19, anxiety and depression disorders make up about 40 per cent of the mental disorders 
included in the GBD study by the Institute for Health Metrics and Evaluation (IHME).Followed by 
conduct disorder, ADHD, idiopathic developmental& intellectual disability. Moreover, the ratio of girls 
is greater in anxiety and depressive disorder than boys at the global level.

2. Morbidity of Mental Health Among Adolescents in India : NMHS studied mental morbidity 
among adolescents (13 —17 years) using MINI KID structured diagnostic instrument in 4 of the 12 
NMHS states on a pilot basis. The problem in urban metro regions was higher as compared to rural and 
urban non-metro areas (13.5 per cent vs. 6.9 per cent and 4.3 per cent respectively). The overall 
prevalence of any mental morbidity was 7.3%, with a similar distribution between males and females 
(M: 7.5 per cent; F:7.1 per cent) (Table 1).

3. Mental Disorder by Diagnostic Criteria in India : The most frequent mental disorders 
(current prevalence) among adolescents were anxiety disorders and mood disorders (Table 2). Prevalence 
of several other disorders were identified in the survey. The screener positivity rate of autism spectrum 
disorder among adolescents was 1.6 per cent, requiring further investigation. It is essential to highlight 
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that data has to be cautiously interpreted as this was undertaken on a pilot basis on a small sample of 
adolescents and used a screener instrument.

4. Mental Disorder Across Indian States : Table 3 highlights significant variation in the prevalence 
of mental health issues such as depression, anxiety, schizophrenia, and bipolar disorder across Indian 
states. Depression and anxietyare the most common mental health issues, with high prevalence rates 
observed in states like Maharashtra, Telangana Andhra Pradeshand Odissa.Schizophrenia and bipolar 
disorderalso show substantial prevalence, though less common than depression and anxiety.

Conclusion : The result shows that anxiety and depression disorders make up about 40 per cent 
of the mental disorders included in the GBD followed by conduct disorder, ADHD, idiopathic 
developmental& intellectual disability. Moreover, the ratio of girls is greater in anxiety and depressive 
disorder than boys at the global level. The NMHS data shows problem in urban metro regions was 
higher as compared to rural and urban non-metro areas. The overall prevalence of any mental morbidity 
was 7.3%, with a similar distribution between males and females. The most frequent mental disorders 
(current prevalence) among adolescents were anxiety disorders and mood disorders. 


Thus, adolescents are at risk of suffering from mental disorder due to lack of information, awareness 
and poor facilities. Mental disorder also has links to diabetes, cardiovascular and respiratory diseases, 
cancer and other NCDs. The result emphasizes the need for state-specific mental health policies and 
targeted interventions to address the diverse and widespread burden of mental disorders across India. 

Furthermore, healthy mental states reduce the risk of developing mental health disorders in adulthood. 
Early intervention and support can prevent the escalation of mental health issues and reduce the likelihood 
of long-term psychological problems. This not only improves the quality of life for the individual but 
also reduces the societal burden of mental health disorders. 
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Lastly, good mental health fosters better relationships and social interactions. Adolescents with 
healthy mental states are more likely to develop strong, positive relationships with peers and family, 
which are essential for emotional support and social development. Overall, nurturing adolescent mental 
health is critical for their current and future well-being, societal participation, and life satisfaction.

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Geopolitics of Chabahar Port in Iran and India

Abstract : In January 2016, Iran, India and Afghanistan signed a tripartite economic agreement to 
develop the Chabahar Port in southeastern Iran. The project has immense economic and geopolitical 
value for both Iran and India. Chabahar is Iran’s first deep-water port and is connected with maritime 
trade routes. This will help Iran mitigate US sanctions and maintain trade relations with its neighbors 
and independent nations such as India. For India, Chabahar is the central point of the International 
North-South Transport Corridor, an ambitious project to connect India with Central Asia and Europe. 
This article analyzes the geopolitical, economic, and trade importance of Chabahar port from the 
Iranian and Indian perspectives. This trade cooperation between Iran and India is seen as a strategic 
alternative, if not a rival, to the Belt and Road Initiative (BRI) and the China-Pakistan Economic Corridor 
(CPEC), with Pakistan’s Gwadar port being a key point. 


Introduction : India and Iran as Partners India and Iran are two great ancient civilizations with 
centuries-old ties and currently occupy a position of great strategic and political importance in Asia. 
Iran is a vast country in Southwest Asia with an estimated population of 83 million in 2019, ranking it 
16th in the world in terms of area and 17th in terms of population. Iran shares borders with Azerbaijan, 
Armenia, Turkmenistan, Afghanistan, Pakistan, Turkey, and Iraq, and occupies an important geostrategic 
position in the center of Eurasia, is part of the Middle East, and shares borders with South Asia and 
border. Both Iran and India have the ability to influence political developments in the Middle East, 
South Asia, and beyond, even though they are causing global geopolitical changes and their resulting 
ramifications. It’s no exaggeration. It is equally clear that neither India nor Iran can work alone and 
focus on nurturing and celebrating their diverse connections. India now has deep concerns about 
investing in Afghanistan, especially as recent ongoing developments in Afghanistan have made the 
entire region even more multipolar.Iran has two coastlines, to the north with the Caspian Sea and more 
importantly to the south with the Persian Gulf and the Oman Sea, connecting it easily to global markets 
and major shipping routes. Another key factor is that Iran, according to the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) and British Petroleum (2019), is placed third worldwide in terms of 
known oil resources (208,600 million barrels) and first in terms of natural gas reserves (33.8 trillion 
cubic metres). At the global level, this puts Iran at the centre of the ‘strategic energy ellipse’ in the 
geopolitical heartland of the twenty-first century (Naji, 2011). Iran’s geopolitical position is incompatible 
with isolationism and naturally suggests an extroverted, active foreign policy. Its special situation has 
always provided ample opportunities to develop such relations and cultivate export links with other 
states to further trade and economic development. 

India, as the largest country in South Asia is also the hegemon of the South Asian neighbourhood. 
But more pertinent here, it needs to build strong external relations to safeguard access for its massive 
population to sorely needed imports of energy (Johnson, 2016). Such geographical, demographic and 
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economic realities give India and Iran prominent roles in global equations. While India adopted an 
almost isolationist, non-aligned approach shortly after Independence, it eventually developed multilateral 
relations and now promotes a multipolar world order. India’s geographical location, demographic 
pressures and growing weight as a major global player, place the country in the thick of trade, commerce, 
politics and powerplay of Asia, with far-reaching reverberations. 

In this context, the giant Chabahar port project assumes special geopolitical importance, not only 
for these two countries, but far beyond their immediate and extended neighbourhoods. The present 
article first briefly describes the Chabahar port project and then analyses the significant geopolitical 
benefits which Iran and India seek to derive from the development of this port and the consequent 
impacts on the larger dynamics of the region. It shows how the trade relations of the two countries 
have developed in various respects and presents the Chabahar project as a competitor, but also a 
supplement and counterbalance, of China—Pakistan trade initiatives, with significant implications for 
Afghanistan. 

The Chabahar Port and Project Chabahar is located in Iran’s southern, large but underdeveloped 
and sparsely populated province of Sistan & Baluchistan. There are remarkable similarities with the 
situation of Gwadar port in Pakistan’s Balochistan. Situated close to the world’s high waters and the 
Indian Ocean, Chabahar is the only oceanic port of Iran. Long ago, the famous medieval traveller and 
polymath Al-Biruni (973-1050) described today’s Chabahar, then called Tiz, as the starting point of the 
Indian subcontinent (Biruni, 1910: 208). The existence of a bay in this harbour and its deep waters 
make Chabahar a suitable space for docks that can accommodate the largest ocean-going vessels. 
These favourable natural conditions vest Chabahar with the potential of transforming into a mega port, 
a transit gateway to eastern Iran and beyond, and a strategic point for promoting exports and developing 
related transit links and industries. 

In 2016, Narendra Modi became the first Indian Prime Minister in two decades to make an official 
visit to Iran, during which he pledged US$500 million to develop and operate Iran’s Chabahar port 
(Johnson, 2016). India’s involvement and investment in this port also increased its appeal to the then 
Afghan government. Iran, India and Afghanistan then signed the Trilateral Agreement on Transport 
and Transit Corridors in April 2016. Figure 1 illustrates the geostrategic importance of this project. 


The Chabahar Agreement connects India and Iran to each other, links Iran to the Indian Ocean, 
and provides access for India to Afghanistan, the Strait of Hormuz and Central Asia via the Arabian 
Sea, allowing it to bypass Pakistan. The agreement also grants landlocked Afghanistan access to sea 
trade routes. Under its provisions, India pledged assistance of approximately US$85 million and a 
credit facility of US$150 million for developing the Chabahar port (Gol, 2019). Another US$265 million 
were set apart to build factories and road and rail links to Afghanistan and further on to Central Asia, 
raising India’s projected investment to US$500 million in the entire project (Johnson, 2016). There are 
related plans for a Free Trade Zone, with promises to augment the scope for expansion of regional 
trade with Iran at its centre. 

Development of the port began soon after signing the agreement and the first part of the dock was 
opened in the presence of the President of the Islamic Republic of Iran and 60 foreign guests from 17 
countries in 2017. At the centre of these arrangements lies the Shahid Beheshti port, at Chabahar, one 
of the two parts of the Chabahar port, to which India’s investment is restricted (Chaudhury, 2019a), 
the other being Shahid Kalantari. Together, these two ports have a total of 12 piers and their combined 
discharge and loading capacity was initially projected to be 8 million tonnes per year. 

In December 2019, the Iranian Minister of Roads and Urban Planning announced that the 
construction of a modern cruise terminal at the first phase of the Shahid Beheshti port has increased 
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the capacity of this port alone to 5.8 million tonnes. In the near future, he stated, the total capacity of 
the Shahid Kalantari and Shahid Beheshti Ports would rise to 11 million tonnes. He considered the port 
of Shahid Beheshti as one of the global top ports, adding that through the construction of further new 
piers, it will be possible to dock and process the largest container ships, which will catapult Iran into 
the ranks of advanced countries. The development plan of Shahid Beheshti port consists of five main 
phases which are to be completed by 2024 and are, according to the Official 2020 Website of the 
Sistan-Baluchestan Ports and Maritime Department, expected to have a nominal capacity of 86 million 
tonnes annually. 


On 24 December 2018, India Ports Global Limited took over part of the operations at Chabahar 
(The Economic Times, 2019). Already in late 2017, via the Indian port of Kandla, India had sent the 
first of six shipments of wheat supplies to Chabahar, as part of the 1.1 million tonnes of wheat committed 
by India to Afghanistan as assistance. This was then routed to Kabul via road and rail (Bhattacherjee, 
2017). In February 2019, for the first time, Afghanistan sent export goods to India through the Chabahar 
port (Gol, 2019). India received four such consignments later in the year. More recently, in December 
2019, India’s External Affairs Minister S. Jaishankar met his Iranian counterpart Javad Zarif to review 
the ties of the two countries and agreed to accelerate the development of the Chabahar project, while 
faced with dipping trade figures (Sen, 2020). This indicates that boosting Iran—India trade relations 
will remain a challenge that requires continuous alert monitoring and action. 


Geopolitical Importance of Chabahar for Iran and India : India—Iran trade relations go back 
many centuries and it should not be forgotten that the two states had a continuous marine border and 
direct land connections until 1947. However, this direct connectivity was lost when a hostile Pakistan 
came into existence. India and Iran signed a Treaty of Friendship for perpetual peace and friendship in 
1950. However, during the Cold War and until the Iranian revolution of 1979, trade relations between 
the two countries took a back seat. Even after the 1979 Revolution, Iran—India trade relations did not 
show significant improvement until the collapse of the Soviet Union, the emergence of the Afghan 
crisis, and the growing importance of the Central Asian countries to India provided a stronger platform 
for closer Iran—India relations (George, 2014: 87-90). 

Both India and Iran share borders with Pakistan and divisions between Iran and Pakistan, deeply 
rooted in sectarian border tensions, have fuelled friction among these two neighbours. Therefore, 
India has always preferred an Iran that is at least neutral, if not friendly, over a Tehran—Islamabad 
alliance. Iran also sees India’s goal of a multipolar world in line with its interests in reducing US global 
dominance. The two countries’ quietly determined emphasis on a stable and flourishing Afghanistan 
has also been very similar. Stratfor (2018) deftly identifies some hard choices faced by India. 

Owing to its large population and rapidly industrialising economy, as of 2018, India is the third 
largest oil consumer and importer in the world (British Petroleum, 2019). Since domestic availability 
and production of oil is insignificant, it relies on oil imports for meeting its energy needs. The country’s 
annual growth in oil imports is about 5% and despite recent India’s strides in the renewable energy 
sector (Prasad, 2020), the demand for fossil fuels is not expected to fall in the near future. This makes 
India a major market for fossil fuel exporters in the Persian Gulf. 

The Chabahar port project gives India the opportunity to invest further in Iran and enlarge the 
bilateral trade volume. As noted, the agreement includes the creation of a Free Trade Zone, which is 
expected to attract investments worth US$14 billion upon completion (Chowdhury, 2016). India intends 
also to set up various industries such as aluminium smelter and urea plants and supplying steel rails 
worth US$ 400 million to Iran. 

Iran’s main seaport remains Bandar Abbas, which also plays a pivotal role in the bilateral trade and 
is located in south-western Iran. Though it handles 85% of Iran’s marine trade presently, it is not a 
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deep ocean port, which means there are restrictions on the size of the cargo that can be handled. 
Anything above 100,000 tonnes is docked at ports in the United Arab Emirates (UAE) and is then taken 
to and from Iran in smaller ships, essentially making Iran dependent on the UAE for carrying out 
international trade (Ramachandran, 2014), involving significant additional trade and transport costs for 
India as well. 


Chabahar as a deep ocean port addresses these limitations and would reduce the costs of trade 
with Iran by allowing large cargo shipments directly to and from Iran without any extra docking costs 
in the UAE. The marine route connecting India’s western port of Mumbai and Chabahar saves 60% of 
costs and 50% of time for Indian goods to reach Iran (Financial Express, 2017). However, US sanctions 
have repeatedly hit the economic engagements between India and Iran. In 2018-9, India obtained a 
waiver from renewed US sanctions in light of the Chabahar port arrangements. However, that waiver 
lapsed at the start of the fiscal year 2019-20, reducing India—Iran trade by almost 80%, as Figure 2 
showed. 

Geopolitical Equations with Rivals : The Chabahar project is primarily an economic, trade-and- 
transport project. However, it also rearranges Iran’s and India’s geopolitical equations with their respective 
rivals, particularly countries in the Persian Gulf and the USA for Iran and Pakistan and China for India. 
Chabahar is Iran’s first deep seaport, and ports with this feature have a special place in the world’s 
shipping industry today, as they can accommodate huge cargo/ container ships. Since Chabahar is 
outside the Hormuz Strait, it is open to larger international waters. The Hormuz Strait is a geopolitical 
cauldron, given the many tightly arranged countries around it and the deep political divisions between 
them. So far, Iran relied on ports especially in the UAE, but Iran—-UAE relations have been fluctuating 
in recent years. UAE involvement in the Saudi-led coalition against Iran has pushed Iranian policymakers 
to focus more intensely on Chabahar and relations with India. While the geopolitical rivalry between 
Tehran and Riyadh is most pronounced, simmering tensions among the neighbours in the Hormuz 
Strait keep Iran on alert. Since Chabahar allows Iran to retain its access to global trade routes and the 
crucial oil trade with India, it acts as an escape for Iran from the political and economic pressures of 
the Gulf countries and retains Iran’s economic security. The benefits extend to India in the form of 
unfettered access to Iranian oil. 

The Chabahar development also means nullification, or at least reduction of the effects, of US 
sanctions against Iran. Through developing Chabahar with direct Indian involvement, and with the 
support of Afghanistan and Central Asia, Iran hopes to bypass US pressures, relying partly on its 
geopolitical privileges. In the case of India, it is Pakistan that India aims to bypass. Despite being 
directly connected via land and sea, the two countries have abysmal trade relations. A 2018 World Bank 
study stated that in the absence of artificial trade barriers, India—Pakistan trade can increase from then 
USS$2 billion to US$37 billion (Kathuria, 2018). 

Yet Pakistan denies India access to the natural land routes which pass through its territory and 
further extend into Iran, Afghanistan and Central Asia. As noted, the joint development of Chabahar 
port by Iran and India on Iranian soil is highly significant in this light, for three reasons. One, it disrupts 
the status quo of territorial disconnect imposed by Pakistan and re-establishes the age-old ties between 
Iran and India. Two, Chabahar contributes to steadying India’s influence on and in Afghanistan and its 
positive image among the Afghans by allowing a connection with India via Iran. This also diminishes 
Pakistan’s influence on the Afghan economy and puts a further check on Pakistan’s narrowed sphere 
of influence. Three, it enables India to curb Pakistan’s exploitation of its strategic geography. By 
connecting India directly to Iran, and by extension, to Afghanistan, the Chabahar project renders 
Pakistan’s moves of blocking India from Iran and Afghanistan ineffective. 
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Conclusions : Based on the various facets of the Chabahar project discussed in this article, Iran 
and India stand to benefit from this project on three counts, namely (a) tapping into the advantages of 
their geopolitical location in the world; (b) harnessing trade and transport to boost domestic and regional 
economic growth and development; and (c) recalibrating their foreign policies to effectively meet their 
strategic short-term and long-term goals. 

Their joint project of developing the Chabahar port illustrates and further reinforces the importance 
of geopolitical location in global politics. Transport and connectivity hold special importance in today’s 
industrialised world, impacting on all areas of production, distribution and consumption of goods and 
services which are the fruits of industrialisation, fundamental to sustained economic growth and 
development. Marine trade, due to its cost effectiveness, plays an especially crucial role in lifting entire 
countries out of poverty and setting them on the path of prosperity. This joint understanding, too, is 
reflected in the Iran—India partnership over development of sea, road and rail links, looking towards 
connections with larger, intercontinental trade corridors. 


Major changes on the level of international relations make the revision of foreign policy approaches 
and priorities inevitable. The Chabahar project reflects this phenomenon. Through Chabahar, Iran 
seeks to overcome the hostilities of the USA and its allies and mitigate the consequent pressures on the 
Iranian economy. As a deep seaport, Chabahar enables Iran to develop its own trade network outside 
the Persian Gulf to its east, in South Asia and the Indo-Pacific region. For India, the Chabahar project 
is clearly a way to bypass Pakistan’s denial of land connectivity to Afghanistan and Iran and to expand 
relations with Central and Western Asia. 


The domestic economies of both countries stand to benefit enormously. The Chabahar project is 
being developed in Iran’s least developed province, whose infrastructure and economy would get a 
much needed upliftment through improved connectivity, job creation and increased business opportunities 
both domestically and internationally. India’s western coast finally stands to realise its full potential by 
connecting its various major ports directly to Iran and the trade corridors that pass through it, all the 
way to Central Asia and Russia. India’s manufacturing sector, too, stands a chance to boost investments 
and create jobs in the process through increased exports. 

For the third partner, Afghanistan, Chabahar may mean bypassing Pakistan and gaining direct 
connection to India, which provides this tortured country with much needed humanitarian and 
developmental assistance. Chabahar also puts the landlocked nation in touch with the world’s maritime 
trade routes, which could be instrumental in reviving its struggling economy in the new postUS scenario. 
The importance of Chabahar to Afghanistan was so great that it earlier forced the USA to waive Iran 
sanctions for India regarding Chabahar port, so that the project could proceed with the involvement of 
Afghanistan. It now remains to be seen to what extent the new Afghan leadership will link up with 
China, rather than Iran and India. 

Both Iran and India nurture global ambitions, and Chabahar has ensured that they remain active 
players in these networks. It enhances their respective position on the global map and allows them to 
leverage hitherto untapped strengths into rearranging geopolitical equations with immediate neighbours, 
extended neighbourhood, rivals and extra-regional powers. Through Chabahar, Iran and India are 
looking to shift regional and global paradigms to their advantage. The project clearly holds the promise 
of doing just that. 
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External Body Rituals Of A Buddhist Monk 
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Abstract : The saints with uniform ‘kasaya’(clothing) dyed in a brown and saffron dye, with 
shaved hair,; observing cleanliness in both their thoughts and actions is the identity remark of being a 
Buddhist monk and nuns world over. The outer persona is the initial reflection of a man. Cleanliness 
and simplicity in the monks personality is an identity remark of being a Buddhist. Buddhist medical 
tradition believes in this concept of cleanliness of both mind, and body defining their belief in the 
attainment of ‘complete health’ which focuses on ‘a healthy balance of both the body and the mind’. 
This balance is created when a monk is disciplined in his external appearance which comprises his 
external health like his hair, nails, maintaining cleanliness of body & oral hygiene along with a sense 
of satisfaction in mind .This article intends to highlight Lord Buddha’s insight on maintaining one's 
external health or outer persona through ways of grooming like maintaining personal hygiene as 
discussed by the enlightened Gautama in the Vinaypitika 8 first khandaka of the Chullavagga.

Introduction : The body and the mind share an intrinsic relation with each other. The external 
health or the outer persona is like that glass which contains water essential to be alive on this earth. As 
The glass protects and holds the water similarly as the healthy and happy body fosters a ‘happy mind’. 
In the Buddhist world the physical body or ‘ Sarira’' in Pali terminology constitutes the 4 basic element 
or Mahabhuta i.e., earth, water, fire and wind. The first element represents ‘the Earth element which 
includes the solid aspects of our body like head, body, hair, nails, teeth and skin. To achieve ‘Nibbana’; 
a healthy body is vital. In the Vinaypitika Lord Buddha present a healthy and environment friendly 
ethics toward maintaining external health when Lord give guidelines to monk regarding personal 
grooming. Personal grooming relates to the bathing habits, dental care, nails, hair, face and ears. The 
way a Buddhist monk take care of his external health also gives a message of clean body essential for 
attaining a clean mind. The rules of the Patimokkha (which deals with general guideline to be followed 
by a Buddhist bhikkhu and Bhikkhuni to live inside Buddhist monastery) deals with hygiene rituals like 
the bathing habits, hair decorum to be followed by monks as a vital aspect of bodily care in the 
monastic community. This cleaning relates to not only bathing but cleaning of every external health 
elements like hair, head, nails, teeth etc. On visiting any Buddhist monastery in the present times what 
is felt? A scene of everything well groomed and well tended. Cleaning was a practise for an ascetic to 
cultivate the mind.* In fact the Pali literature like the DighNikaya and The Vinaypitika presents several 
guidelines regarding maintaining of cleanliness of one’s body. This cleanliness includes both physical 
and mental aspects. While observing Buddha’s image his style of grooming in a clean and organised 
way, be it his bodily appearance or hair pattern gives a sense of calmness and clarity. This clarity can 
be achieved once a person is free of all forms of desire which is the stage of attaining enlightenment. 
When the surrounding is clean and dust free we feel calm and peaceful. Similarly, the external grooming 
cleanses and calm our mind as well which brings the external body also at peace. 
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Bathing ‘A Healthy Decorum Inside Monasteries’ : The Buddhist Vinaya text speaks of bathing 
as an important bodily care for wellness of one’s body. The Buddhist monasteries followed certain 
protocol to be followed by the Buddhist monks, so that attainment of the spiritual enlightenment becomes 
easy to attain by cleaning the surrounding along with cleaning the human body. In Buddhism, bathing 
is important to maintain three basic things i.e. health, hygiene and cleanliness. In a general sense 
bathing is considered important to be beautiful but accordingly monastic decorum, one shouldn’t bath 
to be beautiful in the physical appearance. Rather bathing should be done to stay healthy and clean. The 
monastic Sangha laid down proper rules regarding bathing as well as the bathhouse. The 5" Ahandaka 
of Chulavagga showcase a detail guideline for the monks and nuns regarding the importance of bathing 
and cleanliness.*Beside, there is also provision entailing to ‘committing an offense or pacittiya’ if the 
rules were not adhered to. 

How to Bath and When to Bath : Initially in the Buddhist monastic code, the monks were 
allowed to take bimonthly bath, to prevent monks from bathing too frequently which can be considered 
as an act of vanity. A question arises as to why Buddha allowed bathing only bimonthly for monks and 
nuns inside monasteries? Initially it was just a temporary measure followed by Lord Buddha when 
some Bhikkhus complained to him of the incident which offended the king Bimbisara of Magadha and 
his female attendants to take bath in the hot spring near Rajgriha by bathing the whole night with 
certain medicinal powder and enjoying with water. The bimonthly bath provision as mentioned in the 
vinaya code underwent certain modifications. In certain cases some relaxations were allowed not 
leading to committing an offense or ‘Dukkhta’ like 

1. When any water body is crossed and the body become wet unintentionally. 


2. When a group of honey bees raids a monk or nun from behind which result in jumping into the 
water body. 

3. In case of illness- when a person is not feeling well or suffering from any heat or temperature 
related disease and bathing can cure that monk, bathing can be done. 

4. In case of household work- where in a person become filthy and dirty due to household cleaning 
chores. 

5. In case when a monk is have travelled for at least 8kms or five miles. 

6. In case a monk is insane. 


7. In case when a person become wet due to rainfall which constitutes even 2 drops or 3 drops of 
rain. 

8. In case where a Bhikkhu is staying in the areas lying outside of the middle Ganges valley (PC 57). 

In all of the above mentioned circumstances a Bhikkhu may come in contact with the dirt and filth 
which may require extra cleaning. How to take bath is also an important aspect to be taken care inside 
monasteries. Firstly, a separate bath place is important be it a tank, a sauna or a bathhouse. ‘Chunam’ 
or unscented powder was used as soap by kneading it properly with water.* The misuse of Chunam or 
bathing powder was avoided by mentioning ‘the use of this powder if within half of month of the 
previous bath is done would lead to ‘Dukkta’ and lead to Pacittiya (Pc 57). To take bath a bathhouse 
was recommended to monks. In fact building a bathhouse was also believed to boon a person with 
meritorious karma. In a Chinese work of Sutra On Bathing Monks in the Bathhouse (T.701) , Venerable 
Ananda tells the story when Lord Buddha explain to Jivaka about the benefits of both bathing as well as 
building bathhouse. He tells to Jivaka that ‘bathing ritual requires seven types of object, eliminates 
seven kind of illness and has seven benefits. The 7 objects are pure water, fuel, bath beans, revival 
ointment, pure ashes, tooth wood and bathing clothes. Bathing makes the body light by pacifying the 
four elements i.e. earth, water, fire, and wind. Bathing also eliminates several disease of cold-wind and 
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damp impediment. It makes the body feel light and eyes sharp. Further bathing cures anxiety disorders 
created by several materialistic things. Beside, Buddha also stressed on donating a bath house which 
will reap karmic merit.°One thing that is interesting about the bathing practices is the moral conduct 
related to it. Lord Buddha made certain observances to be followed by monks like for an example when 
a senior monk is taking bath, junior monks should wait outside with patience. One should not leave the 
bathroom dirty after use. The bathing jug should not be touched with dirty hand. One should not spit 
on floor, blow one’s nose on floor and laugh inside the bathroom. Before entering a Buddhist dwelling 
any monk coming from outside must clean their feet on the stone scrubbing foot wipers made of 
pumice stone. 

Dental Care or Oral Hygiene : Oral hygiene is very important for maintaining inner body health. 
From /-tsing travel account, we find a glimpse of how important was dental care inside Buddhist 
monasteries. He was of the view that ‘external cleanliness reflects internal correctness’ and he stresses 
‘bodily care because of the interdependence of external and internal element of human body. Why a 
monk should clean one’s teeth? The Buddhist Vinaya points toward one common cause i.e., suffering 
from foul breath by the monks. Cleaning one’s teeth fetches practical health benefits. It leads to proper 
digestion of foods and cures bad breath. Use of tooth wood also known as ‘Dantakashha’ to which I- 
tsing mention as ‘a branch of an oak, mulberry, peach, willow or locust tree is considered to be of 
great medicinal value and also of ethical value in Buddhism. 

/-tsing mention in morning after cleaning one’s hand and mouth with toothbrush a monk is fit to do 
salutation. One should softly chew the toothbrush to clean the teeth and must cover with one hand 
while approaching a senior.°In the Chulavagga Lord Buddha mention the benefits of using tooth 
wood. The tooth wood ends foul smell, cleanses the taste buds, the mouth become attractive, phlegm 
and saliva disappears and disease linked to heat and cold disappear. But the proper way must be 
followed which says carefully chewing and polishing the teeth so that mouth saliva comes out. There 
by rinsing abundantly with water. Mineral and salts were used to polish the teeth like today’s toothpaste. 
In case if tooth wood is unavailable, the Vinaypitika do suggest other alternatives like the use of ashes 
or stones or alkaline soils and even dried cow dung along with gargling 3 times with water. 

Hair Etiquettes by the Monks : Shaved head is an identity remark of the Buddhist monk world 
over. While getting ordained to a Buddhist monk shaving the hair of the head and beard is the first step 
in the ‘Going Forth’ or ‘Pravajja’ ceremony which transform a layman into a monastic life. To 
maintain the hair hygiene in order to appear clean and calm Lord Buddha recommended hair shaving 
razor as one of the eight basic essential items for monks. The razor was not to be made of any precious 
and costly things but only of iron or copper. Grey hair was not allowed to pull out. Setting the hair with 
any oil beeswax or comb even with fingers was prohibited. Exceptions are counted in a case wherein 
fingers are used to remove dust from the hair or wet hand used to cool down the head. Scissor was not 
allowed to cut hair until a monk has got any kind of wound in the head. The maximum length of the 
hair on head was not to be more than two fingers wide which were required to be cut once in two 
month. For the hair inside the nose a tweezers was allowed as nose hair growth was also considered 
indecent for monks. The beard or moustache was also not allowed to be grown long. Curling of the 
beard was not allowed as it was considered an act of vanity. 


As far as the hair of the body is concerned the Vinaypitika did mention certain rules of purity for 
the hair of the body other than head. The hair of the chest and stomach was not allowed to shave. In 
relation to the Bhikkhuni or female monk, hair growing in private body part confining to the intimate 
parts like armpits and pubic areas were allowed to trim only in case medical attention is needed, in case 
suffering from any kind of wound. The reason is to avoid any sexual temptation amongst the nuns. 
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Maintaining Nails Hygiene : Nails of the finger and toes were not allowed for a Buddhist monks 
and nuns to be grown long. Keeping long nails leads to a ‘Pacittiya ’ or an act of wrong doing (CV.V.27.1). 
Lord Buddha however not asks the monks and nuns to cut down the nails deep up to the skin which 
can physically injure a monk. So the monks were allowed to grow their nails maximum to the length of 
a barley corn.’ Long nails were generally believed as a sign of sexual attraction. The Dharmaguptaka 
Vinaya states an incidence of a monk who had long nails and went for his task of alms begging. A lady 
got attracted to that monk and asked for sexual favours which he denied by quoting the ‘Dhamma’ 
virtues to her. The lady warned the monk that she will injure herself by snatching with her nails and 
demoralise the monk in front of her husband. Later people on seeing blood on the nails of the women 
found the monks as innocent and let him go. Even polishing twenty nails were also not allowed 
(Cv.V.27.2).8 

Maintaining the Ear Hygiene : Lord Buddha gave proper guidelines to monks to maintain 
cleanliness of the ear. The Cullavagga V mention ‘some monks complained to Buddha of their ear 
getting stopped due to earwax’. Then Lord Buddha suggested an instrument to remove wax from the 
ear. He allowed the instruments to be made of 10 important items like ivory, horn, made of bamboo, 
reeds, or a piece of stick, made of Lac, Crystal, and Copper or made from the centre of a Conch shell.’ 
Who so ever uses any fancy or expensive material like gold and silver to remove ear wax commit an 
offense of wrong doing. 

Maintaining Facial Decorum : In the Buddhist world following of the middle path is important 
as to detach oneself from worldly desires. In accordance with this philosophy of Middle path, Buddhist 
monks were not allowed to look their face reflection in any reflective surface like water bowl, glass 
objects or mirror. However exception are counted in case any monk is suffering from any sore or 
wound on the face or to look into the signs of ageing while meditating on the concept of impermanence. 
Use of mirror for monks was allowed to be used while shaving so that one may not get hurt physically. 
Any beautifying lotions or cream for face application was not allowed but exceptions are in case of any 
medicinal lotion, creams and paste which is allowed. Colouring the body parts with any sort of colouring 
cosmetic was not allowed like use of ‘heena’ or greasepaints. Even any religious mark with red arsenic 
is not allowed which seems resemble to the ‘tika or sindoor marks on forehead’. However medicinal 
eye ointment was allowed for eyes (Cv.V.2.5).!° 

Conclusion : After analysing the Buddhist approach toward maintaining external health and hygiene, 
it can be concluded that Lord Buddha shared a vision of clean body leading to clean mind leading to the 
attainment of ‘Nirvana’. His ideas of cleanliness and purity seems cosmopolitan in nature, be it his 
ideas of bathing or personal grooming of face, hair and nail are concerned. Each of them showcase 
deep sense of ecology and bio-ethics instilling discipline inside monks mind regarding the importance 
and care of their own external body. His ideas seem to exist even in the present times in the Indian and 
South Asian societies for maintaining health and hygiene. 
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Globalisation and Its Effect on Agriculture

Introduction : The Globalization is a super national phenomenon which transcends national frontiers, 
It is the proceed by which events, decision and activities in one part of world have significant 
consequences for other parts of the globe. Globalization represents closer integration of the world 
economy resulting from increase in trade, investment, finance and multi country production networks 
of MNCs. It extends beyond economic interdependence to include dilution of time and space dimension 
as a result of spread of information technology. Technological advancement in computing and 
telecommunication have reduced the distances among various functionaries and brought them closer. 
Thus the cost and time of transaction have reduced considerably and these will continue falling further. 

The term globalization has taken centre stage now days in the face of rising competition among 
multinationals and low rate of return in developed countries, without taken into consideration the plight 
of millions of poor living in third world countries. Globalization is being portrayed as the only solution 
for all type of problems related to economic development of the country in general and will being of the 
people in particular. The process of globalization is based upon the fulfillment of the dreams of the 
national movement. 

Globalization has opened up new and tremendous opportunities for worldwide developers. Under 
the influence of the process of globalization, India in 1991 introduced economic policy changes and 
integrated its economy to the international economy. Globalization in India arrived just before the end 
of the cold war. India introduced changes in industrial and trade policies to improve its efficiency, 
productivity and competitiveness of its economy. Besides, it also brought changes in industrial licensing, 
foreign collaborations, investment by NRIs, portfolio investment by foreign institutional investment, 
reduction in tariff rate and simplification of export-import procedures, opening of the IT-sector, reducing 
public expenditure investment norms to attract inflow of capital from both the domestic and foreign 
enterprises in sectors like banking, insurance, retailing etc. 
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Globalization Involves : 

e Fast growth of trade in goods and services 

e Higher growth in international financial transactions 

e Fast growth in foreign direct investment 

e Deeper form of internationalization resulting from production network of multinationals 

e Emergence of global markets 

e Rapid diffusion of knowledge and technology globalised transport and communication network 
e Changes in the thinking and modes of operation of international institutions. 


Thus globalization has shrunk the world through the enmeshing bonds of new technology in the 
context of ‘global neighborhood’, global village’ or the ‘world without borders’. 


Globalization is the process of merging of different countries and accomplishments through advanced 
foreign trade and foreign investment. Globalization also refers to increased possibilities for actions 
happenings between and among people in situations where latitudinal and longitudinal position seems 
unimportant. Region is the sense of a traditional sense of a geographically identifiable location no 
longer constitutes the whole of social space in which human activity takes places. In the term, globalization 
refers to the broadening of new forms of non-regional social activity (Ruggie, 1993; Scholte, 2000). 

Globalization refers to a lay down of processes that increasingly make the parts of the world 
interdependently incorporated. It is a historical process, and the result is the human innovation and the 
technological progress. It refers to increasing integration of economies around the world, A particularly 
through trade and financial flows. 

The globalization of trade in the agricultural sector is perhaps proving to be a big blunder. The 
farmers will have to pay a very heavy price, for better variety of imported seeds having resistance to 
diseases, because of the patent rights imposed by WTO. 

Over and above, the Indian farmer cannot export their products to rich countries because of 
inferior technology and stringent quality parameters imposed by foreign consumers. The large scale 
suicide by Indian farmers in Karnataka, Punjab and Haryana under the burden of heavy loans is directly 
attributed to this. 


The Indian agriculture is almost on its deathbed. The minimum cost of eatable rice is Rs.12 per kg 
and apples from Australia at Rs. 100 to Rs.150 per kg cannot be afforded by poor. 


The current processes of Globalization of agriculture threaten to undermine all three dimensions of 
sustainable agriculture. They are undermining ecological security by removing all limits on the 
concentration of ownership of natural resources ( Hand, water and biodiversity ) and by encouraging 
non-sustainable resource exploitation for short-term profits. Trade liberalization of agriculture has not 
been guided by the need for providing livelihood security for two thirds of India’s people, who are 
farmers for the food security of the poorer half of Indians, or for India as a whole. Thus, the livelihood 
base of millions of farmers and food security at the household, regional and national level is severely 
threatened by the globalization of agriculture. 

Agriculture is the backbone of the Indian economy and despite rapid industrialization in the last 40 
years, it occupies the pride of place in the Indian economy and is often said as agricultural economy. 
Agriculture provides employment to about 66 percent of our working population. It contributes nearly 
30 percent of the national income of the country. 

The new economic policy being implemented since mid 1991 has progressively started posing 
new challenges in all sectors of the economy and is also opening up new vistas in the global markets. 
Agriculture cannot remain insulated from the ongoing economic reform process as the indirect impact 
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of liberalization of the economy in general on agriculture may turn out to be far more important than 
the possible impact of the liberalization measures directly affecting this sector. The presumption that 
the liberalization of the liberalization of the economy would result in higher investment and growth in 
agriculture induced by favorable terms of trade for the agriculture sector these challenges come primarily 
amidst : 

e Opening up of the economy to the influences of global markets through more free imports and 
exports of goods and services. 


e Entry of multinational companies and corporation in agro-based processing industry and input 
supplies, contract production for processing for domestic and export markets, and 

e Pressures for improvement of quality of production so that the products become competitive in 
the global markets. 

Impact of Globalization on Indian Agriculture Are As- 

(1) Use of New Technologies : Increased use of various technologies such as pesticides, herbicides, 
and fertilizers as well as new breeds of high yield crops were employed to increase food production. 
These technologies included modern implementations in irrigation projects, pesticides, synthetic nitrogen 
fertilizer and improved crop varieties developed through the conventional, science- based methods 
available at the time. Use of High Yielding Varities (HY Vs) like IR8 a semi- dwarf rice variety, dubbed 
as “Miracle Rice”. IR8 was also developed into Semi-dwarf IR36. HYVs significantly outperformed 
traditional varieties in the presence of adequate irrigation, pesticides, and fertilizers. 

(2) Increase in Agricultural Production and Productivity : The green revolution had many 
effects on Indian economy. Due to adoption of HY V technology the production of food grains increased 
considerably in the country. The production of wheat has increased from 8.8 million tones in 1965-66 
to 184 million tones in 1991-92. The productivity of other food grains has increased considerably. It 
was 71% in case of cereals, 104% for wheat and 52% for paddy over the period 1965-66 and 1989-90. 

Though the food grain production has increased considerably but the green revolution has no 
impact on coarse cereals, pulses and few cash corps. In short the gains of green revolution have not 
been shared equally by all the crops. 

(3) Increase in National Income : Receiving the international market for the agricultural goods 
of India, there is an increase in farmer’s agricultural product. New technology, new seeds, new agriculture 
practices etc. helped to grow the agricultural product. From the monetary point of view the share of 
agriculture sector in the economy is at 14.2% of the GDP (2010-11). 

(4) Increase in Employments : While exporting agricultural products it is necessary to classify 
the products, its standardization and processing, packing etc. The industries depending on agriculture 
are stored and it made an increase in employments. Agriculture is the biggest unorganized sector of the 
Indian economy accounting for more than 90% share in the total unorganized labour force. The share 
of agriculture in total employment stands at 52.1% 

(5) Agriculture as a Prime Moving Force : Agriculture is deeply related to industrial growth and 
national income in India. 1% increase in the agricultural growth leads to 0.5% increase in the industrial 
output and 0.7% increase in the national income in India. As a result, the government of India announced 
agriculture as the prime moving force of the Indian economy in 2002. 

(6) Increase in the Share in Trade : Because of the conditions of WTO all of the countries get 
the same opportunities so there is an increase in the export of agricultural products. According to data 
provided by WB, India’s share in exports (goods and services) rose from 0.54%in 1990 to 0.67% in 
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1999. Indian exports rose by 103% during the same period. 


(7) Increase in the Export of Agricultural Goods : The prices of agricultural goods are higher 
in the international market than Indian markets. If the developed countries reduced grants, they have to 
increase in the prices. So there will be increase in the export in Indian market and if the prices grow, 
there will be profit. Agricultural products account for 10.23% of the total export income of the economy, 
while agricultural imports account for just 2.74% of the total imports. 

(8) Reduction in Poverty : It is also true that globalization is commonly characterized as increasing 
the gap between the rich and the poor, but it is a matter of looking at poverty in relative terms. India’s 
prior concern is of absolute poverty, which is worse than death, and if India makes efforts, globalization 
can be a key to get rid of it. Moreover, the percentage of people below the poverty line has been 
decreasing progressively, from 36 percent in 1993-94 to 26 percent in 1999-2000. 

Conclusion : The globalization process in the economy offers an opportunity to correct the ‘anti- 
agriculture’ bias in Indian Trade Policies that have been in existence since 1950s. With this, the hidden 
‘implicit taxation’ on agriculture sector would get an opportunity to respond favorably to these signals. 
India, which has significant technical skills in the field of agriculture, must develop self-reliance in 
technology. Moreover, there is no need for the country of function as the purveyors of Multi-National 
corporation technologies with their patent rights. Agriculture can more on to a higher growth trajectory, 
if supply side bottlenecks are freed, and a protective cover is accorded to the poor, at least for some 
time. If this happens, agriculture can propel growth in other sectors too on a sustainable basis, while 
promoting intersect oral and interpersonal and linkages.

A Human Resource Management Review on Public 
Management and Public Administration Research : Stop 


Right there. .. Before We Go any Further

ABSTRACT : This overview paper focuses on the increased popularity of human resource manage- 
ment (HRM) in public management and public administration research. This is reflected in empirical 
articles published in scientific journals linked to HRM, public management and public administration 
in the period 2000-2016. The findings of the paper show some cross-fertilization between the different 
disciplines and the lack of it in some areas. The outcomes also provide input for a future research 
agenda including alternative theories, models, methods and research techniques for rigour and relevant 
ARM research in the public sector domain. 

KEYWORDS : Public management; public administration; human resource management; HRM; 
literature review. 

What is HRM? : There is a substantial body of literature since the early 1980s on HRM. Our 
definition of HRM is the following based on Boselie (2014): HRM involves management deci- sions 
related to policies and practices that together shape the employment relationship and are aimed at 
achieving certain goals . These goals concern performance goals which have been defined and measured 
in multiple ways. Using the Harvard model of HRM, Beer, Boselie, and Brewster (2015) bundle these 
goals into a multidimensional performance construct. Performance is not only regarded as organizational 
effective- ness (that reflects financial performance indicators and productivity measures for instance), 
but also as creating employee well-being (reflected in satisfied and healthy employees) and societal 
well-being (e.g. an organization’s impact on society). 

Delery and Doty (1996) make a distinction between three modes of strategic HRM theorizing 
—universalistic (best practices), contingency and configurational — high- lighting the best practice 
versus best-fit proposition in HRM research. The best practice approaches (universalistic) build 
on the notion of one-size-fits-all in HRM. The best-fit approaches (contingency and 
configurational) are more sophisticated emphasizing that the internal and external 
organizational context affects HRM choices, HRM outcomes and the relationship between HRM 
and outcomes. The complexity of public sector organizations, both internally and externally, 
requires a best-fit approach in which context matters. 

In a literature review of 104 empirical articles on the added value of HRM Boselie, Dietz, 
and Boon (2005) focused on journal articles that used a ‘multiple HRM-style practices’ 
operationalization of HRM. In contrast to for example psychological approaches to employment 
relationships like OB in which the focus is mainly on single HR practices such as recruitment, 
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HRM is considered a bundle or system of practices that shape the employment relationships in and 
around organizations. A bundle or system of human resource 


performance work systems and high-involvement work systems existing of coherent and consistent 
sets of practices like selective recruitment and selection, socialization, training and development, 
performance appraisal and pay, employee autonomy, teamwork and job design (Boxall and Purcell 
2016; Luu 2018). Internal- or horizontal fit suggests that the alignment of individual HR practices 
within a bundle or system strengthens organi- zational performance. The HR system approaches are 
generally applied in HRM research in private and public sector organizations. One of the most popular 
theories in con- temporary HRM research is the AMO theory. The underlying idea of the AMO theory 
is that employees show positive attitudes (e.g. affective commitment and job satisfaction) and desired 
behaviours (e.g. organizational citizenship behaviour and excellent service quality) when (Boxall and 
Purcell 2016): 

(1) They have the Abilities in terms of knowledge, skills and competences to do their job (through 
selective recruitment and selection, training and develop- ment, and coaching); 

(2) They are Motivated (through performance appraisal and feedback, payment and promotion 
opportunities); 

(3) They have the Opportunity to participate in decision making and the shaping of their own work 
(through employee involvement, autonomous teamwork, job rotation, job enrichment and job crafting). 

The HR system or bundle approach is often built on the theoretical foundation of the AMO theory. 
Huselid (1995) was one of the first to apply the HRM system approach and AMO model to HRM and 
performance research. He constructed HRM bundles of HR practices (horizontal fit)and studied the 
so-called vertical alignment of the HRM bundles to the business strategy and the impact on performance. 
This vertical fit has been a subject of many HRM studies over the past decades. The necessary fit 
between HRM and context (1. horizontal fit between individual HR practices; 2. vertical fit between 
HRM and the business strategy; 3. organizational fit between HRM and organizational systems, structure 
and culture; 4. environmental fit between HRM and the external institutional contexts) is far more 
complicated as suggested by Paauwe, Guest, and Wright (2013). Given the highly institutionalized 
contexts these notions on fit and alignment are even more relevant for HRM research in public sector 
contexts. This requires contingency and configurational approaches as suggested by Delery and Doty 
(1996) in combination with institutional approaches as suggested by Paauwe (2004). 

We decided not to include the concept of leadership in our analysis because we think that HRM 
itself does not include leadership, although leadership and manage- ment are necessary to shape HRM 
(see our HRM definition). A different but related popular concept — people management — does 
incorporate the concept of leadership (see Knies and Leisink 2018). People management, however, has 
only recently been developed in the HRM literature. 

The Harvard model is a theoretical framework that includes multiple stakeholders, organizational 
context and a multidimensional performance construct (Beer, Boselie, and Brewster 2015). The AMO 
model can be considered a theoretical framework for specifying HRM and the Harvard model a theoretical 
framework for the shaping of an HRM value chain and the definition of performance affected by 
context and stake- holders involved. 

What is the Public Sector Domain? : Definitions vary on what the public sector domain entails, 
we therefore provide a short overview of the most common criteria that are used and elucidate the 
perspective that is central to our review. There seems to be a growing consensus that there is no such 
thing as the public sector (Knies and Leisink 2018). Generally, the three formal criteria of government 
ownership, source of funding and degree of political control with organizational activities are used to 
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distinguish public and private sector organizations (Bozeman 1987). This means that, ideally, public 
sector organizations are publicly owned, funded by taxpayers, and densely regulated by law (Kjeldsen 
and Jacobsen 2013). Although these criteria can usually be applied to general government activities, 
public services such as education and healthcare are not always organized in such a way and could 
contain private sector characteristics. For example, hospital care in the Netherlands is delivered by 
organizations that are legally private bodies and have a complex funding system in which the Dutch 
healthcare authority (an autonomous administrative authority) annually assesses a budget per hospital, 
but the hospital only receives their funding through making arrangements with health insurers, patients 
and other healthcare organizations on how much they receive per health care activity. Whereas in the 
UK, hospitals are part of the National Health Service and can be regarded as state-owned and directly 
funded by taxpayers. Despite their organizational structure, in both countries, it is the mission of 
hospitals to deliver health care services in such a way that it meets the needs of society (e.g. high- 
quality and efficient hospital care that is available for all citizens). In line with Rainey (2009), we 
therefore use the additional criterion of public value creation to include organizations that deliver public 
services but are not always state-owned or entirely funded by taxpayers. The above example shows 
that such organizations could even be non-profit or private organiza- tions as it is their mission that 
makes them different from profit-seeking organizations (Knies and Leisink 2018). 
Methods 


Search Strategy : To ensure high-quality research, we restricted our search to HRM and public 
sector domain articles that have appeared in pre-eminent, international journals. This decision meant 
that we had to exclude valuable work published in books, reports, unpublished papers and dissertations. 
Following a similar approach of focusing on target-journals as used by Wright and Boswell (2002) and 
Boselie, Dietz, and Boon (2005), we focused on eight journals with which readers of Public Management 
Review were likely to be familiar. First, Human Resource Management (HRM), Human Resource 
Management Journal (HRM/J) and the /nternational Journal of Human Resource Management (IJHRM). 
HRM, HRMJ and the IJHRM represent three mainstream HRM journals that are representative for the 
field. Second, Journal of Public Administration Research and Theory (JPART), Public Administration 
(PA), Public Administration Review (PAR) and Public Management Review (PMR). JPART, PA, PAR 
and PMR represent the field of PA and PMThird, Review of Public Personnel Administration (RoPPA) 
can be considered a PA and PM journal with a very specific focus on HRM that needs to be included in 
the analysis given the journal’s focus on public sector employees. The eight journals are all listed in the 
ABS (the Association of Business Schools) 2015 journal list. 

All journals have high impact scores above 2.00 according to the Web of Science in 2017. Based 
on the ABS 2015 journal ranking and the Web of Science 2017 journal impact factors, all eight journals 
represent high quality and high impact research. 

Given the broad range of public sector specific journals, for example related to subsectors such as 
healthcare (e.g. Health Care Management Review) and education (e. g. Teaching and Teacher Education) 
we only include general HRM, PM and PA journals. Our deliberate choice for HRM versus PM/PA 
journals provides a unique insight in the different contrasting disciplines with, on the one, the more 
managerial and psychological HRM discipline and, on the other hand, the more contextual PM and PA 
discipline(s). Both sides of the same coin (with coin defined as HRM research in public domains) each 
have their own communities, audiences and journals. Our analysis provides opportu- nities to study 
these research communities and the degree of cross-fertilization (RQ 2). 
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Criteria for Analysis : A full-text analysis has been applied to the 77 selected articles using 
the following criteria : 

e Research design; 

e Continents/regions; 

e Organization type and public subsector; 

e Type of respondents; 

e Applied theory/model; 

e HRM theme and main findings on the theme. 

Results : In this section, we first present the results regarding the research characteristics of the 
77 articles, followed by the results on theories/models and HRM themes. 

Continent : The majority of the articles came from Europe (N = 33) with the following leading 
countries: the UK (N = 16), the Netherlands (N = 6) and Belgium (N = 5). 20 articles came from 
North-America with the USA taking account for 17 studies and Canada 3. Asia (N = 12) was represented 
by a wide range of studies from various countries such as China, India, Japan, Jordan, Korea, Malesia, 
Oman and Vietnam. Africa was represented by 6 studies and Oceania also by 6, the latter all based on 
Australian data. 


Public subsectors : The data in 77 articles were based on different organization types with healthcare 
organizations (N = 20), local government (N = 18), central government (N = 13), education (N = 8) 
and provinces/state government (N = 8) as the most popular organizations for empirical data analysis 
on HRM in the public sector. Healthcare organizations such as hospitals and nursing homes have 
already attracted a lot of HRM research attention given the major reforms and employee related challenges 
(for example ageing population and ageing healthcare workers). The study by West et al. (2002) on 
HRM and mortality rates in hospitals is an example of this type of healthcare research. Another example 
is the study by Mostafa (2016) on high-performance HR practices, work stress and quit intentions in 
the public health sector. 

HRM Theme : The 77 articles reflect a wide range of results on HRM themes ranging from 
perfor- mance appraisal to diversity management in public sector contexts. We have classified the 
articles into two major HRM themes, to provide a meaningful overview of the research findings of the 
77 articles without going into too much detail per study. 

Theme 1 : Added Value of HRM : The first HRM theme we distinguish is ‘the added value’ of 
HRM, which represents research in line with the ongoing HRM and performance debate that started in 
the mid-90s (Guest 2017) and that focuses on HRM outcomes. We found 56 articles on this theme (see 
Table 1). A further analysis of this theme reveals that most studies focused on the relationships between 
‘perceived HRM’ and HRM outcomes (N = 23). HRM outcomes include employee attitudes, behaviour 
and well-being indicators and the following list shows a high diversity of outcomes that were used in 
our sample: job and work satisfaction, trust, engagement, emotional exhaustion, organizational and 
affective commitment, motivation, intention to stay, stress, employee and job perfor- mance, absence 
due to illness, employee turnover, discretionary effort and organiza- tional citizenship behaviour, burnout, 
fairness, job quality improvement, commitment to change and work-life balance. Of these variables, 
job satisfaction, commitment and health related outcomes such as stress, burnout and exhaustion were 
the most fre- quently used. Next, we could only identify 8 articles that focused on a subjective or 
objective form of organizational performance (instead of individual level perfor- mance), such as 
client satisfaction with the work (Kim 2010) or patient mortality rates (West et al. 2002). 


Another 8 articles in the added value theme focussed on the effects of HR mini- bundles. A mini- 
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bundle refers to a limited number of HR practices that are aligned to each other and that are targeted 
towards a specific aim such as employee development (Guest, Conway, and Dewe 2004). We found 
mini-bundles aimed at for example diversity management (Ashikali and Groeneveld 2015), performance 
management (Decramer, Smolders, and Vanderstraeten 2013) and talent management (Van Den Brink, 
Fruytier, and Thunnissen 2013). Van Waeyenberg et al. (2016), for example, show that a performance 
management system that is carried out consistently and that is linked to strategic goals, reduces 
employees’ intentions to leave. These findings are in line with the HRM system approach in which it is 
assumed that horizontal and vertical alignment of HR practices lead to beneficial outcomes. 


Finally, we analysed the (empirical) support for the added value of HRM in the 56 studies and 
observe that the far majority of these articles present a positive relationship between a certain type of 
HRM and the type of outcome used in the study. 


Theme 2 : (re)shaping of HRM : The second theme that we identified is labelled ‘(re)shaping of 
HRM’. This theme focusses on the impact of contextual factors on HRM. 21 articles fitted this theme 
and most articles aimed at understanding the content of HRM and the ways in which HRM is (re)shaped 
and implemented in governmental and public service organizations (see Table 1). Many authors conclude 
that institutional pressures have a large impact. Among the large scale of context factors that we 
witnessed in our data, there were several commonalities. First, several authors found that a country’s 
policy agenda and political opinions are key drivers for HRM reforms. For instance, Morris and Farrell 
(2007) found that cost-pressure led to downsized and delayered public organizations in the UK, implying 
more demanding jobs for public managers in which they had less job security and opportunities for a 
hierarchical career. Thompson (2017) concludes that ‘HRM developments can be best understood in 
the context of evolving societal values’ (22) and found amongst others that political neutrality, 
accountability and efficiency are important political values impacting HRM developments in US 
governmental organizations. Related, public pressure or opinion was used by several authors to explain 
the higher prevalence of work-life balance support opportunities (Den Dulk and Groeneveld 2013) and 
employee involvement (Lonti and Verma 2003) in public organizations when compared to the private 
sector. Next, rules and regulations on fair and equal treatment of public servants were found to have a 
significant impact on HRM. Boon and Verhoest (2018) for example show that regulative pressures 
deter- mine recruitment practices in Belgium’s civil service. Finally, the administration systems and 
traditions of a country were found to play a key role. The content of HRM and the organization of HR 
decisions are significantly rooted in the administra- tion tradition, as Meyer and Hammerschmid (2010) 
for instance showed in a com- parative study of HRM in Europe. Amongst others, they found that the 
Anglo-Saxon and, to a lesser degree Scandinavian, traditions with more room for contractualism, 
marketization, decentralization and managerialism, explain the higher level of HR decentralization when 
compared to continental Europe (with a Rechtsstaat tradition). 


Conclusion and Future Research Agenda : Our literature review shows an increased attention 
for HRM in public sector research in line with Osborne (2017). In the paragraphs below, we further 
elaborate on this finding that is related to our central question to review and summarize research on 
HRM in public sector contexts. In general, in this review we observe a quantification and psychologization 
of research on HRM in the public sector domain. This is reflected in the predominance of quantitative 
research, especially in PA/PM journals, and the heavy focus on individual-level employee attitudes and 
behaviours such as satisfaction. The HRM literature has recently been criticized for a further 
psychologization of the field (Godard 2014), and our findings indicate that this is not a private-sector 
trend, but that it also applies to HRM research in the public sector. Most of the studies we analysed 
stem from Western country data (USA, Australia and Europe), although there is a wider range of 
studies from other continents including Africa and Asia. The most popular sectors were healthcare, 
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government (local and central) and education. The popularity of research in the healthcare sector can 
be explained by the multiple organizational and employee challenges that healthcare organizations 
worldwide face. These challenges are related to for example issues of an ageing patient and workforce 
population, governmental cuts, organizational reforms and reorganizations. Next, our thematical analysis 
of the 77 articles indicates the popularity of the ‘added value of HRM’ theme, directly related to the 
ongoing HRM and performance debate (Guest 2017). The popularity of this theme can be explained by 
the strong performance orientation in the public sector in the last two decades (Osborne 2017). In 
combination with the trend of a further psychologization of the field, it is not surprising that we found 
most studies to examine the impact of HRM on individual-level performance indicators. These indicators 
are often derived from HRM research in private organiza- tions and cover a wide array of different 
variables, meaning that a rich, yet fragmented picture on the individual-level outcomes of HRM in 
public organizations is provided. Only a small group of papers included organizational performance 
indicators, mean- ing that definitive conclusions on how HRM impacts public sector be drawn. 

Although less prevalent than the first theme, the research findings in the second theme on (re)shaping 
HRM (referring to organizational reforms that are often related to governmental cuts, paradigm shifts 
in strategic decision making and austerity) indicate that institutional pressures and constraints that are 
characteristic of the public sector, directly impact HRM. Notably, cost-pressures, public opinion and 
rules/reg- ulations are found to impact the form, content and impact of HRM in public organiza- tions. 
The prevalence of the second theme in our review can be explained partly because of organizational 
challenges that have to do with work (re)design in a complex and dynamic environment and partly 
because of inevitable reorganizations in many public sector organizations because of governmental 
cuts and NPM initiatives. Indeed, several studies in our review show that a country’s political agenda 
has a significant impact on HRM in public organizations. Gooderham, Mayrhofer, and Brewster (2018), 
for example, emphasize the differences between countries in comparative HRM research on the basis 
of significant institutional differences between countries using Cranet data in the decade 2007-2017. 
The International HRM or comparative HRM research presented by Gooderham, Mayrhofer, and Brewster 
(2018) also provides lessons on a country’s political agenda and its impact on the shaping of HRM in 
public sector organizations. 

A second question of our review was to study the degree of cross-fertilization between the disciplines 
of HRM and PA/PM. We conclude that true cross-pollination has only marginally been established. We 
found that HRM and OB theories inform the field of PA/PM, but the other way around was far less 
prevalent: PA/PM theories were mainly applied in the PA/PM journals and only marginally in HRM 
journals. We did find a small group of studies that used both HRM/OB and PA/PM theories indicating 
that cross-fertilization is not completely lacking. 

Limitations : This study has several limitations. First, the data analysis is limited to specific 
sources excluding books, dissertations, conference papers and research reports. The focus on a selection 
of peer-reviewed journals does, however, provide some assurance regard- ing the quality of the research. 
Second, we did not provide an in-depth analysis of every individual empirical journal article beyond the 
results of the added value articles. The selected articles in this study form a rich source for further 
analysis on the meaning and impact of HRM in public sector domains. Third, research on HRM 
departments, HR roles and HR competences was not included. The role and position of HRM 
professionals in public sector organizations are an interesting and relevant topic for further research. 
Finally, some of the findings reflect the attention paid to it in academic research without knowing if it 
is also popular or relevant in practice. 

Concluding Remarks : Human resource management (HRM) is gaining popularity in public 
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management research. The overview in this paper provides some yardsticks and suggestions for new 
research areas and guidelines for setting up new research. The contribution of this study is threefold. 
First, the overview highlights what we already know about HRM in public sector domains based on 
empirical journal articles. Second, the study reveals cross-fertilization in some areas and the lack of 
cross-fertilization in other areas. Finally, the overview provides a future research agenda that could 
lead to more rigour in theories, research designs, methods and analyses.Disclosure statement No 
potential conflict of interest was reported by the authors.

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Saivite Perspectives in Kurm Puran

Kurma Purana is one of the important Purana among the ‘Mahapuranas’. It deals with the various 
aspects of Shiva-religion. Dr. Hazra propounded that the Kurma Purana as now we have it, is a Shaivite 
text. The first eleven chapters of the second part of the text.! Is known as ‘Ishwar Gita’. The Ishwar 
Gita is originally narrated by lord Shiva to Sanat kumar and other sages. The first part of the book 
mostly deals with the worship of Vishnu and his incarnation Vasudeva- Krishna whereas in the latter 
part of the text Shiva, Ishan and Maheshwar Vishnu and Krishna themselves pray to the lord Shiva.” He 
is the Param Brahma and Atma the base of all human beings, God of Gods (Mahadev) and one without 
a second.’ He is the permanent resort and during the Pralaya in the form of Kala, he demolishes deities, 
risis, pitris and all human beings.* He is the self effulgent and is without a beginning or an end.° 


Shiva and other deities- Brahma was created in the beginning of creation by Shiva and is said to be 
the womb of Shiva from which the whole universe originates.° Vaish vanara (Agni), Varuna, Vasudeva, 
Soma (moon), Sun, Indra, Yama, Kubera, Ishana, Vamdeva, Kartikeya, Marichi and other great sages, 
Shri, Saraswati, Savitri Devi, Parvati, Fourteen Manus, Gandharva, Garuda: Sidhsadhyas, Charanas, 
Yakshas, Rakshasas, Pishachas, Kalas, Kashthas, Nimeshas, Muhurtas, days and nights, Pakshas and 
Masas, Yugas, Manvantras, Paras and Parardhas are working in his command.’ The whole universes is 
inspired and stimulated by him and in them everything does merge. Apart from him is nothing. Everything 
of the universe is pervaded by his power.’ In the ancient time Vishnu has consecrated a line brought by 
Brahma, which later came to be known on his name as Brahma tirth.? Gods alongwith Gandharvas, 
Yakshas, Sarpas and Rakshas worship Mahadeva in Varanasi.'° At the sacrifice of Daksha Yajna 
performed under the custodianship of lord Vishnu, Virbhadra messenger of Shankar started destroying 
the sacrifice, no god could escape the cruel hands of Virbhadra.

We also find the same list in Bhagwad Gita!’ and Vaman Purana.'* The text of Kurma Purana is 
highly influenced by Pashupatas. That is why Shiva is depicted as the greatest Yogi, Satrudriya among 
Yajus, Pranava among Guhyas, and avimukta among Kshetras (shrines). 

Shiva is said to take twenty-eight avataras (incarnations) in the Kaliyuga with four disciples- in 
each avatara. In the Kaliyuga for the benefit of Brahmanas, these disciples also are said to undergo 
incarnations, with minor variations Vaman"’ and Ling Purana’ also give such lists.

Shiva and trinity: Kurma Purana also deals Shiva with the theory of trinity. It is said that Brahma 
from the right hand, Purshottam (Vishnu) from the left hand and Rudra from the heart of Shambhu 
were born. For these qualities they are known as Brahma, Vishnu and Har, who are held responsible for 
the creation, preservation and destruction.” In other places Tamas (Agni), Rajas (Brahma) and Sattva 


(Vishnu) are called the three scriptures of the Rudra.” It is noticeable that theory of trinity is very 
popular in Indian religion and philosophy.

Shiva and the Universe: Lord Shiva in the form of Kala creates, sustains and destructs the universe.”* 
Kala (Shiva) is responsible for the creation, preservation and destruction of all the human beings. All 
beings are pivoted in Kala (Shiva) but Kala is free from all.” Pradhan and Purusha are coordinators of 
the Kala.”° Depending on Tamas in the form of Kala Maheshwar destructs the whole universe. None 
can cover him by the Tamas.”’ Rudra was not invited in the sacrifice by Daksha, at this Rudra destroyed 
the sacrifice and punished the Gods and sages who attended.** Mighty Asur Andhka started ruling on 
the gods, defended by the Vishnu but later he was killed by Shiva.” Asur Bana, son of Bali subjugated 
all the three worlds and also tortured Indra, on the request of gods, Shiva burnt down the whole city 
of Bana by a single arrow.*° 

Lord Shiva is a benevolent towards his devotees and they get their wishes granted. Shankar granted 
the son Krishna Dvaipayan to Parasar on account of his great devotion.*! 

God of gods Lord Shiva should be worshiped by those who desire for Yoga, Moksha and supreme 
knowledge.” In Kaliyuga Shruti advises the people to worship Mahadeva. Those who are wishing to 
attain the Param Pada they should worship Maheshwar leaving all the other gods, who did not worship 
Shiva, their gift, austerity, sacrifice and life are fruitless.*? Particular deities are to be worshiped for 
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getting particular objects. Vishnu and Indra should be worshiped by the kings. Agni, Aditya, Brahma 
and Pinaki (Shiva) by Brahmanas, Vishnu by gods, Shankar by Danvas, Soma by Gandharvas and 
Yakshas, Saraswati by Vidyadharas, Ravi by Siddhas, Rudra by Rakshasas and Parvati by Kinnaras all 
the gods by Grihasthas, Brahma by Brahmcharis, Surya by Vaikhanasas (Vanaprastha) Maheshwar by 
Yatis, Rudra by Bhutas, Vinayaka by Kushmandah and Brahma is god of all human beings.* Followers 
of Vedas see Rudra and Narayan as identical and get Mukti (liberation). Vishnu and Rudra are counterparts 
to each other. Vishnu is creator and Rudra is sustainer, Vishnu and Rudra are also originator of the 
whole universe. Even those who worship Vishnu, reach Shiva, never come back.* Shiva himself 
declares that he may liberate a wise man or, an ignorant, a Brahaman or Chandala, who is his devotees 
but never denounces Narayan.** These evidences prove that the spirit of reconciliation was prevalent 
among orthodox sects during the age of Kurma Purana. Shiva’s outwardly appearance is very fearful. 
Even Brahma is frightened*’ seeing his Ardhanarishwar form. He bears tiger’s skin and garland of 
human skulls, with trishul in his hand. His body is besmeared with ashes and his hairs are matted, the 
king of serpents adorns his body.** 

Shiva and Origin of Ling Worship 

Birth of Shiva : There are many legends of the birth of Shiva. Shiva is born out of the wrath of 
Narayan who woke up from his deep slumber on the coil of the serpent.*’ Practicing severe austerities, 
Pitamah gave birth of Rudra in the form of Half male and half female.” In another story, his birth was 
mentioned through the tear drops of Brahma.*! In this Purana, Rudra is also related as a son of Brahma.” 

Origin of Ling Worship : Mainly in two stories, origin and establishment of Ling worship is 
depicted. The origin and establishment of Lind in ancient time has been told by Krishna to the 
Markendeya.* In this story the attempt has been made to lower the ranks of Vishnu and Brahma is 
relegated to a inferior status to that of Shiva. In the second part of the text origin of Ling worship is 
narrated in Daruvan context located in Himalayan region.“ Shiva himself told the sages of Daruvan 
regarding the origin of Ling worship. The same story occurs in Vamans* and ling Purana. 

Other Legends : We get many legends regarding the glorification of Lord Shiva; such as Daksh 
Yajna,*” Andhaka,** Brahma Hatya,®” Varanasi Mahatmya,” King Shveta,*! Vyas,” Mankanaka,™ 
Japyeshwar Mahatmya, Nandi,** Bana® and King durjaya.*° 

Shiva has an important place among Indian deities. Shiva is also figured on the early Indian coins 
both anthropomorphically and in the form of Ling. In the Dasavatara cave of Ellora ling form of Shiva 
is also found. Epigraphic and literary records also flash the light on the popularity of the shaivism. In 
this text Pashupat from of Shaw Was also popular sect at that time.
